Ministerial Faction Fight 

When Govindrao died, on the l9th September, 1800, 
his successor on the gadi was Anandrao Gaikwad, whose 
claim to the title of Senakhaskhcl was not disputed by any 
of his many brothers, legitimate or illegitimate Neverthc 
less the opening 3 ears of Anandno’s rcign witnessed a fierce 
faction fight, not for the gadi, but for the mimstenal power 
and the administrative control m the Gaikwad dominions 
under the then reigning sovereign’s nominal rule , for unto 
ward circumstances made Anandrao a mere figure head, 
out of whose feebleness ambitious politicians tried to make 
capital in order to further the cause of their own personal 
greatness, since self interest was the mam motive that 
swayed the rival parties, inspired their ambitious designs, 
and animated their warlike activities m the struggle for sue 
cess — the contest forcibly reminding us that the world is a 
stage, and all the men and women merely players , they 
have their exits and their entrances 

The Rival Parties 

The dramatis personae that figured in this faction fight 
Were many They are here grouped according to the clash 
ing interests that divided them , and at the same time such 
information about their character, as it has been possible 
to cuU from the documents, is appended to the name of the 
principal actors, with a viciv to help the student to separate 
the wheat from the chaff and to discriminate between right 
and wrong in this maze of mutual recriminations For, 
though the sajing has it that the tree is known by the fruit, 
the converse often supplies us with a safe rule in passing 
sentence on the actions of men , and the fruit, i e the na 
turc of man’s actions is often known by the tree, t e man’s 
character

He is ambitious sub 
servient and impatient of delay but when rated like a school boy by the 
Governor of Bombay he is profu*^ in protestations of submissivene^ and 
obedience and promises to behave 

Munciierji Desai a wealthy Parsi zamindar He is sperfren of as 
one of the revenue officers of the State of Baroda and the farmer of Navsari 
He depends entirely upon the Company for ultimate protection m his em 
ploy His great anxiety is to pul his lands under the protection of the 
English The tiivimph of Raoji Appaji and the dominant control of the 
Company over the Baroda State were for him finanaally speaking a 
matter of life and death

Tut Official Account 

After having thus called the muster-roll of the princi- 
pal opponents and their chief henchmen, the contest itself 
may be briefly outlined 

According to the officnl and generally accepted \cr- 
sion the following is the sequence of the most outstanding 
events as recorded in the Gazetteer of the Daroda Stale 
(Edition, 1932 ; Vol I, pp 486 492), covering a period 
extending from September 1800 to June 1802, beginning 
with Anandrao’s accession and ending with Major Walker’s 
appointment as Resident in Baroda 

Anandrao ascended the gadi in 1800 His accession 
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was not disputed , for whatever may have been Kanhoji’s 
designs, they were frustrated by Gahenabai, Anandrao's 
mother, who threatened to become sati, if her eldest son 
were not given the title of Senakhaskhcl From the very 
beginning of Anandrao’s reign kanhoji secured for himself 
the ministerial power In the words of the Gazetteer of the 
Baroda State, “ Obtaining the consent of the Maharaja, he 
usurped the ministerial functions” But his high handed 
way of acting pro\ed his doom , and in January 1801, he 
was deprived of the ministerial office and imprisoned In 
his stead Raoji Appaji became minister Raoji Appaji 
had many opponents, notably the Arab mercenaries at 
Baroda and most of the members of the Gaikwad family , 
among the latter the most powerful and dangerous anta 
gonist was the Jagirdar of Kadi, Malharrao 

Raoji Appaji and Kanhojirao approached the Bombay 
Government, and made a bid for British military support 
Raoji Appaji was ready to cede the pargam of Chorasi 
and the chauth of Surat, whilst Kanhojirao was ready to 
pay the same price and more, adding the pargana of Chi 
khli into the bargain According to the official account 
Governor Duncan of Bombay after much hesitation, detid 
cd on sending Major Walker to Baroda to mediate between 
the r\ao parties and to ascertain whai were the wishes of 
the then reigning Prince 

Raoji Appaji s position in Baroda was meanwhile most 
uncomfortable , for Malharrao of Kadi was now taking 
an active part in the conflict Therefore Raoji Appaji, 
whilst appealing to the English for support likewise ap 
proached Sindia , and it was through fear of Sindia’s pro 
babic interference that the Bombay Government was com 
pclled to arbitrate between the contending parties 

Major Walker acquitted the Diwan of all offences and 
blamed Malharrao who refused all offers of arbitration 
«o that no conciliatory course was left open to Major 
Walker, who left Baroda, joined the English force at Cam 
bay and marched against Malharrao The English force 
under Major Walker’s command arrived near Kadi on the 
16th March The following div they attacked Milhar 
rao’s defence works , but as thev were not supported by 
the Baroda contingent, they had to retire without striking 
a blow 
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MijorWilkcr rcnliscd thituithoul reinforcements he 
would not be able to take Kadt Fhese reinforcements 
reached Kadi on the 24th April, when Sir William Clarke 
a«isumcd the mihlar\ command of the cxpcditionar> force 
On the 30th April the cncm> s defence works were success 
fully attacked, and on the 3rd Ma\ Malharrao gave him 
«clf up, when his town was entered b> the allies 

Malharrao was permitted to reside at Nadiad and the 
possc«sions of the Gaikwad family were now at length and 
for the first time brought under one ruler to the great gain 
of the State 

Thf Documcnts 

In the light of the documents here publiehcd the above 
„ivcn official account fairly bristles with erroneous and mis 
leading statements as mav be gathered from the following 
summary 

During the last months of Govindraos reign the 
Bombay Government had asked the Gaikwad ruler to eede 
to the Company the pargana of Chorasi and the ehaulh of 
Surat This request was complied with , but before the 
deeds of cession could be drawn up Govindrao passed away 
But the Bombay Government did not mean to forgo the 
territorial and financial advantages, which they had been 
orally promised T* 

As luck would have it the rivalry contest between Kan 
hojirao and Raoji Appip followed immediately aftenvards 
The two contending parties appealed to the Bombav Go 
vernment for support Raoji Appaji was ready to cede the 
pargana of Chorasi and the chauth of Surat whilst Kanhoji 
rao s offer was still more alluring it included the Chorasi 
pargana the Surat chauth and the pargana of Chikhli 

Thus the Bombay Government had the pleasant sur 
prise thrust upon them of an embarras de choix like the ass 
in the fable One day this long cared quadruped boldly 
stepped out of its stable of which the door had been left 
open by a careless farm hand It wandered about in quest 
of adventure till at last it found itself standing between 
two hayricks when it brayed for joy — ^which was a silly 
thing to do for the goodman heard its triumphant piean 
rushed to the spot quickly led Master Ass back to its stable 
and carefully bolted the door 
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Not SO, the Bomba} Government ; they did not adver- 
tise their good luck, but quietly sat down to consider which 
tabty morsel to sample, which part} to support ; and the} 
played a masterly game of strategy Daniel beton, the 
Lieutenant-Governor at Surat, held out promises to Raop 
Appaji and his partisans ; in the same town Nathan Cron, 
Judge and Magistrate, encouraged Kanhojirao’s supporters, 
Gajrabai and Ganeshpant ; and in Bombay Jonathan Dun- 
can pulled the strings The Governor of Bombay was play - 
ing for time, for he did not venture to take a decisive step, 
until he had heard from the Governor-General at Calcutta 
“The great object meanwhile,” Jonathan Duncan wrote to 
Nathan Crow, “ is to be as sure as possible to which side 
the people in general most incline ” 

There came however a time when Jonathan Duncan 
could procrastinate no longer In December 1801, Mai 
harrao of Kadi entered the lists, ostensibly to assist Kanhoji, 
but m reality to secure a principal share in the admims 
tration of Baroda by ousting Raoji Appaji and perhaps Go- 
vindrao as well One unexpected result of Malharrao's 
interference was that Kanhoji’s claims were relegated to the 
background , and the struggle for supremacy was now be 
tween Raoji Appaji and the Jagirdar of Kadi Between 
these tiio the Bombay Government had to choose , and as 
Raoji had offered the Chorasi pargana and the Surat chauth, 
whilst Malharrao did not make any proposals of territorial 
cessions, Jonathan Duncan felt inclined to throw m his lot 
with Raoji Appaji The latter was asked to send delegates 
to Bombay ; but he was at the same time told that the wel 
come m store for them would depend on their bringing with 
them the sanads by %vhich the formal cession of the pargana 
of Chorasi and the chauth of Surat was officially acknow 
ledged by the Baroda Government 

After the arrival of the Baroda delegates the Bombay 
tha Govexwit G^uetaVs, c'ia«jts>A, 
decided at last to champion Raoji’s cause They were, how 
ever, anxious to settle matters peacefully without having re 
course to arms Accordingly Malharrao was written to by 
the Governor of Bombay (Jonathan Duncan), by the Lieu 
tenant-Governor of Surat (Daniel Seton), by the Judge 
and Magistrate of Surat (Nathan Crow), by the Resident 
of Cambay (Robert Holford), and even by Gajrabai and 
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Gnncshpant , all of them urging him to come to in under- 
standing with Rioji Appaji through the mediation of the 
Companj Ht was in turn coa\cd, warned and threatened 
At the same time the Government of Bomba> made 
aetiAc preparations to oppose Malharrao, if he should prove 
obdurate An c\pcditionarj forte was dispatched to Surat, 
and Major Walker was sent to Caroda , “ Ostensiblj ” as 
Jonathan Duncan pointed out, “mcrcl> for the purpose of 
offering m} compliments and a khilat of eondolcnec to 
Anandrao on the death of his father, the late Govindrao , 
which should have been done much sooner [Govindrao 
died on the 19/A September, 1800, and Major fi’alker ar 
rned in liaroda on the 29th January, 1802] but for reasons 
which his minister and him«clf arc fullj acquainted with, 
1 iz their unreasonable delaj in complying with the late 
Raja’s cession to the Hon’blc Companv of the pargana of 
Chorasi and of the chauth ” 

In reality Major Walker was “ to ascertain the real 
state of Anandrao s inclinations, and whether it be with his 
full and free consent and consistent with his desire that 
Kanhoji is now in confinement, and that Anandrao’s own 
son, Hanmantrao is with the arm> under Babaji, the bro 
ther of Raoji, now opposing the progress of Malharrao” 

In the light of Jonathan Duncan’s own words it is diffi 
cult to e\plam how the Bombay authorities could possiblj 
write to the Company, on the 26th April 1802, “ But his 
[Major JValkei j] mission does not seem to have been pro 
ductive of anything decisive Notwithstanding the e\er 
tions used for an amicable settlement of differences, neither 
the Gaikwad nor his refractory dependant, Malharrao, 
could be brought to a proper understanding Both parties, 
however, professed their willingness to leave the merits of 
the case between them to the Governor’s umpirage ” B> 
way of comment it is sufficient to remark that the Bomba> 
authorities were either misinformed about Ma^or Walker’s 
mission, or were bent on misinforming the Directors of the 
Company Malharrao was not at Baroda at the time of 
Major Walker’s visit 

Jonathan Duncan was well aware that Anandrao’s sym 
pathies were with Raoji Appaji What he really wanted 
was, not to ascertain the Gaikwad’s inclinations, but to 
get hold of an official and formal declaration that the 
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Baroda Ruler \^as at one with his Minister For the Go 
vernor of Bomba> realised that neither the Governor Gene 
ral nor the Court of Directors would countenance Bombay’s 
military interference on behalf of Raoji Appaji alone He 
hid already informed Calcutta that the Bombay Govern 
ment were supporting the Barodi Administration> i e 
Anandrao Gaikwad and Raoji Appaji It wis, therefore, 
imperative to obtain unimpeachable evidence that the 
Baroda contest was not a faction fight for ministerial power, 
but that Anandrao’s sovercigntj was at stake 

The wished for evidence was secured bj Major Walker, 
who thereupon returned to Cambaj, and assumed the com 
mand of the expeditionary force, which set out for Kadi 
vtfl Ahmadabad Before the departure of the troops from 
Camba) Major Walker had got into touch with a certain 
gentleman, who is referred to m the Documents as Captain 
John Charles Parker, whose patronymic is unfortunately 
associated with an English phrase which is never used as a 
complimentary form of address The connection is of 
course purely accidental, but at the same time it fits our 
Captain rather well What is worse, Parker was not only a 
busy body, his meddlesomeness was positiv cly unscrupulous 
He was Malharrao’s salaried servant, but was not true to 
his salt, and supplied Major Walker with valuable infor 
mation about Malharrao’s military preparedness, an objec 
tionable practice, in which he was encouraged to persevere 
on the plea, forsooth, that everything is fair in love and war 
The conquest of Malharraos country was initially en 
trusted to Major Walker, who earned on the policy which 
had thus far been followed by Jonathan Duncan in his deal 
mgs With the Kadi Chieftain Malharrao was once more 
made the recipient of reiterated advice, both written and 
oral, to have his own welfare at heart and to come to terms 
with the Company Major Walker himself and Jonathan 
Duncan, and Robert Holford, and John Charles Parker, 
and Mirza Ahmed Beg and several others either wrote to 
him or spoke to him, either tried to conciliate or to frighten 
him, held out promises or uttered stern warnings, extolled 
the Company Bahadur and its well known sense of justice 
W the same time Major Walker was not content with offer 
ing and discussing terms of surrender, he led the expedi 
tionar\ force towards Kadi territory, and was ready to 
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secure by force of arms what the written or spoken word 
might fail to achieve. 

In these circumstances MaUiarrao of Kadi proved 
himself a man of vacillating character. At lirst he pro- 
mised to set out from Kadi to Cambay, there to confer with 
Jonathan Duncan. About the same time he and his follow- 
ers made attempts to sow dissensions among the Arab mer- 
cenaries in the Uaroda service. This did not prevent him 
from applying to Major Walker for an escort to take him 
to Camb.ay. 

When the escort l\ad been made ready, and its com- 
manding ollicer appointed, iMalharrao was once more un- 
able to make up his mind, and asked for a further delay. 
Shortly afterwards, when Major Walker “as the best 
means of making ^lalharrao decide ” marched the expedi- 
tionary force into Kadi territory, the Chieftain was appa- 
rently ready to surrender. He paid a visit to Major Walker 
at Scratha on the 12th March, and had a second inter- 
view with that ofUccr on the I3lh March, 1802. There was 
every hope of arriving at a settlement ; for on the last men- 
tioned day Sunderji, Major Walker’s trusty agent, reported 
“That Malharrao declared that he would obey your 
[Mnjor IFolker’s] commands, considered himself under 
the Company’s guarantee, and you, Hon’blc Sir, [Major 
If'alker'] in the light of an ancestor. ” 

But Major Walker was a tough ancestor, as may be 
gathered from the terms of surrender which he drew up 
on the 14th March, 1802. Malharrao had to restore all 
conquered territories, to release his prisoners, to make good 
the sums of money levied by him in the Baroda districts, 
to restore captured guns and ammunition, to pay up the 
arrears of his tribute, and " as his insurrection has caused 
a great expense, besides a heavy loss of revenue to the Go- 
vernment of Anandrao,” it is proper that Malharrao should 
give satisfaction on this hand ; but, as it may be difficult to 
ascertain the whole extent of the demands without an in- 
quiry, which the present circumstances will not allow, 
Major Walker is willing to refer the compensation on those 
points to the Hon’ble the Governor, provided Malharrao 
will give security that he will abide by his award.” In ad- 
dition to this Malharrao had to promise that in future he 
would behave, that he would immediately dismiss his new 
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levies, that his old forces would retire withm the Kadi fort, 
whilst the expeditionar> force would encamp near Kadi, 
till Ma)or Walker was satisfied that “ Malharrao is sincere 
m his intentions ” 

When the terms were presented to Malharrao at Kalol, 
“ the Prince observed that a \ery heavy burden was imposed 
on him, and he was at a loss to support it He appeared 
perplexed beyond measure, and for some time seemed not 
to know what reply to return” He did however say, “ that 
he thought that ^^^Jor Walker was favouring his enemy, 
and discovered but little inclination to do him justice ” But 
Malharrao was too dispirited to continue the fight, and he 
accepted Major Walker’s terms There is every likelihood 
that he would haie kept his word, but for the men who sur 
rounded him, and who were to share in his downfall 
ministers, favourites, refugees, and the newly enlisted levies 
which had to be disbanded 

It had been agreed upon that these levies should be im 
mediately dismissed, and that the rest of his forces should 
fall back upon Kadi, whilst Malharrao with a small body 
guard should stay at Kalol, there to await the coming of the 
expeditionary force, with the Gaikwad troops one mile in 
the rear But on his arrival at Kalol on the I6th March, 
1802, Major Walker found neither body guard nor Malhar 
rao , for the latter without disbanding his levies had fallen 
back upon Kadi Therefore Major Walker with the ex 
peditionary force and the Baroda contingent marched upon 
Kadi, and encamped at Budasan a few miles from Malhar 
rao’s capital 

Once more negotiations were resumed, Maior Walker 
openi) accusing Malharrao of treachera and Malharrao 
pleading that he had been forced to fall back upon Kadi 
because his levies refused to be disbanded Messengers 
passed from camp to camp , and on the 17th March 1802, 
whilst Captain Williams and Sunderii were on their way 
to Kadi, Malharrao’s artillcn opened fire upon the Eng 
lish camp, and Sundcrji and Williams were arrested 

In the words of Major Walker, ‘ Captain Williams de 
parted With these (Malharrao s) people about one o’clock, 
and in 20 minutes afterwards two guns opened at a great 
distance on the (English) camp I held immediately a 
«hort consultation with the chiefs of the gllieSj and assign 
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ing them their places informed them that the A\hole should 
advance and assault the enemies’ camp” But the British 
attempt proved a failure , the men killed and a\ounded 
amounted to 3 officers 2! Europeans, 120 Indians 

Thereupon the Major realised that with the troops at 
his disposal he would not be able to capture the fort of Kadi, 
and he wrote to Bomba> for reinforcements But it took 
more than a month for these reinforcements to arrive, dur 
mg which time Major Walker and Malharrao exchanged 
various proposals all of which failed to bring about a settle 
ment \\’hen the reinforcements arrived at Budasan on 
the 24th April Major Walker was superseded in the com 
mand of the British expeditionary corps by Sir William 
Clarke, whose forces were a few dajs later strengthened by 
a body of troops under Coleman 

Before dismissing Major Walker, attention maj here 
be called to the outrageous — there is no other word for it 
— terms he imposed on Malharrao 

On the 16th March 1802, Jonathan Duncan, who was 
under the impression that the war was over, wrote to Major 
Walker ” I have great pleasure m adding my unreserved 
approbation of the prudence energy and ability of the mea 
sures pursued by }Ou so as to have led to so desirable a basis 
for terminating the subsisting difference in this country You 
mav therefore signify to Malharrao that the engagement 
he has signed [f/ie Governor iins under the mistaken tm 
^rejjion that a treaty had actually been signed'^ has the 
sanction both of the Baroda Administration and of the 
Bombay Government” 

But in a letter to the Governor General on the Ilth 
April 1802 Jonathan Duncan though he tried his best to 
defend Major Walker had to admit Howbver well pleas 
ed as I no doubt was with Major Walker’s success in pro 
curing (as was then concluded) Malharrao’s signature [the 
signature uas not obfatned'\ to terms so favourable to the 
Baroda Government a comparison of them [the terms'] with 
the outline I had communicated to the Major in mj letter 
of the 3rd of March as well as with the Major’s consequent 
instructions to Mirza Ahmed will show that the conditions 
of the 14th [Major TFalLer's terms] exceeded both in form 
and substance what I had meant to exact from Malharrao 
1st in the much larger subdivision of the articles and 2nd 
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m making Malharrao b> the 1st and 7th items ans^\e^lble 
for all damages, whether in revenue or expenditure, that 
should appear to have been made hy his insurrection to the 
Goxernment of Anandrao, or at least as much thereof as I 
should ultimately award , whereas my own view of exacting 
reimbursements from Malharno had not gone further than 
to make him contribute according to his ability towards in 
demnifymg the expense he had put Anandrao’s Government 
to, or to relinquish a part of his country in lieu thereof ” 
Thus the documents uncxpectedh supply us with evi 
dence that, whatever blame attaches to Malharrao for his 
shilly shallying and his failure to stand by his word, he was 
not the only one not to play the game 

With the arrival of the reinforcements under the com 
mand of Sir William Clarke the issue of the contest was 
a foregone conclusion The defence works of Kadi broke 
down before the British attack, and Malharrao had to ac 
knowledge defeat, and surrendered 

The victorious allies did themselves well and the Com 
pany got the lion’s share of the spoils By the treaty of the 
ISth March 1802, the cession of the pargana of Chorasi 
and of the Gaikivad share of the Surat chauth was confirm 
cd The Baroda Government consented permanently to 
subsidise a force of about 2 000 sepoys at the rate of 65,000 
Rupees per month The Surat athivisi was assigned to the 
Company as a security for the repayment of the expen'^cs 
incurred by the Company in rendering military aid to the 
Gaikwad State 

By the treaty of the 6th June 1802 Anandrao ceded 
the pargana of Chikhh in full sovereignty forever as a spon 
taneous mark of his gratitude for assistance in overcoming 
his enemies Furthermore jaidad or landed funds equal 
to 65 000 Rupees per month were set apart for paying the 
monthly stipend of the subsidiary force The Company 
vxcre, rex'is to tho to yyxy tho of those, 

mercenary Arabs who were to be disbanded But in the 
e\cnt of the Baroda Government not paying back the loan 
at the stipulated time the Company yvould temporarily col 
lect the revenue of the parganas of Baroda Kalol Sinor, 
Pctlad and Ahmadabad 

The Gaikwad State secured likewise considerable ter 
ntorisl advantages , for Malharrao’s hereditary territories 
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Kidi, Dchgam, Kapadvanj were escheated to the Baroda 
Government 

Nor were the Minister and his famil) forgotten, the 
village of Batha was granted to Raoji Appaji as a heredi 
tar> jagir , the diwansbip was made hereditary in his 
family ; and the Company's protection was extended to 
Raoji Appaji himself, his adopted son, his brother, his 
nephew, his relatives and his friends ; and if the Gaikwad 
or anybody else should ever treat them ill, the Company 
promised to interfere on their behalf 

But what about Malharrao ? The Jagirdar, after 
having been deprived of all his territories, was permitted to 
reside at Nadiad, where districts were allotted him worth 
1,25,000 Rupees to provide for his sustenance and that of 
his family 

What grates however upon the feelings of anyone who 
stands for fair play, is not so much the callousness with 
which Malharrao’s opponents insisted on their pound of 
flesh, but rather the crude surgical appliances they used in 
order to cause their victim the greatest amount of pain and 
discomfort For Malharrao was made to sign the follow- 
ing deed of renunciation . 

“ I have created a dispute with you \_Ananelrao}, and 
alter entertaining forces have taken your fort of Visnagar, 
and occasioned disturbances m your country , and there 
ensued a battle with Babaji Appaji This induced you to 
«olicit the assistance of the English Bahadur The Hon’ble 
Jonathan Duncan Bahadur proposed to me a peaceable 
settlement, which I did not attend to Wherefore the 
English in prosecution of their support to you have taken 
from me the fort of Kadi and all the territories belonging 
to me, and delivered them unto your sarkar, and for myself 
have made provision of 1,25,000 Rupees per annum from 
the psrguDa of Nadjaxl, wbjrJb has brejo ^jvfjo me thioagh 
His Honour’s means, which I shall accept, and together 
with my son, family and brother will behave to you peace- 
ably With regard to my conduct, the Hon’ble the Gover- 
nor has satisfied you , and according as he has thus signified, 
so shall we conduct ourselves peaceably without deviation 
This jagir, which has been given me for the maintenance 
of my family, I §hall enjoy and remain contented wUh I 
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have no sort of claim on >ou, respecting my former places , 
but, if in conformitj to my engagements I shall conduct 
m>self peaceably according to the Governor’s order, you 
will get my jaidad a little increased from the sarkar”[o/ 
Baroda\ 

By way of comment, Jonathan Duncan’s own words 
may here be quoted 

“When Raoba sent on the morning of the 8th June 
this paper to Malhar to execute, the Governor had little 
or no idea that he [Malharrao^ would have consented to 
it , and had he objected, the Governor would certainlj not 
have pressed on him so delicate a subject , but the only 
alteration he himself {^Duncan] desired to make was that, 
instead of the words impljing (according to Raoba’s on 
ginal draft) that he [M^lharrao] readily, cheerfully, and 
through his own desire and good pleasure entered into the 
present arrangement, there should be substituted merely an 
acknowledgement that he [Malharrao] truly acquiesced, 
and would act upon the arrangement thus tendered to his 
acceptance , and this amendment was accordingly admitted 
of, as appearing more natural and reasonable, and being 
also in conformity to the real state of the case ’’ 

Hence the conclusion imposes itself that Malharrao’s 
final humiliation was mainly the work of Raoji Appajt 
Jonathan Duncan allowed the Baroda Minister’s vindictive 
ness to run its course, perhaps because he feared lest the 
advantages gained b) the Company might otherwise be 
endangered, perhaps also because Malharrao, restored to 
power, would alwajs remain a potential source of unrest 
and danger, whilst Raoji Appaji was not likely to turn 
against the Company 
Moot Points 

The difference between the official account and the 
sequence of events as contained in these documents is too 
‘ih.vvcvi'E, t-a be. svn Tbt tbe. 

faction fight during the opening years of Anandrao’s reign 
has yet to be written , the writing of it will not be an easy 
task, for there are still a number of problems awaiting 
solution, some of which are here briefly outlined 

(1) Kanhojtrao's rise to power Kanhojirao stands 
accused by his enemies of having usurped the ministerial 
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power, entering Baroda by night and imprisoning his 
opponents But according to Sultan Jafiir’s testimonj, 
“ At the time of Govindrao’s death nobody thought of this 
prince [^Kanhoji] , but Anindrao, contrary to the advice 
of his friends, called him from his privacy to assist him 
in the conduct of Government” 

(2) Kanhoji’s imprisonment It is stated that he was 
imprisoned, because the jamadars wanted to vindicate their 
\ow sworn on the Koran to maintain Anandrao on the gadi 
According to another account “ He [iifln/io;j]meditated 
an entire change in the sibandi, and avowed an intention of 
reducing or discharging the Arab forces The Arabs be 
came particularly alarmed for themseU es With the general 
consent they conspired against Kanhoji, and surrounding the 
palace in the night made him a prisoner They next re 
Jeased Anandrao, replaced him on ihc gadi, and acknow 
ledged him for their lawful prince” 

In a letter dated 30th July, 1802 (to be published in 
the next volume of The Gntkuads of Baroda) Alexander 
Walker writes to Jonathan Duncan "Necessity and not 
choice led the Diwan [Raoji Appaji} to court the Arabs 
The assistance they rendered him was of that nature, which 
could not be easil} repaid They effected a revolution m 
his favour by violence, and Raoba has always felt that the 
same means could be employed as effectually against him 
In the desire or the necessity of satisfying the Parekhs will 
be found mother (and I am not sure but the principal) 
cause of the Diwan’s [Kno/i Appa]i\ hesitation I own 
that I am not so certain of Raoba’s disposition towards these 
men [t/ie Parekhs'\ as to the Arabs The^ have been use 
ful to him m his affairs It was by their influence and 
money that Kanhoji wa» deposed” 

(3) Anandrao and Raojt The question offers to what 
extent the letters ^Yrltten by Anandrao i\ere his own, or 
the work by Raoji Appaji When it was believed that 
■Anandrao had written to congratulate JM'alharrao on his 
victory over the English forces on the 17th March 1802 
Jonathan Duncan sounded Raoba on the matter " He said 
that he could not answer for what a man, so subject to in 
toxication as Anandrao, might at particular moments do , 
nor [could he"] of course exercise any superintendence over 
his [Anandrao’ s'] acts m the zenana ” Raoji’s answer makes 
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one wonder whether he rcall\ was the dc\otcd «crvant ht 
pretended to be Did he identify himself with the Biroda 
btate, or did he identify the Baroda State with his own per 
sonal interests ? 

(4) Malharma’s letter to Raoji Appaji Frequent 
mention is made in the documents of the congratulatory 
letter which Malharrao wrote to Raoji Appiji on the ocea 
«ion of Kanhojirao’s eonfincment The Governor of Bom 
ba> looked upon this letter a< a convincing proof that Mai 
harrao’s later attempt to liberate Kanhoji was but a pretext 
Yet there is Malharrao’s own explanation to be taken into 
account, Mirza Ahmed, an agent in the Companj’s ser 
vice, reported as follows “ In respect to the letter of con 
gratulation that he [^Mnlharrao'\ wrote to Raoji on the occa 
Sion of the confinement of Kanhoji, it is true , but it is onl} 
a pretext and not his real sentiment’ Again Malharrao 
himself stated, “In respect to the Governor dwelling on 
the letter of congratulation which I wrote to Raoba on the 
occasion of the confinement of Kanhoji, this is the mode of 
our Maratha irony, thus to praise what is untrue b> an 
other untruth * 

(5) Bombay s interference The Poona Rcsidenc) 
informed Jonathan Duncan, You would be perfectl} justi 
liable in furnishing the militar> aid required by Raoba for 
the security of Anandraos authont>, who is the undoubted 
lawful heir of Raja Govindrao since it is reasonable to 
conclude that, if the Company is bound to guard the rights 
and possessions of the Gaikwad sovereignty from encroach 
ment and diminution, still more is it incumbent upon them 
to prevent the subversion of his government ’ On this hy 
pothesis It becomes imperative to prove that prior to British 
interference in behalf of Anandrao the latter was in danger 
of being deprived of the masnad through the intrigues of 
either Kanhoji or Malharrao Such was the view adopted 
by the Court of Directors in their dispatch of the 28th 
August 1804 “ But so soon as a formidable military force 
had assembled for the avowed purpose of displacing 
Anandrao the legitimate successor and head of the family 
the Company’s right under the 8th article [o/ the treaty of 
Salbat] for the preservation of the integntj of the Gaikwad 
Principality was ver> properly exerted with a view to such 
a final adjustment of affairs as our connexion with the 
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Baroda Government necessarily required ” Unless it can 
therefore be established by documentary evidence that, 
prior to the Bombay decision to interfere in the civil con 
test of Baroda, Anandrao’s sovereignty was imperilled, 
there is no escaping the unpleasant alternative that British 
support was given to Raoji Appaji, because he was ready 
to pay the price to those who helped him to maintain his 
ministerial supremacy It rests with the student to 
inquire whether the documents bear out the contention of 
the Court of Directors that “ a formidable force had 
assembled for the avowed purpose of displacing Anandrao, 
the legitimate successor and head of the family ” 

(6) Chorasi pargana and Surat chanth The most 
puzzling problem of all is the Bombay Government s poll 
cy of territorial aggrandisement at the expense of the Gai 
kwad dominions and in defiance of the treaty of Salbai 
In their dispatch of the 28th August, 1804, the Court of 
Directors thus expressed their views “ It may be consider 
ed as a doubtful question how far the Company was at that 
time [in 1800\ precluded by existing treaties, either with 
the Gaikwad Family or with the Maratha State, from nego 
tiatmg an exchange of territory with the Baroda Govern 
ment without the consent of the Peshwa , but when we see 
the negotiation with Govindrao terminating in an unconsti 
tutional grant to the Company of the pargana of Chorasi, 
which surrounds the city of Surat, as well as the Gaikwad 
share of the chauth of that city, and that the unconditional 
surrender of the pargana of Chikhli is further stipulated 
for in the treaty with his successor, we arc naturally led to 
inquire whether and to what extent the Company stand 
pledged for the preservation of the integrity of the Baroda 
Principality, and whether the acceptance of these cessions 
can be considered as any deviation from the then existing 
engagements with the Court at Poona ” 

Having thus clearly stated the problem, the Court of 
Directors premise on what principles they mean to solve 
it 

“ 1 he treaty of peace, concluded at Salbai between the 
Company and the Marathas on the 17th Maj, 1782, appears 
to us to be the proper document to be relied on for the deter 
mmation of this question, although reference to treaties of 
a prior date may serve as an elucidation ’ 
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They then argue in the following manner 
" By the seventh article of the treaty with the Mara 
thas of the 1st March, 1776, concluded at Purandhar, it 
may be inferred that Fatesing, who had previously made 
cessions to the Company, did not possess the power or autho 
rity to make such cessions, and they were accordingly forth 
with to be restored 

“ By a subsequent treaty however between the Company 
and Fatesing in 1780, concluded during the last war but 
one with the Marathas, the pargana of the Surat athavisi 
and the chauth of the city of Surat were made over to the 
Company 

“ Bj the 5th article of the treaty of Salbai it is stipu 
lated that the country which Sayaji and Fatesing Gaikwad 
gave to the English, and which is mentioned in the seventh 
article of the treaty with Colonel Upton (meaning the treaty 
of Purandhar) with a view to obviate all future disputes 
chall be restored And by the 8th article of the treaty 
of balbai It IS agreed that “ whatever territory Fatcsingrao 
possessed at the commencement of the war should for ever 
remain on the usual footing m his possession 

“ Combining what was inserted m former treaties with 
this article of the treaty of Salbai, the natural construction 
seems to be that the Gaikwad territories were not to be dis 
membered, whether by grant or conquest, by either of the 
contracting parties The supposition that this power [o/ dis 
membering the Gaikwad terntortes'\ belongs to the one 
party [the Company'^ and is denied to the other [the 
Peshua'\ cannot well be maintained *’ 

It must here be pointed out that the Directors reference 
to the treaty of Purandhar is based on a misconception of 
the 7th article of that treaty The restoration of the ceded 
territories was not made absolute, but conditional 

“ The country ceded by Sayajt and Fitesingrao is to be 
restored, when it is proved by their letters and copies of 
sanads, granted by the former Peshwas, and now in their 
(the Gaikwads’) hands, that they [the Gatkuads'] did not 
possess the power or authority to make such cessions ” The 
proviso, which the Poona Ministers had rashly added of 
their own accord proved their undoing , for the sanads 
proved that the Gaikwads were entitled to make territorial

cessions in their own name, without the Peshwa’s consent * 
Accordingly the ceded territories were not returned 
till the treaty of Salbai, when the restoration took place not 
as an acknowledgment of the Peshwa’s suzerainty, but as a 
token of goodwill, ‘ to obviate all future disputes ’ 

But the Directors’ irrelevant reference to the treaty of 
Purandhar in no way impairs the validity of the conclusion 
arrived at , for this conclusion is but a paraphrase of the 7th 
article of the treaty of Satbai “ Whatever territory Fate 
sing possessed at the commencement of the war should for 
ever remain on the usual footing in his possession ” 

The Court of Directors next proceed to exemplify the 
meaning of their interpretation of the treaty 

“ Agreeable to this construction of the treaty we find 
that, when in 1793 the late Govindrao was compelled by the 
Poona Durbar to, relinquish the Gaikwad share of the dis 
tncts of the athavisi m the neighbourhood of Surat and the 
Gaikwad share of the chauth of that city, our right of inter 
ference, under the 8th article of the treat} of Salbai, to 
prevent the dismemberment of the Baroda Principality was 
effectually asserted by our Resident at the Court of Poona 
That Court was brought to a «ense of the necessity of attend 
ing to the stipulations of the treat} , the instrument by 
which Govindrao submitted to the dismemberment of his 
family dominions was cancelled , and the Poona Court at 
the same time gave up their claim to the Gaikwad share 
of the chauth of Surat in 1800 and 180! ” 

It IS then pointed out that the wa} of acting of the 
servants of the Company differed greatl} from their policy 
m 1793 

“We observe that in consequence of Mr Duncan’s 
negotiation with the late Govindrao on the object of the 
before mentioned instructions from the Governor General 
in Council of the 10th March, 1800, Mr Duncan being 
opposed to the cessions proposed by the Surat Council as in 
equivafent for whaf was fo 6e obfainecf, the Chorasi pir 
gana and the Surat chauth were tendered b} Govindrao as 
1 free gift, proMded the approbation of the Peshwa could 
be obtained , and that after the death of Govindrao they 
were demanded of his successor as a matter of right, though

no sanads were c\cr issued for them b} Govindrao , and 
they were accordingly yielded to Mr Duncan together 
with the pargana of Chikhli, amounting in the whole to a 
net annual re\enuc of rupees (2,34,000) w\o lakhs thirty* 
four thousand ” 

Whate\cr excuses might be brought fon\ard Jona 
than Duncan’s policy was hardly defensible 

“ In accepting these cessions as above described, which 
after the death of Govindrao were confirmed by his sue 
cessor, Mr Duncan deviated from the letter, if not from 
the spirit, of the instructions of March 1800, and thereby 
rendered the Company liable to the imputation of a breach 
of the treaty of Salbai and to the consequent resentment of 
the Peshwa, who, it appears, had not only on several occas 
ions manifested his disinclination to admit of the proposed 
cessions, but who had also declared in express terms that 
the English would never take possession of those mahils 
We arc aware however that by the Resident’s letter to Mr 
Duncan of the 8th December, 1801,* the Peshwa had signi 
fled his willingness to agree to everything, provided the 
Governor General should conclude the treaty on the pro 
posals offered by his Highness, alluding, we suppose,* to 
the negotiation carrying on at Poona, which at length lermi 
nated in the treaty of Basscin ” 

Then follow the concluding animadversions of the 
Court of Directors 

“We shall conclude this part of the subject of Mr 
Duncan’s negotiation with Baroda Government by obscrv 
ing that, how desirable soever it might have been to obtain 
a territory contiguous to Surat, in consequence of the late 
arrangement with the Navvab of that citv, it ought not to 
have been accepted at the risk of incurring the imputation 
of a breach of faith and the consequent resentment of the 
Peshwa, with whom we were reciprocally bound to pre 
serve the integrity of the Baroda Principality, and with 
whom our interference had at a former period [j« /79J] 
been successful in preventing the execution of a similar de 
sign on his part We, however, have the satisfaction to 
observe by the 14th article of the treaty of Bassein that the

The Bombay Government thus found themselves ac 
Lused and convicted of having broken that British faith, 
which they used to extol in their correspondence with the 
Country Powers as something sacred, inviolable and invio 
late 

Nor can it be alleged that the cession of the Surat 
chauth and of the pargana of Chorasi was in earnest of the 
assistance which the Bombay Government were about to 
lend to the Gaikwad Government “ When the Governor 
received the writing of relinquishment for Chorasi, he 
clearly and distinctly announced to Kamal ud din and to 
the karkun that its delivery imposed no obligation on this 
Government [^Bombayl or on the Company, and must be 
understood as merely a compliance on their part [the 
Baroda Government} with what Govindrao had before pro 
mised, and by no means as any consideration for the assis 
tance that might eventually be afforded to them in their 
present circumstances , and to this construction they both 
[Kamal ud dm and the karkun} unequivocally consented 
before the Governor ” 

What baffles all comprehension is the encouragement 
given by the Residency at Poona to the Bombay Govern 
ment On the 9th December, 1801, William Palmer and 
Barry Close wrote “ Wc do not apprehend that any con 
siderable embarrassment would result from the Peshwa’s 
refusal to sanction any transfer of the Gaikwad property or 
possessions , nor are wc certain that the Peshwa possesses 
any paramount authority over the Gaikwad State to this 
extent , but admitting that such an authority has been esta 
blishcd or exercised, it is clearly invalidated by the pnn 
ciple of the Company’s guarantee in the treaty of Salbai as 
well by the natural right which the Raja must possess of con- 
ceding a part for the preservation of the whole , and at any 
rate \\c conceive that the effects of the Peshwa’s unjust re- 
sentment arc not to be brought into competition with the 
results which the Company would derive from the acquisi- 
tion in question ” 

1 he members of the Poona Residency were right in 
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doubling the Peshwa’s paramount authority over the Gaik- 
wad State. The Peshwa was not Baroda’s suzerain, nor was 
the Gaikwad Poona's vassal. But to conclude from this 
that the Bombay Government were justified in accepting 
even as gift the pargana of Chorasi and the chauth of Surat 
is, to say the least, illogical. 

What is equally puzzling is that the Court of Directors 
delayed so long reminding their ser\'ants of their impolitic 
behaviour. The cession of Chorasi and of the Sural chauth 
w’as already discussed in July 1797. It was verbally pro- 
mised in '1800, and confirmed by deed in 1801. It was only 
in August 1804, that the Court of Directors first tackled the 
problem, when they both condemned and condoned the 
policy of the Bombay Government.

as It may, the degree is too tnfbng to create any alarm 
Tbwrt gates I have looked much more seriously lately at a number of new ill 
favoured faces that have got into town in a great measure through the 
chauthia's means , for he is excessively unreasonable and frequent m his 
applications respecting egress and ingress, and our indulgence to him opens 
a door to many perhaps that he no more owns than myself The gates of 
this city are a subject of consideration uj»n which Mirxa Zokam and 
myself have often consulted and upon which something must positively 
be don^ as well for the j»lice as the revenue;. The secret history 
of the knavery and extortion of the darwans and mehtas at these places, 
he has promised to find out , and tiU then I shall not repeat the subject, 
for It is as painful to me as it can be troublesome to you to take up your 
tune with crudities or trifies.

They were desirous, therefore, of havir^ unequivocal assurances of aid 
from ixiu or permiKion to dispose of themsefv'es as they might tliink

From the enclosed correspondence with Raoba of yesterday and to 
day i-ou will observe that he is now pretty well di«pos^ to let us have 
possession of Chorasi and to relinquish (he chauth, provided we will assist 
him in a great emergency that he appeara to be apprehensive ol 

Colonel Close being in possession of all my corrcspoidence with this 
Diwan and his Master, the eldest son of the late Gaikwad, I have to request 
as a particular favour that you and he will consider and wnte me whether 
you think it consistent with His Lordship the Governor Genera) s views and 
intentions that 1 should now take any active step in this impending contest 
All we could at the utmost do. would be to send 500 or 600 men from the 
fianison of Surat to Cambay with some artillery, deputing at the same 
time Major Walker either to command or at least to direct this force, and 
tsiing care that it should not move out of the bounds of the Cambay tern 
tory till I obtained His Lordship s assent But it seems not improbable 
that Major Walker could under the appearance of this degree of advance 
on our part maintain the present Government at Baroda , and I do not 
apprehend any senous danger to our authonty m Surat from this dinunu 
tion of our force, especially as in that case it would be nght. and His 
Excellency probably would not under the present general aspect of affairs 
disaoprove that we shall immediately tafe measures for raising another 
native regiment 

But perhaps the better way might be before ordering any advance 
of our force even as far as from Surat lo Cambay, or concluding any per 
manenl agreement with Raoba, to depute Major Walker to Surat and 
Baroda to the end that he might ascertain upon the spot the state of affairs 
there and be able to report on the respective strength of the several parties 
engaged or likely to take part in this emtest 

Yet even this much I do not wish to take on myself or to propose 
either of the alternatives to the adoption of the Government here, until I 
be favoured with the advice of yourself and Colonel Close, the more 
especially as notwithstanding tlie first instructions of His Excdlency the 
Governor General in Council of March 1800 appear to extend to the autho- 
rising this Government to condude without regard to the Peshwa’s senti 
ments a separate agreement with the State of Baroda for the purposes 
which Raoba seems now willing oo ceitam conditions to concede to us and 
although I have also been about a twelve months ago advised in an un 
official form from His Lordship s then Secretary, Lieutenant Colonel Kirk 
patnek (as copied in the collection of papers with Colonel Close) of its

have aliO some reason to believe that it is an object with Government at 
home to extend our territorial influence and possession in Gujarat still 
under His Lordship s long silence on mv frequent reports of the progress 
I have been unifor^y endeavourmg to make towards the attainment of the 
object of his first ofTicia! instructions above referred to I feel apprehensive 
lest in any measure I might now pumie I should be deviating m any degree

I cannot but feel particularly anxious to be favoured with Your Lordship s

Meanwhile Your E^rdship may rely that I shall endeavour to act 
with the utmost caution and rather as a pacificator and umpire between 
friends that have differed than to exact anything by mere force espeaally 
before I hear from Your Lordship But although Malharrao s means of 
aggression are not as far as I can learn at present very formidable yet 
were this Government to continue entirely inactive until 1 can be favoured 
with Your Lordship s answer it is I think to be apprehended not only 
that the diSkuIties of our atbitration nouJd thereby become considerably 
enhanced but [that our arbitration] might by matters coming intermediately 
to a final decision between the parties themselves be no longer desired as of

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Thc>>e eventual arrangements may, I trust, appear the less objectiomble /?Mio.u/ar 
as from the latest overland accounts and other local nrcumstances it does « 
not appear probable that rve shall be here called upon, for at Ica<t some 
time to come, to afford an> further force in \iew to the Portuguese garrisons 
m our neighbourhood, whilst, m prc^rtion as we establish ourselves m 
Gujarat, we shall exclude the Fren^ either in peace or war, from availing 
themselves of this, now so nearly the only part of the coast of India which 
lies open and convenient to their ambition or hostility

of remains but that general conciliatioi may dieerfully succe^

After the preparation of these papers the vakiJs of Anandrao pro- 
duced a letter just received from Baroda, tJircatcning fresh commotions 
there through the intrigues of certain of the jamadars of the Arabs 
Lfitcr to It happened that, on the receipt of this letter, the Said Edroos, who 
iamadars supposed to have considerable influence over them, was gone into 
the owntry , and as under these arcumstanecs Anandrao s vakils thought 
that a letter from me to these jamadars might prove of considerable 
utility by imprassing them with awe and at the same time removing tbar 
apprdicnsions from our mterposition in these views 1 put my name, 
after some crplanatory addition, to the draft of a signification to them, 
prepared for my signature, leaving to Raoba to deliver the ongmal or 
to withhold It as he might find useful on the spot, after which, on 
the Said Edroos returrung home at night and being applied to he also 
annexed his exhortation to them in the Arabic language. 

Duconi nt And as immediately thereafter the vakil of Muncherji received accounts 
aUajcj intimating that the apprehended discontent of these jamadaia had been 
appeased, it may be hoped that no serious bad consequences will ensue 
from this sudden cause of alarm.

Arab At this tune several of the Arab jamadars, considering that you have 
daneer proceeded to Bombay to bruig English troops and that, after settling the 
business with l^harrao it would next become an object to get nd of 
them, have therefore cxxi^ired that before the coming of the Engbsh 
they should seize oa Appajaao and fix Kanhojirao on the masnad of 
government, and thereon settle the affairs of the Raoji as they think fit,

Anandrao Coikwad assumed the gadi but 
who IS inaetue and insensible to carry on the affairs of the gos’cmmcnt 
the management of which was bestowed on his brother Kanhojirao who 
accordingly earned on the business for four months. For some time 
he adrrutti^ the advice of the Baoji Appaji and at last Kanhojirao through 
his ability took on him the entire management which act much offend 
ed and displeased Raoji on which Raoji united with the Arabs by giving 
away Co (hem in presents considcraWc sums from the public Coshakhana 
or treasury as also several villages etc m mams.

1 In the accompanying separate proceedings we have the honour kvents 
to lay before your Hon blc Committee a senes of correspondence and nego- 
tiation carried cn by our President with the Gaikwad Government at 
Baroda from May 1800 to the present date and wbuch from the turn it 

has now taken, we think it our duty to submit to your Hon ble Committees 
particular consideration 

2 Wc shall bnefly premise the present remarks by observing that Cea jxmys 
our right of interposition in behalf of the Gaikwad Government is founded 

on the 8th article of the treaty of Salbai and that our right in this respect 
is fully understood and admitted by the POooa Government, stands very 
unequivocally ascertained by the prooeedings of Sir Charles Malet at 
Poona in the year 1793 as namrted in his letters of the 13th September 
and the 3rd of December of that year <wi the occasion of the Peshwa s 
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restoring the instrument by which the late Govindrao had been led to 
submit to a dismemberment of his patrimony 
Duncans 3 The Circumstances which led our President to Surat m May 1800 
already explained to your Honble Comrrattee. and the result 
' of that visit fully detailed in the arrangements which ensued with the 
Nawab One article of the Governor General s instructions to our Presi 
dent on which the latter acted on this occasion was to come to a separate 
agreement with Govindrao for any exchange of territory or for the relm 
quishment of his interests m Surat, without regard to the issue of concur 
rent negotiations that His Lordship had at the same time directed to 
be earned on with the Peshwa for his part of the Surat chauth These 
instructions had in view our obtaining from the Gaifcwad the pargana of 
Chorasi a tract of country which surrounds Surat for the space of 12 miles 
and which it has ever b^ thought srould prove from its situation and 
products an acquisition of the greatest importance to our local interests 
in that quarter 

4 Shortly after the Governors arrival at Surat two vakils from Go- 
vindrao Gatkwad (the successor of Fatesmg) were presented to him on the 
part of their Master with letters which contained professions of sincere at 
tachraent to the Oampany s Government and some intimation of the war 
(are m which he was then engaged with ^elukar one of the Peshwa s ofB 
cers of Ahmadabad The opportunity appeared favourable for the intend 
ed negotiation with Govindrao but as the vakils had no powers to relin 
quish whac it was our object to attaia the Governor deputed a native agent 
to Baroda with instructions and powers to negotiate for the surrender to 
us of the pargana and chauth either as a voluntary grant in consideration 
to former friendship and services rendered or in exchange for equivalent 
payments and sources of reveruie in their places 

5 Govindrao however most readily agreed to give up the pargana 
and chauth without stipulating for an equivalent and only requested a 
reference might be made to Poona hr the approfcation of his Superior 
the Peshwa Of the sincerity and cordiality of Govindrao m respect to 
this cession no doubt can be entertained Aga Muhammad s reception at 
Baroda (8th June 1800] and the report of his several interviews with the 
Gaikwad fully substantiate the fact but it is at the same time natural to 
conclude that Govindrao had also in view some return of benefit from this 
testimjny of attachment and regard towards the Company of which inti 
mation is contained in Aga Muhammad s sihrc mentioned report so that 
after the latter s return one of Govindrao s vakils was again dispatched 
to the Governor at Sural and expliatly solicited assistance in troops to 
enable hi« Master to prosecute the war against Shelukar with more ^ect 
and to reduce the fort of Ahmadabad for which Govindrao asserted that 
he had the Peshwa s authority although he was ostensibly attacking the 
officer of his, or at feast of Nana Fadnavis appointment However this 
may have all that the Governor fdt him^f authonsed to promise 
on this head was to submit the question for the Governor General and 
in the meantinw to offer a party of about 100 sepoys to «erve as a body 
guard to Govindrao at Baroda if that would answer his wishes. 

6. In this stage of the negptiatioo it appeared to the Governor advisable 
not to preapitatQ the prc^iosed surrender of the chauth and pargana lest 
It might not rally embarra** the Caikwad s interests at Poona, but (which 
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he dferjed of spccul €nr»«iucncr) ob5troct the renewed negotiaUcn of 
RTcat imi»rtance lhai the GoNtmor-Cmeral had announced to us be was 
then caiiynz on with the P«hwa. aM whtdt our President had then 
reason to be!ic\t to be m a stri formal sta'e of fuecrsa/ul profricss. a 
rr'uU which rnijM the more especially be apprrfwnded from tiw* appear* 
ance of our troopis at Baroda , *-hilit as to the small nunber first offered, 
they could hardl> be with due comistencv refused, had the Cajlcwad ex 
preswxl a reliance on their cominR. after forwardins. at all risLs of the 
Peshwa s displeasure, the deeds of the proposed cession. Under these or 
curmtances it »as deemed fnf«l prudent to proceed no furtlicr m urRins 
the Gailcwad on the subject, but to let the matter taVe «5 osm course , 
and the more particularly as the sinccnly of CcMndrao’* intention was 
not to be doubted and the ce*SKn of the chauth and paripina ajeain re- 
peatedly declared to be a snlumary act. for which an equivatol was 
ntnhcr expected or desired, so that the srant seemed rasil> obtainable, 
whenever we ourselves rmsht be desirous to accept >t 

7 Here, therefore, the negotLSiion rested, on the Governors qusttinj; 

Sural m July, 1800, to return to the Presideno. where shortly after his 
ainval he received a letter from GcModrao announcing the fall of Ahma 
dabad, and that Shdukar. the author of the disturbonccs m that quarter, 
was become his pnsoner This complete termination of the war rendered 
unneassary the aid of cur troops, and partlj perhaps cn this account 
but principally we apprehend, oa acccunt of a dmncUnation at Pcona to 
approve Covindraos ension, the ncfxirtation remained suspended until the 
period of his death, which ensued in September following, 

8 Anandrao. the eldest legitimate son of the late Govintlrao suceteded h 
to the gadi or masnad of his father but being or reputed [of I weak mtcl 
Icct, another son, called Kanhojirao seized the diwanship and exercised 
the power of the State for sotik months. This administration, however 
appears to have been marked with >* 101010 : and seventy and m January, 

1801, he was in consequence surprised by the concurrent act of nearly 
all the late Gaikwads (VTiccts headed by Raoji Appaji (one of Covinds 
former mmisters), made prisoner dispossessed of the diwandiip and is 
rtill confined under a strong guard in a fort at a small distance from 
Oaroda.

^ solicitude entreated the aid of the Company s Government represented Rao 
ba s mimstry as an unjust usurpation and offered on repeated occasions 
for the restoration of Kanhoji to power the surrender of the chauth and of 
the Chorasi and Chikhli parganas * But of the parties to be supported it 
may be observed that the reigning Power is unquestionably the nghtful au 
thonty and though Anandrao be deemed incompetent to the personal exer 
ctse of the government (a circumstance rather favourable than adverse to the 
introduction of our influence) he has a son® reported to be about 11 or 12 
years of age whose right of succession seems indisputable but which might 
be materially endangered by the restoration of Kanhoji The Minister 
Raot» likewise as well inclined as can be desired to promote 

our views and permanently to Jean on us for support in his office as the 
whole course of the correspondiwice above adverted to will sufficiently 
illustrate and the Arab troops m the Gaikwad s service, who now actually 
guard the gates of Baroda may be considered as in a considerable degree 
at our devotion through the means of (fie very extensive influence of &id 
Edroos the Mussulman head of tlieir faith whose situation is particu 
larised m the accompanying statement Thus urcumstanced it is more 
over to be hoped that the mere apjicarancc of our troops will be found an 
adequate support to the ragning party which is likewise in possession of 
the resources of the country while the reinstatement of the other might 
be questioned on the prinaple of justice and would probably involve 
effusion of blood without the prospect of equal advantages to the Com 
pany since Kanhoji it will be observed when holding the reins of autho 
rit> at Baroda after Govind s death positively rejected a proposal made 
to him to contfrm fiis lather s cessiwi in favour of the ffon bfe Oampany 
and though his partisans at Surat have since offered it in his behalf there 
IS no reason to aqiocl that I^anhoji would under anj circumstances be 
impressed with that favourable disposition towards the Company s Govern

of rlanhoji Uis fona- ts s-aiwusly «tatcd at frern 10 to 40 ilvou«and 
men , the former is the more prohoUe number . but hi* averntd objett is 
the restoration of Kanhojt and of course dt-aded ermity to Raoba. So 
formidable an oppositKin to the existing authonty has of axirse matenally 
added to their former apprehensions and indu^ ‘till more pressing cn 
treaties for the Company s aid Lndtr a want of instructions from the i\t»m 
Gos-emof General at a period that admitted not of delay, our President. 
as tlic only rtvwrcc left, accordingly referred the ca*c to the joint cpmion 
of Colonels Palmer and Close the laic and present Residents at Poona 
both being minutcl> infortwxJ of the particulars of « the former Colonel 
Palmer by his preading corrc'pondcncc with the Costrnor and the bttcr 
tu Colonel Close who lud just pnssed througli Bombay and during 
his short stay here had peru<<d the whole record of this important subject 
The opinions of thc«c two Gentlemen arc accordingly submitted to your 
HonTilc Committee as bang decidedly m lasour ol acceding to the pro* 
posals of Raoba which now cnctudcd not cniy the surrender of the chauth 
and Chorasi pargana but the offer of a «ub<idy lor 4 battalions of our 
sepoys , and the Residents explicitly profess their joint rcoommcndation to 
be founded as well on the stipubticns ol Die treaty of S.albai and the 
import of the original inatructions of tin Governor General ol March 1800 
conTirmcd in lhar opinion by hia subwjucnt silence, as on the furtlier 
very matcrnl consideration of its bung as they deebre of litllc crxiscquencc 
whether our proposed intcrfcrcnct m bifialf of Anandrao and his miruslcr 
be or be not a source of displeasure to the Peshwa. 

15 Under these arcumstanecs. and as Anandrao had lately deputed Tra/a 
a vakil (Kamalud-din Khan) to Bombay to urge m 'ill more p i-?ung 
terms the necessity of Immediate aid to opjvye the insurrection of Malhar 
rao It became necessary however much wc di-smd the previous sanction 
and instniciiOTs of the Governor Cfcnrral In lake an imm^iatc active part 
in mpporl of the mtcgnly of the Caikwad Government thus threatened 
with subversion , and we have accordingly ordered a force etjual as per 
rndo^ statement to about 1.200 men to act in support of Anandraos 
forces under the command of Major Walker proposing that the whole 
should proceed either to Baroda or Cambay as may be found most ad 
visablc. in the course of a few days. It is our intention, however to pre- 
fer tn all respects the line of pacificatmg nudiatton rather than have re 
course to actual force unless the obstinacy of any of the parties, intcrestod 
in the present contest shall unavoidably lead to such an extremity The 
present detachment is therefore, more cOkubted to give weight to our pro- 
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posed mediation between the paities than to act offensively against either 
and It IS as your Hon ble Committee will perceive greatly within the 
numbers required of us by Raoba, which indeed the reduced state of our 
garrison renders us totally unable fully to supply 

16 It remains however to be <*served that on the arrival of Anand 
raos vakil at this place, one of the first acts of his mission was voluntarily 
to accede to the surrender of the diauth and Chorasi pargana These we 
have accepted under a declaration whidi the Gaikwad mirusters clearly 
understand and acquie^^ in, that they are cessions wholly unconnected 
with the aid requir^ of us and only to be considered as a confirmation 
of the late Govindraos grant 

17 The proposals, therefore of Raoba for subsidising a military forc« 
from this Presidency oonstitute a disbnct consideration and as sudi are 
subnutted with our further proceedings to His Excellency the Governor 
General as per letter of the 30th ultimo to which we beg leave to refer 
your Hon ble Corrumttee and this day we have received a further com 
munication from Colonel Close; urgmg us in strong terms to proceed in 
support of the administration of Raoba as being consistent with, what he 
declares himself fully convinced to be the wishes and views of His Excel 
lency the Most Noble the Governor Genera] who nevertheless maintains 
hitherto stlenoe on the subject the latest intimation we have received of 
his Lordships sentiments being under date the 26th of October 1600 
wherein our President was advised that it was by no means His Lordship s 
intentions to wave the Company s right to interpose for the preservation 
of the int^ty of the Gaikwad RrnopaJity and that in the meanwhile 
the leading members of it might be permitlrf to hope for His Lordships 
protection to the extent compatible with the treaty of Salbai and under 
such condition as might be necessaiy to gsve effect to His Lordships inten 
tions. 

18 Our President, at the same time being advised that he might 
expect to receive very full and very early instructions on this subject 
has ever since continued, m the daily expectation of receiving them to 
keep up such degree of an mterposilion among the contending parties as 
might leave an opening for the operation of His ExcdJencys orders, when 
ever they should arrive. Under this impression for the public advantage, 
he has thus been led on from step to step till the rebellion of Malharrao 
necessitated his having recourse to what must be deemed the next best 
advice to His Lordships in the person of IIis Exccllcncys representatives 
at the Court of Poona 

19 Wc shall therefore only add that in the measures pursued 
throughout the oxirse of this necotiation wc trust it will appear that mc 
have been purely actuated by a desire of promoting what appeared to us 
to be His Excdlency the Govcmor-Cencral s views in respect to Sural and 
alv toH-ards the Gaikwad s State; and as the scene has latterly expanded 
of ensuring to the Honble Company the political and commercial adnm 
tages which must obvioudy result from our obtain ng a predominant in 
fluence m Gujarat So favourable a ctwnbimtion of arcumstances will 
perhaps not again recur We air sdiatcd b> bc<h parties, and both wifl 
probably fed the U-nefits of our interposition By the treaty of Salbai 
and our former connections with the Gaikwad State we arc moiwer 
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bfxind to guard the possesxjra and authority of the bwful successors of 
Fatesmg, The object of that guarantee ts now specifically demanded of 
us and to withhold our a**i<tana under existing arcunstance seem to 
the full as liable to objection as to proceed under a defretn-e sanction. 
Lndca^'ouriftj, therefore as we haw done to act for the be't we has-e 
only to express our anxious hope tliat >cur llonTile Court and llis Exed 
lency the Costmor Genera! will ultunatHy approsT as nell of the justice 
as ^ the policy of our malting the Gailcwads prewnt offers the channel 
of extending our possessions and inruenoe into a country we are m fact 
bound to defend and which is al>o mnnetted hi the most intimate ties snth 
the trade and prtypent) of this place besides which, we hasr some rmson 
to bdieve that >*our llontle Court will be satisfied with any adnsaWc 
exertion, such as we hope the present may be deemed that shall haw 
for Its object not only the obtaining of a niiiable arcumjacent tmi 
tory for jour aiy of Sunt srwl freeing it at the sair/r time from the 
burthen of the chaulh but shall likewise further lend to «tabli«h in 
>-our behalf a degree of infucr^ tn almost the only part of the coast 
of India that ww lies open to the tntngues or invasion of nur enemies 
the French or hmafter of your other European riwli. 

PS Since dosing this address a letter has been rrceivfd from Raoba StnJu* 
again urging m earnest tenrs the immediate dispattli of our troops to the 
aisistance of the Gaikwad and adding that Sindia has offered his aid to 
ictlle the alTain of that CovTfnmcrt an interposition which, we have reason 
to think would prose so little acceptaWe to his Excellency the Cosemor 
Oencral that he may thence m all probability be additionaDy induced to 
sanction the measures we have thus adopted nor can wc suppose that fits 
Lordiiip would ever admit of Scindia s mterference in the present instance.

made known to me. I requested Ilis Highness the Nawab to interfere for 
the restitution of the buffaloes and to warn the deputy chauthia of the 
bad coa'cquences that would attend his assuming in future such sutliority 
but from (he answer I have received I find 1 am not to expert the least 
assistance from His Jlirhotssw

The Raja Covindrao died after midnight early in the morning 
Mangal Parckh who had been much in trust with the deceased, and Samal 
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have obtained a foregn gwarantee but I will write to Mr Seton on the 
subject of the copy of the deed of guarantee he has transnutted In 
short he would not give a dear answer further than that he would con 
sider and reply At that period the by standers pointed out to him how 
those connected with the Englidi sought to raise their diaracter and con 
sequoice at the etpense even of their own government He thus became 
more than even indisposed to roe and I was debarred from visiting him 
and he meditated to get some voudier of mine m his hands whereby to 
ruin me In this view he used to open and peruse all the letters from 
Surat and Poona and the people insmuated to him that Raoji and I 
had concerted together and wntten letters to Bombay and were providing 
for ourselves and accordm^y the manner m which he has treated Raoji 
will appear on inspection o( the rerrarks on the letter from Malharrao > 

Ar ests At length the oppression greatly increased and he went one night 
uideiy to the house of the widow of the Jale Mahaja;a and seired on all her 
^ '*■' wearing apparel the jewels and plate and whatever she had as well as upon 
all the ready money and lewds of the late Raja confining the princess 
at the same time as also Raja Anandrao as is particularised m the remarks 
on the l^ter of Malharrao 

A gr) Upon this eictraordinary violence having taken place the jamadais. 
j(t aiart etc. joiTung together came and said Of all this person promised us, 
VIZ that Anandrao should be seated on the masnad and that Raoji should 
be the Mmister and he (Kanhoji) the Naib no iota had taken place 
but the very contrary which had entailed on them the shame and (Aloquy 
of appearing to have confined their Master contrary to the tenor of their 
oaths to the Bai wherefore th^ thought it incumbent on them to vindi 
cate their reputation I answered by a^ng them why they had not given 
me timely advice ’ They replied that they were not then present m person 
but only some of their brethren and chouses.

arrestci Kaiihojirao and to release Anandrao and place him on the masnad assign 
ing the ministry to Raoji and to his brother There was one principal jama 
dar and adherent of Kanhojirao and who had under him a body of a 
thousand men respecting whom the other jamadars being sensible if they 
were compdled to hostility the town would be sacked it was therefore 
agreed to buy off his people which Raoji agreed to and thus everything was 
arranged with the iivice and pnvity also of Mangal Parekh On the 
12th of Ramzan 1215 or 27th January at night.^ Kanhojis house was 
surrtunded. and after some hostility he was seized the same night and

MaJharrao wntea that on the dcalli of Govuwlrao Anandrao his eldest 
son. succeeded him on the masnad but he ts senseless and altogether with 
out capacity for the goverrunent wherefore he committed all the duties 
of the administration to Ivanhojirao ho brother who considered Anand 
rao as his Lord and Master earned on the public business crcditabl) 
during a penod of four months, and would so has-e continued 

Ansuer Let it b(?ascertained whether Kanhojirao obtruded himself m 
to the administration through the collusue sufferance of 2 Arab jatnadars 
or that Anandrao sent for him , and whether he came into the town private 
ly or publicly , and if he had really looked up to Anandrao as his Lord and 
J.last«r why should he base thrown the latter's servants and officers into

Removing at the same tune Anandrao himself from his fathers palace 
into the house of Manajt where he was detained under the strictest watch 
so as to prevent any one having access to him he also after shutting 
the gates of the town proceeded to Che palace and look thence whatever 
there was in jewels, money effects, eta and making some pretence to 
send for the widow of Govmdrao he placed her alone in another fort, 
which IS within the town confining likewise within the walls of the same 
place the widow of Fatesmgrao and of Manaji and the daughter of 
Fatesmgrao whose name is Gajrabai He at the same time sent 
the sister of Anandrao to the fort of Beara thus confining all the family 
and sequestering the assignments allotted for their subsistence and stnp 
ping the ladies of their ornaments and jewds to the last article in their 
possession He also affixed without ceremony the Governments signature 
of authority to all papers that he chose. Anandrao being thus reduced to 
the greatest straits of necessity withdrew one night by stealth from his 
abode, and came to the house of Amin jamadar to set forth the diffi 
culties he was suffering under It had previously been rumoured that the 
jamadar m question was m understanding with Anandrao and accordingly 
several of the other Arab jamadars sent the same night to the house of 
Amin to ascertain this point when it so happened that at that very 
moment Anandrao amved m his house wherropon the jamadars taking 
hold of him carried him back to his abode and shutting up all avenues 
to his presence, they placed him under the strictest confinement, carry 
ing their resentment so far agamst Anm that they expelled him [from] 
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the town If Kanhoji really considered Anandrao as his Lord and Master 
could these things have been done^ 

Trtatmtni 2nd Malharrao wntes that during a few days or for some time 

e/Roau i^anhoji cxmsulted with Raojt Appaji but at length thought it best to be 
guided by his own counsels whi^ also is altogether untrue for Raoji 
Appaji was r»t consulted in a single instance, but on the contrary all 
his people were set aside even down to his menial servants and every 
one was prohibited from resorting to him. He also appointed people to 
watch and bnng him word who they were that went to Raoji 
False 3rd Malharrao writes that Raoji has purloined lakhs of Rupees 

charges quantities of jewels which he has distributed amongst his people 
and himsdf embezzled Wherefore let it coi]sidered how a person 
like Raoji forlorn and in destitute circumstances could possess himself 
of either the treasury or the jewel offire. The judgement and good counsel 
of Kanhoji may ato be estimated by his tfunfcing fit to impnson and 
bring away Mundierji s family although his safety had been guaranteed 
by the Hon ble Company and notwithstanding the repeated letters from 
the Lieutenant Governor of the Castle, he only answered that they were 
his subjects and accountable and desuing to see the deed of guarantee 
that he might reply to it and when the copy thereof was forwarded he 
remained silent and would give no answer 

4th Malharrao wntes that Raoji Appaji having confined Anand 
rao has become himself the master of the raj and does whatever he 
pleases as to which I assert that it is a thing notonous that without the 
authonty sanction and signature of Anandrao no matter or business is 
transacted in so much that even the keys of the gates of the city and 
of the jamadarkhana etc. remain all with Anandrao without whose order 
even the gates of the town are not r^xned and if his orders extend 
to such things how can he be supposed regardless of others ^ 

5th Malharrao wntes that Raoji has on various pretences got nd 
of the old commanders and of the nsalahs long established m the service 
of Govindrao and has substituted new commanders and new corjxs more 
agreeable to his views all which is mere imputation and calumny smee 
on the cCTitraiy Kanhojiiao confined Kishen Rao an old commander 
whereas Raoji Appaji by expoiding ten lakhs of Rupees paid up the 
arrears of all those who had 3 years pay due to them and satined eveiy 
body as is known to everyone in that country 

6tb Malharrao wntes that the other children of Govindrao being 
reduced to distress for a livelihood have repaired to him, and that Raoji 
has at their expense and the desolation of their dependants made himself 
master of the raj Let it be then inquired what or whose depen 
dants Raoji has rfesofated for m trutA fie ftas on tfie contrary refeased 
all persons of this descnption that had been confined by Kanhoji and 
restored to them their means ol support Consider therefore to which 
side the imputation of mtemperate procedure will justly attach and even 
with respect to Mukundrao and his fleeing from BanxJa let it be investi 
gated what ill usage he experienced to give occasKxi on his part to such a 
step which he did on pretence of proceeding to the temple of Dakor to 
pray whereby he went off with jewels and valuables to a considerable 
amount notwithstanding which 1 addnssed a letter to Mukundrao. re- 
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monstratmg with him as to the imprppnety of his conduct, but promising 
him on his return to continue unimpaired to him the full amount, as the 
same had also hitherto remained untouchcdL of whatever had been assigned 
for his support This, however, he would not listen to, but sent a quite 
contrary answer, and began to excite still greater disturbances , wherefore 
troops were sent to puntih him, whidi thqr did, and he thereon fled into 
the Kadi temtory, where he remains under the protection of Malhairao 

7th Malharrao wntes that "he has been reduced to the necessity 
of raismg forty thn»i«>and men, and that be has circulated orders to vanous 
places, and, if it pleases God they will soon arrive What construction is 
to be plac^ on these lies ’ If he has really 40,000 men with him, and 
that others be also coming, what occasion has Ire to desire from you only 
4 battalions ’ The truth is that by this mode of writing he only exposes 
his own vain self-conceit and disposition to exaggerate 

8th He (Malharrao) wntes that “when he took the fort of Vis 
nagar, he proclaimed Samsher Bahadur (Anandrao) as the sovereign thereof, 
as he will, he adds, m the case of all his other successes and reductions 
of places" Hence it would seem that he is labouring for the arrange 
ment of the affairs of Anandrao. but, if so why has he seized on the 
shroffs at Visnagat and sent them oR pnsonets to Kadi ’ And why does 
he plunder the country ’ Circumstances that suffiaently manifest the falsity 
of his pretensions 

9th. He wntes that "his (Malharraos) object is merely to release 
Kanhoji from the hands of his oppressors and to deliver him up to Anand 
rao But it is here proper to consider that the impnsonment of Kanhoji 
was not the sole act of Raoji which alone he was oi course, quite unequal 
to , but the thing toc^c place through the good pleasure of Anandrao and 
m concurrence with the advice and consent of all the head men and 
jamadais who were dnven to this step from observing the faithless 
character of Kanhoji and the necessity they were thence under of provi 
ding for thar own reputations , and |IJ must have a very treacherous me- 
mory if there be not at Baioda letters of congratulation from Malharrao on 
the occasion of the success of the very measures he now thus affects to 
lament and reprobate, as shall be proved to you by my sending for the 
same, and exhibiting them to you * As a proof also of Raoji s moderation 
I shall here add that, when Kanhoji was confined the great enemy of 
Malharrao, by name Bhaput Sing Koli was then at Baroda whither he 
had been sent for by Kaimojireo to be employed against that very Jagir 
dar of Kadi And as this Koli happened to be taken also into custody 
at the same time with Kanhoji, R^ji thought it best to enlarge him on 
his giving security for his good bdiaviour, lest he should from future 
resentment proceed to attadc Malharrao’s country Let it thence be esti 
mated what kmd of good understanding subsided between Kanhoji and 
Malharrao and whether the latter be not unre indebted to Raoji than 
to the former, m return for whidi he now vapours about bringing that 
ungrateful person (meaning Raoji Appaji) to punishment

fatal end should befall the person of Kanhoji explaining that his appre 
hensjons anse from the alJc^ tyrannical character of Raoji Appa;i as 
if he could be supposed capable of affecting the said Kanhoji s life I 
have replied that there is not the smallest ground or colour for such 
surmises m so mudi that Kanhoji is not even at any inconvenience as 
to the food he lives on and far less is tiiere any desi^i to strike at his 
life in both which reflects I have desired the Governor to set his mind 
at rest I leave it therefore to you to intimate this much to Raoji m 
such an advisable way as he may not be hurt or alarmed

at the same time to the jamadars that, Kamal ud dm having proceeded 
to Bombay to get assistance from the Governor the latter had written 
thereon to the Maharaja and also to Raoji but that, as I (Kamal ud-dm) 
had likewise set forth that there were four principal officers there who 
should likewise require to have a separate assurance therefore this mudi 
had been written to them

Yesterday, being Saturday the 29th, on my waiting on the Governor, 
a conference took place when, after making the kindest inquiries after 
your health he said that he was fully convinced, by the letter of Colonel 
Close as well as through my vertial representation, of your sincere r^ard 
and attachment, and that, if it pleased God your (the Nawabs) 
request being speedily and desirably settled I should shortly have 
leave to depart, and that sudi an arrangement would take place as should 
be gratifying to Your Excellency and adjust your comf^aints 

The Governor further signified that, as at this period civil dissen 
sions and internal warfare had broken out m the Gaikwad's family, and 
as the father and ancestors of Raja Anandrao, the present Gaikwad, had 
from former times evinad their attachment to the Honiile Company, it 
had therefore been determined m compliance with his application to the 
Engli^ Government for support, to endeavour to settle their family dif 
ferences so as to provide thereby for the maintenance of the Gaikwad 
Government, including the liberation of Kanhoji and the reasonable satis- 
faction of Gajrabai and that Malharrao also may proceed m a reason 
aUe course of conduct without deviating into excess For these purposes 
It IS intended to afford assistance , and accordingly 2 or 3 corps are about 
to proceed to that quarter to inspire awe

view with him He replied that he would pay me a visit without dday . 
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but. althou^ I have since rexxated the iressaKc, he has postponed the infer 
view till to-morrow or neat day, meaimhile this Diibar eliows much 
solicitude from the result of jour negotiation The Gaiknad vak.il has 
been mterroKated by the Peshwa on the subicct of hi» late meeting with 
me, and warned of the serious conswiucnccs that must result to Raoba 
from his having presumed to conefude a separate arrangement with the 
British Govemmait without even the knowledge of his Stale After having 
thus marufested his displeasure to the vakil the Peshwa caused a dispatch 
to be sent ofT to Raoba conceived in terms of strong displeasure and cal 
culatcd to indua* him to desist from further intercourse with jour Govern 
ment and if possible annul the points which have been already negotiated 
In order to strengthen the effects of this repnmand the Peshwa intends 
to send immediately for Fatesing the second legitimate son of late Ra;a

4lh Query Troops can no doubt be conveyed in less time to Cam 
bay by sea than marching them hy land and Baroda bemg from thence 
scarcely forty miles the march if necessary, may be accomplished in two 
days.

Appaji a principal ofTiccr of the late Gaikwad secured in January ISOl 
since whi^ he has been confined in a fort not far from Baroda and 
the executive government has m consequence chiefly devolved upon Raoji 
o^erwisc called Raoba or Rawba who as the minister to Anandrao and 
ostensibly at least actmg by that Pnnee s orders, has ever since remained in 
charge of the administration 

From causes however on which our matenals here do not enable 
us to tom a decisive judgment liaoji Appaji has been unaWe to preserve 
unarumity m the Gaikwad s family in so much that as early as Apn! 
last Cajrabai one of the females of it, sought shelter m Surat, where 
she and certain of her adherents have, from political motives, smee 
experienced a degree of protection whilst with a view to incline the British 
Gwemment to her side of the question which is that of Kanhoji 
she and Ganesh Vinayak representing himself to be the latter's minister 
have offered us for our support not only the effective cession of the stipu 
iated relinquishment by the late Govmdrao but also the pargana of Chikhli

A desire to counteract these attempts against his authority concur 
ring with the general goodwill of Raja Anandrao s Government towards 
the British interest (which we have reason to believe to be more sincere 
than ever was Kanhoji s) havii^ induced Raoba and his Master to com 
mence a correspondence with our President on these several subjects th s 
mtercourse has at length led to their deputing hither Mir Kumaf ud-dm 
Khan Gopalrao and Rustomji as their valols, from the two former of

which )ou will not probably ha\x mudi diffmiity in ascertaming il neccs 
sary on the spot, as there must be wnitcn agn-onents between the parlies, 
of which some mention being found in a former treaty between Raghu 
nathrao and Fatesmg and Sayajirao as recorded m the former consulta 
lions of this Presidency a copy Uiercof is herewitli furnished The 4th 
article, bang the only one which relates to Khandcrao the father of 
Malharrao shows that the separation of that branch of the family must

as another merchant or shroff called Samal Bechardas is for the other 
to whom a letter is also enclosed which latter party are represented to be 
as averse to our troops appearing at Barcxla or to the intr^uction of our 
influence as the former are well inclined to botli But as Samal Bechardas 
IS m some sort a depaidant on us through his connection with the factory

P S After do&ing your preceding in«tnicticms letters are come in hanitojts 
from Malharrao ol which 1 enclose the summaries m English , and 
since the stress of this Chieftain s argument lie. m the relea<ie at all events 
of Kanhoji it would ce'tamly be very desirable on this and ether accounts 
that he were transferred to my custody, to be safely retained till a fnal 
adjustment, either in the Castle of Surat or Fort of Bombay , but there 
will I foresee, be great difTicully m obtaimng Raoba s and still more the 
Arab jamadars consent to this measure and therefore I merely «ugge«t 
It to your consideration that you may keep m viev/ cautiously to sound 
the disposition of the people at Baroda on this important nibject without 
at the same time too much alarming them the more especially as the 
Arabs might thence perhaps be led to the extremity of violence towards 
Kanhoji rather than be obliged to let him out of their hands alive. Yet

In consequence of the earnest entreaty of Raoba in his letters received 7 Vmc« 
previous to my leaving Bombay I wrote to Mr Holford with a view of 
inducing Malharrao to suspend the prosecution of hostilities and have done 
so m still stronger terms smce my arrival here and as all this ongmated 
in Raoba s own mtercession, I have a nght to expect that, in as far as 
such recommendation on my part ^lall be observed by Malharrao a due 
reaproaty shall not be wanting on the part of Raoji and his army under 
Babaji as I have accordmgly mstnicted Muncherji Desai to wnte for 
Raoba s information which has accordingly taken place on the 20th mstant 
in consequence of hearing from Mr Holford after my amval at Surat that 
Malharrao was disposed to attend in a certain degree to the suggestions 
I had thus intimat^ to him 

It IS therefore quite proper that a cessatum of arms takes place between 
the parties or at least that Anandraos troops should commit no further 
aggressions provided Malharraos remain ot their part quiet so as to give 
time for an amicable arrangement on this subject 

I enclose a memorandum, and desire you to proceed on your arrival Memoran- 
zt Bsoodz to aasTtain wftetAer suitable mstructicns have been sent to Babaji 
in pursuance of Muncherji s letter of which a translated copy accompanies 
your genera! instructions and jf not it will be necessary to cause that point 
to be pressed upon Rai^ which is also the more necessary in consequence 
of the letter that Gajtabai and Ganeshpant have dispatched on the 21st 
instant to Malharrao of which having yesterday procured a copy its trans- 
lation IS herewith forwarded from the perusal of which you will observe 
that although some po nts m it sudi as the strength of our equipment or 
the reliance I place in Mr Holford s endeavours, be ether designedly or 
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mistakenly inaccurate yet the general purport of the representation is evi 
dently such as is suitable to our dsject 

Porker I iiave shown you a letter fnan Mr Parker who appears to be in 
Malharraos service This man may I think be made a proper use of 
since it IS so evidently his interest to keep well with us and to bring every 
thing to an amicable conduiion You have my authority for entering with 
him into a correspondence for this purpose. 

MemoTondum referred to tn Major Walkers inslructiorrs of the Z^Td 
January 1802 

Trice In view to the wntten applications which Raoji Appaji addressed to 
me whilst I was at Bombay that I should write to Malharrao to cease from 
the disturbances he had created I did acoordmgly wnte a reprehensory letter 
to Malharrao from the Presidency having also preceded it by desiring the 
Resident at Cambay to endeavour to use any influence he might possess to 
the same effect and from this latter Gentleman I received on my arrival 
at Surat a letter intimating that Malharrao had agreed to remain on the 
defensive without seeking farther to penetrate into the Gaikwad country 
until he should receive an answer to a letter he had written to me to 
obtain assistance from us but as he would m the meanwhile have received 
my reprehensory letter wntten before I received his it was reasonable to 
conclude that he would consider its purport as containing a sufficient answer 
to his letter since the contents could be no otherwise construed than as 
entirely contrary to the c^iect of his apphcatiai and that he had thus 
understood it appears from his 2nd letter wntten under date the 9th of 
January wherem there is no mention or hope expressed of our assistance 
but only a repetition of his former charges and complaints, under which 
circumstances there could be no dependence that he would not consider hi 
intimation to Mr Holford as being no Ico^r of the least force But still 
there is not any certainty that he has really made any farther advances 
Perhaps that feeling discouraged from my letter he remains only sohatous 
to attend to his own defence. However this may be I thought it proper 
to direct Muncherji Desai through his vakil to write to Raoji Appaji on 
the 20th of January that neither should Babaji advance on Malharrao but 
to remain well on his guard only actmg in his own defence in case of 
attack wherefore, as this overture to a cessation of arms has taken place 
merely at the request of Raoji Appaji and that the part I have borne 
therein has been altogether in pursuance of his application it is proper and 
requi«ite that no deviation does now take place th^from so that in the 
event of the instruction thus reajmmended to be sent to Babaji not having 
been issued by the penod of Major Walkers arrival at Bar^a he is to 
speak to Raoji and to procure a positive injunction to be forwarded to 
Babaji not to go to attack Malharrao to the end that no further hostilities 
between the 2 armies may take place before the junction of the English 
ISC’ Surat Castle 25tk January 1802 (1802 T 311) 

Additional instructions to Major Walker 

Truce I transmit for your informaboo the copy of a letter I wrote yesterday 
to the Resident at Cambay on the subject of the so much desired cessation 
of hostilities, which I am very anxious to promote and ensure wi'h as little 
delay as possible I must therefore call your attention to this important 
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poult, as referred to also in the instructions you took with you to the end 
that the most efltttual orders may be cheerfully issued on this subject by 
Raoba, if they have not been so, before your arrival at Baroda You 
will let Mr Holford know what passes on this head during your confercncct. 
at the Court of Anandrao to the end that he may also on his part see that 
Malharrao acts m confomuty thereto 

I likewise forward tran«bte of 2 letters I received yesterday from An- 
andrao and his Diwan Raoba, together With a memorandum which may be 
useful for you to proceed upon the grounds of, as far and as speedily as 
local circumstances may be found to admit Y<w will, therefore, consider 
how far it may be susceptible of being immediately acted on , as to which 
much will, in respect to the 2nd article depend on the goodwill of the 
jamadars of the Arab force at Baroda, who have, 1 understand, Kanhoji 
in their custody ; and whether or not they would on any terms consent to 
part with him is, I civm to myself, doubtful , but you may cautiously 
endeavour to form an opinion on that subject, and thereon either proceed 
with, or desist from, this point of the n^otiation m the degree that you 
may deem advisable 

By the tenor of Raoba's letter, you will observe how highly he rates 
the influence of HaTirji with the Arab jamadais, and although I suspect 
that the party thus praised has hunsdf been the author of the panegync, 
with a view to prepare me to admit what has be^ represented as the anti 
dated grant in his favour of some free land m the Chorasi pargana, yet you 
may without betraymg any suspicion of this nature make use of the agency 
of Hafiaji or of that of any other person to assist your own arguments with 
these jamadars to induce in them as full a confidence as possible m our 
ecjuity and a tehance on our support m all points of justice, provided their 
conduct towards us shall be suitable. In this view the principal officers 
may be told that, as our objects comprehend a fair and honourable settle 
ment of the affairs of the Gaikwad State, of which they are the servants, it 
must give them pleasure, instead of umbrage, to perceive and even (as 
we expect) to assist our progress m that Ime since they may rest well 
assured that nothing but the j^ermanent good of all can result from our 
proceedings, without prejudice to them as the officers and soldiers of that 
State of which with their own concurrence we have been so earnestly soli 
cited to come to the support In this way and by communicating with the 
jamadars on a fnendly and candid footing their fears may, I trust, be 
dissipated and some degree of attachment on their part be gradually en 
couraged towards us , but, as so much must depend on local circumstances 
I wish you to be guided in this delicate part of your commission by the 
measures you may yourself deem the most expedient

as m my power the Diwan of Anandrao was directed by a letter from this 
of the 30th instant to ^]oin Babaji not to advance upon Malharrao but 
to act only on the defensive after the receipt of which I am hopeful an 
effectual cessation of hostility will take place. At the same time that to 
enable you to act the more impressively in this respect, I now forward a 
positive order to Babaji under the signature of Ka ma! ud dm Khan and 
written in the handwntmg of Gopalrao the two accredited valals of Anand 
rao at) this place positively requiring him to cease from all aggression on 
Malharrao on the receipt of it which after causmg to be shown to Malhar 
rao and obtaimng his unequivocal assent to submit the whole dispute to 
my umpirage you will transmit with all dispatch to Babaji when no doubt 
he will stncUy comply with its caitents whether or not he shall have re- 
ceived the direct orders from Baroda 

Major Walker has just left this for Baroda with the vakils m question 
foBaroaa whence he will proceed to Cambay where our troops will amve by the 
date I have mentioned but I they will have occasion to proce^ no 
further respectmg which much will d^send on your zeal discernment and 
energy on which I place full rdiance 
A Letters from Malharrao received on the 22nd January 

On the evemng of this day there arrived three letters from Malharrao 
one to the Governor one to Mr Crow and the 3rd to Said Edroos. 

Letter to The Governor's bears date the 16tb of January and is begun and ended 

Cavemor jn a Style of respectful deference exceeding his two precedmg ones already 
recorded after referrmg to which and to the Governor's to him (which he 
has he says already answered and now repeats the answer to) he therein 
proceeds to enumerate verbaUtn all the charges against Raoba whidi he had 
already ^leafied noticing in respect to the tatter's alleged largesses to his 
adherents that it is a common saying that what is easily acquired is easily 
spent which is indeed the <mly new remark contained within the limits of 
his preceding narrations The latter part of his present letter is, however 
entirely new and the translation of it is as follows

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that our eyes may remain enlightened Tdnlst those of our ill wishers be 
Winded. Never has nor wiU it ever happen that such opprcssico. as this 
man has committed should be espencnccd as has ne%ertheless occurred 
through this wretch s mimical designs against the Gaikw'ad family I am 
hopeful that you Sir will be pleased to mamfest m this instance a real 
goodness of heart sudi as has always distinguished you and castmg a

these four days past eiqiecting the arrival of the Colond and Aga Muham 
mad Since Hafiz]! arrived her^ a letter from myself and one from the 
sarkar have been dispatdied to you, which I hope have arrived safe. 
Kamal ud dm not havmg yet been dispatched bade to us by you, has 
occasioned some surprise amwigst people here, but I ha%e nevertheless 
the firmest reliance on your word and promise, Sbnmant and myself 
consider ourselves as under the care and protection of the Hon’ble Com 
pany , the injury, which in a right cause I have suffered of late, is now 
submitted for your consideration and made your own. Respecting the 
Kadiwala’s army, some that are about you. attached to his cause, perhaps 
inform you witmgfully , on which acaaint you entertain doubts and 
suspicion They have assembled in number about ten or twelve thousand, 
and taken the fort of Vi«nagar, which our troops have now mvested on 
all sides but nothing further has been done. On the 18th of January, our 
barkandaz Babaji and they came to action, after which the enemy retreated 
one kos , and it being near night, they then encamped The action lasted 
from raonung till twelve at noon They were comp'etcly beaten by our troops 
and through your battalions’ assistance' they were put to rout and made 
off To my Master’s throne I am not ungrateful Kimhojirao from his 

Kanhoji bad behaviour towards the late Shrunant Govindrao was seven or eight 
years since put into imprisonment by him and banished from his sight ; 
but twice or thnee he effected his escape, and upon being taken nas re- 
placed in the same state of unpnsonment , after which, upon passing his 
word for behaving better, he was liberated Whereupon Itonhoji seized 
Slirimant Dadasaheb Senakhaskhel aI=o the late Shrimant s family, etc.

Arrival In conformity to your instructions 1 left Surat on the 24th and 
at Bamla arrived at Baroda j'esterday |29/A January] without any material occur 
rence happening 

About six kos from bis place wc were met by a deputation from the 
Mimster Raoji consisting of Staram Bapu his nephew and idopted son 
and a cousin of Kamal'Ud-din Khan. 

About a kos from Baroda wc found the Minister Raoji Afiiaji 
all the avil and military oflkers of Government waiting for us. 

The Diwan had spread carpets m the open field for the interview 

In this situation I was introduced to Raoji and separately to every 
person of any consequence present The Arab jamadars attended and the 
whole company displayed towards us the greatest appearance of cord alit> 

The profess ons on Raoba s part were as the occasion required few and 
general but they implied the closest connection between the Companj and 
the Gailcwad State and that they looked in their distress to the English 
power for protecuon. 
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After this ceremony we proceeded to B^oda and were ccwiducted to 
a suite of tents which had been prepared for us but whicli we only ac 
cepted until our own should come up On entering the tents we were re- 
ceived with rested arms by a body of troops and saluted by an irregular 
number of guns from some field pieces on the spot 

It will appear from this rclaticxi that my reception at Baroda has 
been attended with ever^ mark of attention and respect that could be re- 
quired of the Gaikwrad Government 

It will alao be satisfactory no doubt to you Hon ble Sir to be inform 
cd that Smdia s ofiicers at Broach received the mission on passing through 
that temtory with suitable distinction 

The enclosure No 1 contains a list of presents given and received on 
this occasion. 1 request to be favoured with >'Our orders m respect to the 
disposal of these or an> other presents that may be offered to me m the 
course of this service 

Raoji Appaji agreeably to an intimation on the preceding night, made 
me a visit of ceremony this morning f30/A Jamiary] A minute of the 
heads of conversation that passed on the occasion will be found in the en 
closure number 2 

It was agreed that I should in the oourse of the afternoon pay a visit 
to the Raia. Anandrao and Raoji went to acquaint the Pnnee with this 
intention. My design however was prevented as Anandrao declared that 
be thought It incumbent on him to make me the first visit 

I did not think it necessary to overrule this sentiment but in return 
for the courtesy of the Gaikwad Pnnee I met him on the road where 
descending from hia elephant after a mutual enbrace the procession pro- 
ceeded to the tents 

Anandrao was attoided by all the officers of his Court and a small 
escort of horse and foot On entenng the tents a discharge of artillery

mad attended me. Raoba expressed much joy at seeing us and promised 
himsdf the future pleasure of paying his reflects to the Hon ble the Gov 
emor whenever circumstances wo^d permit of it agreeable to his promise 
He at the same tune declared the fullest confidence of his Master and 
"himsell m the support ol the Compan/s Government, and that they relied

At the beginning of this interview the Gosemors letter «as dcln'crcd 
to Raoba together with those for Mangal Parekh and Samaldas Bechar 
das and the Said to the Arab ehieftams The Minister respectfully «uk 
gested that it wojld not be proper to honour him with the Governors 
present until the Raja had receive his. 

It was agreed to have an interview with Anandrao Gaikwad in the 
afternoon in conjunction with Rac^ 

Dispatched the Diwan and his attendants with the compliment of 
rosewater betel etc. 

Received by a mes«engcr congratubtions on our arrival from Anand 
rao s wife. 

Saturday 30 Raoji having proceeded to apprise Anandrao of Major 
Walker’s intention to visit him the Raja protested that it was his business 
to pay this first mark of attention Kama] ud dm Khan accordingly arrived 
with a message to this effect and that Uic Raja was already on the way 
which was not ctactly the asc as it was 4 o clock before he set out 
from his palace. 

No 3 A/«firtg utlh Anottdtao on the 20th January 

Major Walker went with his retinue to receive the Raja at a lilllv 
distance and having discharged mutual avilities the procession amvtd 
at the tents 

Jnicnw After the ceremonies of a public interview were over the Gaik-wad 
vith at the Major s request retired into a private apartment w ith such of In* 
At atutfao ggnjars and chiefs as he eho»c to nceompany him 

It was here thit the ostensible e^jcct of the mission was csrtuted 
and the Governors compliimmls of condolence offered on the death of the 
late Caikwad Govindrao The Raja heard what na* said on this subject 
with indifference or mther without paying the least attention to it 

Wien the presents were bid before him, he received them with the 
same ncRiigcnec and it was soon evident t lal Uie state of his mind was 
inapablc of the cIo<c application of any kind Anandmo appears abewt 
20 or 40 years of age. of a robust iwnon and a body that has txv visible 
signs of feebleness but an unmenmng countemnee ami henvy eye’ betray 
at once perhaps a n-stural imbeality tnd the ruinous effects of irtoimting 
drugs, to which he is wid to be addicted Probably both these ciuws 
operate to d Tire's the mind of this I*rince but I is I’vaj icify for bui-ncss 
IS here Imputed more to the pernicious habit of smokirg bang than lo 
constitutional weakness Notwithstanding these matVs t| tTcntnl defuliy 
Anandno appeared in pchsessjon cf his rrecdlfctinn he n-nmcif sesTraJ of 
hts officers and was not without a g-rvcril ktvrmlidgr of the n'Tairs of hH 
State If "Vt any time lie appeared emh3rris«<d Itvfjba nnd Ivanwl ud 
dm were alwiys rndy to assivt f im Tiie orruirvents for his person were 
tlic only part of the ptr-M-rts that mgag'tl -ny part of hit atimtma lie 
rrtwntcdly adjusfetl tlie sarpedi to liis turban and rrmtnctl the dj«hird 
from his sm*r tn f « angarkfa Art M..himrui<J s wa'di a'rractrd ih 
mtice and he examined It duld-dil) 
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Towards the conclusion ol the interview he appeared for a moment 
to recover himself and observed that he had many enemies, who spread 
false reports of his situation and the state of his mind . but that he 
hoped by Major Walker s means the Governor would be undeceived and 
that he would wnte him the truth In this request Raoji and Kamal ud 
dm repeatedly joined observing it was now easy to see how much Uie 
Raja had bera injured by report 

Anandrao next adverted to the hostility of Malharrao and expressed 
his expectation that the Major would hasten to ixinish his enemies He 
mentioned several times their expulsion from Kadi as an object which he 
eamesUy deired this desire was reedioed by the attendants 

The Raja was assured that the Company s Government had the ad 
v-antage of the Gaikwads State always in view and that the justice of 
his cause and the English forces would effectually protect him against his 
enemies 

During this interview the Raja Anandrao conducted himself with 
humility frequently declaring his dependence on the English Govern 
ment and his respert and attachment to the Company founded on the in 
timate connection formed by his ancestors 

After the customary offering of rose water and betel the Gaifcwad 
Anandrao look his leave and retumed to his habitation

Among the first who came to wat on me was 'kimal Parekh. a man 
of great moncjTd influence and vakil to the nwst numerous parly of the Aro-tA 
Anbs. This party as is notiod in ny m^truettons. were

a\erse to our troops, appeanr^ at Baroda and indicated on that occasion 
^ as they have done on others a degree of insubordination to the Govern 
raent itself 

Samal Parekh is in all affairs their ostensible adviser, and it is be!ie\ed 
that they regulate their conduct entiidy by his advice. 

It will appear from this account that this man s services may even 
tually be of considerable use , and I should imagine from his professiOT 
and character that he vnll be guided in this respect «olely by the conside 
ration of his own interest 

His forwardness to see me may be imputed to a sense of his former 
dement and a desire by an early attention to re-establish his credit , but 
it did not appear that he considered himself dependent on us through his 
connections with the Factory at Cambay 

Samal Bechardas is a man of about 40 years of age of a small stat 
ure, witli the reputatior* of a cunning avancious and intriguing dispo- 
sition 

/o visit of ceremony to the Gaikwad Raja had been delayed at liis 

Aiwulrao request to the 1st instant, when he appointed a lucky hour of that 
day to receive me The minutes of this conference will, I hope stand in 
ncca of but little explanation There occurred however some circumstances 
at this interview too extraordinary to escape attention and whi^ are also 
difficult to interpret 

The want of subordination and the confusion that prevailed m the 
Darbar was evident to the least attentive observer While many circum 
stances served more and more to convince me of the deplorable state of 
this Government they tended to raise my opinion of Anandrao and to 
excite compassion for his condition 

AMtuiraoi Xt must necessanly require a longer acquaintance with this Prince to 
character gpggjj confidently of his character . but if his mental faculties have been 
impaired either by natural or acadenta) causes it is still as much evi 
dent that his disposition is mild and virtuous. He is of an easy nature 
and reported to be very religious I have been since told by his confi 
dent MangaJ Pardch that it was a sentiment of this kind which made him 
Silent when he was questioned respecting the confinement of Kanhoji for 
'he has continued to consider the imprisonment of his brother as a crime 
and as an act of impiety, notwithstanding the public necessity for it AVhen 
that event happened he allowed his beard to grow and for a long period 
afterwards afflicted himself with mortifications. There is still no doubt 
but that he gave his unequivocal approbation to the measure, and when 
he was relcas^ from his own confinement came abroad to afford the cn 
terpnse his countenance, llis own dcdaration that the rum of the Rap 
comment on the day Kanbop asetnded the masnad is a sufllacnt proof 
that he must have beat appr^ended with the consent of Anandrao. 

The Raja probably wished after the public audience was over to have 
entered into a confidential conversation , and for that purpo<e retired into 
another apartment If this was his design it was defeated for bcsidi’s 
the ji^rsonagcs mmtioncd in the minute who«c rank might entiUe them 
to be present on such an occasion, an indiscriminate crowd rushed In, 
until the room was nearly filled 
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Not'wjih«\ 2 mdmg Anandraos aulhonty was not exerted to check this 
irregularity and was probably insuOkicnt for the purpo^ >ct it did not 
appear that he was without a certain degree of libcrt> The information 
of hts situaiioa althcAigh con\’ejcd in a whisper was done before all the 
Court who discovered by their jealousy and uneasiness a knowledge of the 
nature of the communication It was asscalcd to me that this Prince 
enoyed full personal freedom that he went about when he pleased and 
very often cv'en walked out without attendants to a house which he is 
building and which he is fond of superintending But I cannot belie\c 
that he IS in that slate of freedom he is evidently in the power of the 
Arabs and like every other part of the Admimstration under Ihcir con 
trol 

Anandrao is not dc^itute of sorre finnnc::^ and insists sometimes on 
measures contrary to the inclination of the Arabs Tx>r have I heard that 
they have jet had recourse to actual force in opposing his will The Raja 
gave a proof of this spinl when he paid me the first visit which the Arabs 
did all m their power to prevent short of the last extremity 

The disturtunce which took place in the Darbar on the discussion 
respcctuig Kanhoji may after all be as much an instance of the rudeness 
of the manners or the plainness of a Maratha Court as liable to a dis* 
respectful conrtruaion If it excited for a moment any alarms amongst 
the chiefs, it was of no long continuance since the conversation soon re- 
sumed a tranquil and friendly strain 

Anandrao is about 30 years of age of a dark complexion and robust 
stature. 

1 had before this received several fnendly messages from Mangal Pa Mmga: 
itkh and as he was a man not only of influence but uruvereally well Po^c^Ji 
spoken of I judged it expedient to encourage his intention of visiting me. 

The conversations referred to m the ma^m afforded too limited data Raaj s 
on which to form a correct judgment of the Ministers character but damettr 
acuteness and a certain air of prudence and timidity appeared to consti 
tute the great outline He has evidently the talent and habit for manag 
ing public business with a capacity not unfitted to the task but he is not 
at liberty to pursue his own plans and is devoid of that courage or 
firmness which is necessary to wrest from the Arabs their usurped power 
The concessions made to the Arab jatnadais in public and the excessive 
external marks of attention which he strove to pay them discovered thar 
consequence and the constramt under which the Minister laboured Raoji 
has familiar with revolutions he has seen and borae sometimes a 
part m the changes that have for these last 40 years agitated and shaken 
the numerous branches of the Maratha Empire This may have tinged his 
character with a degree of suspicimi and he perhaps doubted our inten 
tions. 

There was however frequently a degree of candour and openness in 
his conversation which had all the aj^iearance of sincerity 

I have since understood from a person well acquainted with him that 
the Diwan is too communicative, and that te often from this disposition 
prejudices his own and the public affairs 

Raoji Appaji is nearly 60 yrars of age of a respectable and pre- 
possessing appearance 
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Riangat The behaviouf ol Mangal Parddi at this interview was sensible and 
Paret/i unassummg 

He IS a man of respectable appearance and the manager or vakil for 
the best disposed division of the Arabs, although not the most numerous 
He bears the character of a moderate and conahatory man, averse to 
extremities and wdl affected to the present Administration He is supposed 
to have much of the confidence of Anandrao and to be also the Diwan's 
friend 

It will be observed that Mangal Parekh did not, like the rest, press 
the expulsion of Malharrao from Kadi , and although it will appear by a 
subsequent mmute that he condemned the conduct of this Prince, yet that 
a punishment short of his mm might suffice 

It may excite some surprise that these Parekhs, who are simple shroffs, 
should have attamed so much influence at Baroda. But this has pro- 
ceeded from being the accountants and agents of the Arabs. Either Samal 
or Mangal Parekh can command the constant service of 500 or 600 men 
SitJfmj &i]tan Jaffir was the first of the Arab jamadars who paid me a visit 
on his own account It is tree they bad all more than once been intro- 
duced to me, and had been several times at the tents , but these visits 
were in company with the Raja or Raoba, and I did not consider them 
as marks of respect or attention to me. 

1 am not informed that th^ had any hesitation on this head , and 
It IS probable they had not. as they severally sent a message on my first 
arrival that they would wait on me after their superiors should be re- 
ceived and visit^ This was not the only instance, which occurred of the 
affected humility of these Arab chiefs, who, while they ernem eveuythiOS- 
wiU decline a seat of honour at the Darbar An instance of this kind hap- 
pened, whffi the Raja came to see me, when one of them rudely refused 
to be seated near the Gaikwad, although invited by Anandrao himself 
Sultan Jaffir is the most respectable and the most considered of the 
jamadars He is a little man, advanced in years but of a good ap- 
pearance He has spent his life in Gujarat, where he was bom and was 
formerly in the service of Malltarrao 

His conversation, although respectful, had a degree of independence, 
and was not without some share of public sentiment 
Arab The behaviour and appearance of the Arab jamadars was better than 
ja/fuidars j expected They are most of them a little advanced m years but of a 
decent appearance. Their conversation was respectful and modest They 
spoke of their ongui and meant to pay us a compliment when they 
compared their own virtues with ours ITiey took their leave with pro- 
fessions of regard and service. 

The attention of Bediardas [Samal ParriA} increased, and he more 
than once mtimated that the jamadars of his side would conform to the 
Company s orders The air and mani^ of this man discovered that he 
was swayed wholly by personal interests 

The object of this deputation was to sound Raoba’s mind and to see 
whether he had anything in res«ve, which he might be more disposed to 
disclose to this agency than directly to me He appeared, however, will 
mg ally to converse on Uiat object which pnnciralJy engaged the fwblic at- 
tention, which was a popular ti^uc. 
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It IS to be expected that Malharrao and the Baroda Government will 
be equally ready to accuse each other but, if the situation of the parties 
be considered justice will decide in favour of the latter 

Malharrao a feudatory vassal has withheld the payment of his tri NaOiar 
bute taken up arms under pretence of defending himself against a foreign 
enemy and after he had made a declaration to the contrary has fallen 
upon his supenor 

The m^ve of assisting Kanhoji can be allowed little weight since 
that Pnnce had no claim to the gadi and Malharrao acquiesced in his 
deposition The mvasion of Malharrao was also long posterior to that 
event and if the Gaik?, ad State required an avenger there arc two legi 
timate sons of Govindrao s who must be allowed the first right at least of 
complaint 

From the best accounts that 1 have obtained Malharrao not only 
gave his acquiescence but on the occasion of Kanhoji s impnsonment cele 
brated the event by a discharge of artillery It was without any declaration 
of hostility or even any previous complaint that he invaded the dominion of 
his feudal lord and as is said here with the real view of dethroning him 

In the course of this long and often desultory conversation with Raoba Raojt 
he sometimes discovered a considerable degree of obstinacy and unreason ” 
ahleness The reduction of Kadi was his constant theme and the sine 
qua won on which he insisted He retunied to this object with a perti 
nacity that I least expected as he had so readily at a former conference 
subscnbed to sentiments of more moderation This desire of the Diwan 
was no doubt in a great measure exated by motives of revenge but he was 
impelled to push it so far as he did by the cabals of people about him 
who looked only to the gratification of their passions Some of these people 
have a personal influence with the Diwan and the power of theirs is so 
great that he dares rot reject thar coonals The jamadars are generally 
inimica] to Malharrao from a cause that long preceded the revolution and 
which this event has probably heightened since they were the principal 
means of dethroning Kanhoji and still hold him m confinement 

Raoba by dc^ees became more accommodating and agreed to abide 
entirely by your deasion. 1 cannot however flatter myself that he yielded 
on this occasion to the influence of reason entirdy but complied with 
what he deemed a kind of necessity and to accommodate hunsdf with a 
system o! conduct which he despaired of altennR although he probably 
thought that we pursued it too rigidly He seemed to thmk it a little hard 
that as he was to pay for the troops they should not implicitly adopt 
his views, and that we were too much indined to favour Alalharrao. It 
was observable that Raoji constantly doubted the means of Malharrao to 
repay his debts to the Gaikwad State and apparently put less value on 
oerr gujfaiTftsj Amr ftrs be!kf nr tfre cfeftwncy <si the f unds of tins Chxf 
tarn The Diwan however after so long combating this sj'stem acquiesced 
m good humour and with apparent cordiality committed his fortunes in 
to our hands. 

There is no doubt but Raoba was very sincere when he complained Rcmba and 
of the overgrown power of the Arabs and concurred in a wish to reduce Arab* 
it He appeared to entertain the greatest dread of these people and 
never spoke of them but in the most cautious manner Wienever he 
mentioned them the tone of his vtiicc was lowered and he seemed afraid 
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lest a word or expression of a suspicious tendency should reach them. 
He lamented the ascendency they had obtained in the State, but was incap 
able of suggesting or following any vigorous means of lowering their influ 
ence Raoji trusted to the caitingencies of a future day and to the slow 
operation of time. 

Raobas It was not with a view of dispossessing the Arabs that Raoba 
plan proposed to subsidise an English body of troops His view was to secure 
his frontier against the mcursions of Malharrao or to ensure the collection 
of the revenue which is greatly in arrears m that quarter For these 
purposes he proposed to station the detachment on the frontiers of Kadi 
Raoji intimated that the terntory he would cede the Company m this 
ca^e should be on the sea coast but as I was satisfied that this object 
may be effected at any time and pushed to any extent that may be thought 
expiedient I did not endeavour to prosecute the subject I saw however 
that the Diwans view in mentioning a territory on the seaside was to 
enhance his offer and as a bribe to comply with his wishes 
Racba s The great object of Raoba s anxiety is the continuance of his diwan 
anxiety ship and assured of this object we may at all times rest certain of lus 
assistance 

It was customary with the Diwan to finish his exhortation for taking 
Kadi to add after that he would go to Surat and settle articles of agree- 
ment conformably to the Governors order On one occasion when a 
less violent conduct was recommended to him he proposed peevishly that 
the best way would be for Malharrao and himself to meet Mr Duncan 
at Cambay 

It will appear from the perusal of this part of the Diary that in 
conference Raoba s temper and strain of argument was considerably dif 
ferent from that which he hdd at a former interview 

The apparent inconsistency I am persuaded is not so much to be 
imputed to any absolute diange in his sentiments as to the interested 
advice of those who surrounded him. From the defect in the Diwans 
character which has been already noticed he receives impressions too 
readily but from an attentive obwrvation of him I think we may con 
elude with as much certainty as a case of this nature will admit that 
the necessity of his affairs, his real dispositions and the decided steps he 
has adopted by calling for the aid of the English Government will insure 
his acquiescence to whatever measures we may recommend 
Mangai It must be understood that Manga! Parekh when speaking of the 
Par kJt subserviency of the Arabs to the Company s Government could only mean 
to promise for those of his own party Jt may excite some surprise and 
perhaps some degree of doubt of the sincerity of this Pardch that he should 
readily point out the mischiefs arising from the Arab influence, on nhich 
his [influence] entirely rested and propose a reduction of their cstaWish 
ment but the shrerff applied these ob'eivations solely to the adverse faction 
and considered his own as free from censure That this is the case in some 
degree must be admitted since the divmon under Manga! Parekh at least 
testify more subordinate to Government 

Manga! Parekh s reprehension of Malharrao s conduct is entitled to 
consideration as it is not marked by any partinihr violence and proceeds 
from a man, m whom this Chicftam appears to have reposed considerable 
confidence 
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It was easy to perceive that Mangal Parekh thought the Diwan 
deficient in finnness and too generally communicative. Indeed I am told 
that Raoji from this natural defect in this conmtution as from the impcn 
ous necessity of his situation pa>'s mudi more attention to Samal Parddi 
whom he knows to be less favourablj disposed towards him than to 
Mangal who is his friend 

The undisguised manner in which both the Paiekhs offered the ser TAe ParcUts 
vices of the Arabs will not escape observation They had probably some 
pre\ious consultation with their parties but the shroffs appeared to make 
an offer of these services, as if they had a right like property to command 
and di«pose of them The great weight and consequence of the two Parekhs 
was evinced by many circumstances The Arabs ihenselves seem to acknow 
ledge their sway arid the two parties are publicly distinguished at Baroda 
as belonging to Samal or Mangal Pardch 

At this public meeting nothing particuhr could be expected to occur Ants 
It only afforded an opporturuty of viewing the aspect and behasiour of tchaiw 
these Arabs On companng them with the other party they appeared 
more rude in their marmers but their demeanour was respectful They 
seemed also to feel a public or national sentiment by making objects 
connected with Arabia the topics of their conversation 

This confidential visit of Mangal Parekh was meant to supply that Purjvu 
mformation which the Raja had promised to transmit on a former occa 
Sion. By the chobdars message he became the authorised agent of the 
Pnnee. 

The picture drawn by Mangal Parekh of Anandraos mind and situ Amnirao 
ation 18 perhaps too favourable but in respect to his personal liberty 
the description may possibly be pretty exact That he makes visits un 
attended and without restraint about the environs of Baroda there is 
reason to believe The last day of our residence he paid such a visit to 
Raoba to view a new apartment which the Minister has built 

My intention by sending the message to Raoba was to remos’e any Appeal 
latent uneasiness that might remain from yesterday s conference and also 
to ascertain by that means his private sentiments With the first view 
also I sent to him your letter of the 27th ultimo which I had delayed 
delivenng until this time when I conceived it would produce the best 
effect 

If Raoba had any uneasiness he chose to conceal it and his ap 
pearance gave no indication of discraitent 

I accepted of this mvitation to visit the Raja because it was the v ts»i fo 
last IvuU) we should have an ofqwrtunity of making and because it 
would give me a further opportunity of viewing his situation. I saw 
nothing to alter my former opinion in regard to the leading features in his 
character but the appearance of everything was decent and the ctrartiers 
although faimliar were respectful in their behaviour Rar^ was un 
commonly attentive and avil to us. The Raja himseU pointed out Sultan 
Jaffir to my notice and mentioned him as his invariable well wisher This 
jamadar on all occasions I observed to be seated in the most honourable 
place, and the marked object of the Sovereign s or the Mimsters atten 
tion. 

The manner m which Sultan Jaffir behaved m this visit confirmed the s ita t 
opinion I had formed of his desire to be well with us and probably he 
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proposed whatever might be air designs to secure himself by coming 
over m tune to that party whidi we should embrace Jaffir was foraierly 
in the service of Malharrao which he quitted on a real pretended breach 
of promise of that Prince. 

The behaviour of this jamadar had been from the begmmng particular 
and he always appeared anxious to separate himsdf from his brethren By 
this conduct he might no doubt have a double view it might either be 
the means of increasmg his ainsequence or of obtaining an exclusive or 
larger share of our favour 

But whatever were his motives Sultan Jaffir s attentions proved that 
he had no objection to connect himself doeely with us and probably to 
become subservient to our views. 

The narrative of this jamadar respecting Kanhojis government nm 
be suspected of some partiality but it establishes this fact that the Arabs 
were the principal if not sole instruments that effected the revolution 
and that they were incited from an apprehension of Kanhojis designs 
against their own body to undertake the enterpnse 
End of It had been evident to me, some days before this my further residence 
* at Baroda would not be productive of any advantage It appeared to me 
that the objects of my mission had been obtained as far as they are at 
present attainable. 

I perceived that I could not m short protract my stay without exciting 
a suspiaon unfavourable to us and therefore resolved to avail myself of 
Qie latitude in your instructions by rejoining the detachment at Cambay 

I fixed accordingly on the 8th for my departure 
Rett u My mission to Baroda Hon ble Sir has probably produced as muw 
good effect as you expected from it The reception of the deputation by 
that Government has been as honourable as possible and attended with the 
strongest marks of respect and distinction The reception it is to be pre 
sumed will suffice to destroy the calumnies which evil disposed persons 
have circulated of an hostility which was not to be overcome in that 
quarter It has also defeated the private plots of many who were hostile 
to our interference 

It will appear from the proceedings that during the whole of our resi 
dence the Administration and the most respectable people of every party 
evinced the most friendly dispositions They appeared anxious to avail 
themsdves of our aid and to repose an unlimited confidence on the inte- 
grity of our intentions a arcumstance even more flattenng than the ap- 
peal to our power for assistance 

We have dissipated the apprehensions which the Arabs entertained from 
our arrival and have found that they are by no means irreconalable. 
naiicrs I hope that my expectations will not appear too sanguine if I think 
that it IS now in our power to attain all the important views of Gov’cm 
ment in Gujarat The Gaikwad Government is absolutely m that state 
of weakness and disorder that it must dissolve without our support The 
confusion of authonties and the misery that is the axisequcncc to the 
people can hardly be conceived Nothing but irregularity prevails every 
where and with an immense revenue the Administration labours under the 
greatest poverty The pay of every department is in arrears and the coun 
try is m^gagrf to money lenders, who collect from it what they please 
It IS in nuiny places under these sovereigns besides a grenter number of 
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local authcritics who all v\e m fleecing the inhabitants A single Arab 
trasels with the authority of a pnnee An armed Arab aristocracy is in 
possession of the go%tmmenl, which has again sold or rather relinquished 
Its influence to two shroffs from its own inability to manage it 

The Arabs are the only matenal tdistade to the complete establisli Tiu. a 
ment of the Company s authority m Gujarat but they are not in reality 
formidable. They arc ferocious but incapable of subordinatioa They 
are attadied to their mdividual chiefs, but unconnected by any common 
system of union. They are dmded into two pnncipal parties which have 
b«ai already nouced but besides there is a vancty of inferior and in 
dependent chieftains. The whole number of the Arab forces is estimated 
by diemseKes at 14 000 for which they oblige Gosemment to pay The 
real number however as I was mformed is less than 7000 Of these 
about a fourth part are reckoned natnes of Arabia the rest are of Arab- 
ian extraction but bom m this country Their knowledge of war is wretch 
ed and their aims which are pnncipally matchlocks, bad The forts they 
have m their possession, if we may judge from that of Baroda which is 
said to be the best are in no state to make any resistance 

The power of the Arabs is Jess effectual as it is so much divided It 
did not appear to me that they have above 1 000 men collected in any 
one situation Sultan Jaffir himsell is my authority that there are only 
1000 with Babaji and about the same number at Baroda. 

Although much is not to be apprehended from a military force of this 
desenpuon, u will not, I am persuaded be necessary to proceed to actual 
Molen« against it 

It would be suffluent to place over it a control able to restrain its 
irregulanties and unto whom the Government might apply for support 
on the occasion of any excess Two battalions stationed at Baroda would 
answer this purpose effectually On the adoption of this measure the 
power of the Arabs must instantly decline As they would no longer be 
the only power m the State their dictum would Jose its weight ^Vhen 
their situation becomes less profitable and less desirable their numbers 
would duiunish They would go elsewhere to sc^ their fortunes to some 
other unhappy awnlry wheie a'cendency may be supplied by brutal force 
which is the only mode that the Arabs are acquainted with for maintain 
mg it It would be easy at the same time to prevent them gaixung any 
increase by recruits Odier means for diminishing their numbers or for 
rendering this phalanx less formidable might be resorted to. The jama 
dare are dmded among themselves thar jealousy may be exated or their 
mterest may be made the instniment of attaching them to the side of 
Government 

All their wealth is lodged with the Pardchs who are besides men of 
great prosperity The influence of these shroffs over the Arabs has been 
mentioned and it is not probable men of their character would wish to 
see the flames of war kindled at Baroda As far as we can depend upon 
professions they have engaged to promote our views but I would much 
rather trust to their interest whidi is not to oppose us 

Should however the mere presence of our battalions at Baroda fail 
in keep ng the Arabs within proper bounds their first excess would afford 
a just prkence of attacking them and expelling them from the Gaikwad 
temtory 
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There IS a general resentment against Malharrao and perhaps the 
auhhni expostulation of his punishment ssas the chief means of reconciling » 
many jimnR parties to request our aid Motu’cs of justice and pcJicy 
would seem to warrant the catemphry chastisement of this rebellious Qnef 
tain «!iouId he decline to make ample submission to his superior and 
feudal smcrcign But if he remains obstinate, we should undertaJLe a 
popular cause . and m the fSTtit of success we should be able to effert 
anything with this Government Tlie acceptance of a subsidiary force 
would follow upon this *uccc<s as a mittcr of course , but perhaps to en 
sure this it IS necessary that we aliould iwrform a service that will be 
felt by the rude senses of these men and nisc at the same time amongst 
them our reputation Both these objects would be secured by a success- 
ful expedition against Kadi 

After this t^Ject w-as effected the detachment would return to Baroda 
and an ensy arrangement would fix it there or any other equal number of 
troops. 

l\onhoji» Motives of humanity more thin tlic merits of Kanhoji may induce 
us to desire to liberate him He is an illcgitimale son of the late Govind 
raos and has no legal claim whatever to conduct the Caikwad adnwnis 
tration 

This Prince has justly suffered for hi$ violence injustice, and usurps 
tion We may desire bis Tclea«c because we havt expressed a wish for 
it , but as his confinement is not attended with any riarticular cnidty 
It 19 the le“8 necessary to press it at present Neither is it sought to give 
Kanhoji entire freedom which all parties •cem to think inespcdient » 

18 still proposed to keep his person m restraint by transferring it to wr 
custody a measure whicli I dare say will m due time be effected bm 
which must be allowed to follow as a consequcsice of our connection and 
future intimacy with this State. 

It would appear that Kanhoji « not less addicted to the use of perm 
cious drugs than Anandrao and that they produce a much worse effect on 
his disposition 

If the accounts of his behaviour m prison are to be credited he is 
frequently outrageous and as soon as he heard of the applicatiwi made 
to us for assistance expressed great resentment 

There is no doubt but Kanhoji is not so favourably disposed to us as 
his brother 

sirw^i/i 1 made an early application to Raoba to be furnished with a cor 

ofantty account of the nundjcr and descnption of the forces under Babaji 

or those which he was able to bring into the field Raoba has hitherto 
deferred complying with my wish on this head and I have been oblige*^ 
to give him notice m writmg that this information is absolutely required 
by my instructions 

I must however confess that 1 should have little confidence in the 
fidelity of the Diwan s return and it is not likely that I shall be acquainted 
with the real strength of his army until I am able to satisfy myself on the 
spot It has indeed been mentioned to me that Raoji is not himself fully 
in possession of the information I have demanded from him, as Babaji 
enlists and discharges men as he fdeases and has the absolute conduct of 
the war From the want of pieasum and method he rardy, if ever sends 
a return but when he stands in need of money According to this supply 
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the army is more or less numerous and its strength is daily fluctuating 
Their chief dependence for cash is on the luo Parekhs and as these shroffs 
make then ad\anccs the army flourishts or declines 

By the inquiries I have made the forces under Babaji were slated 
in round numbers at 30 000 which I Ihmk ts an exaggerated estimate , 
but we maj presume since no very deasuc event has jet taken place 
that the strength of the parties is nearly balanced The forces, howe\’cr 
of Malharrao arc reported to be rather of a brtler de«cription. 

I have thus Honble Sir laid before jou at full length a diary of 
my intercourse with the Baroda Government and now await agreeably 
to your instructions >our ultimate orders at this place with the greatest 
respect 

P5 Since wTitmg this letter Raoji Appa)i has transmitted two memo- 
randums or returns of the fora-s under the command of Babaji and at 
present opposed to Malharrao Tbc«e returns arc enclosed for jour m 
formation 

The heterogeneous materials which compose this army arc sufficiently 
apparent It will be seen also how much the number falls short of the vague 
accounts that have been hitherto received But this moderate estimate of 
the strength of the army is m favour of its fiddity and 1 am happy to 
perceive that I have done injustice to the Diwan by suspecting the veracity 
of hts statement These liusptcxarts arose] from his delay which seems 
to have proceeded from a disuielination to expose his wc^ess and not 
from an intention to deceive. If the weakness however of both parties 
IS nearly equal which there is every reason to believe the smallness of 
Babaji s forces is hardly an object of regret It would appear however 
that B^ji may have mote men uv pay than Raoba is acquainted with 
as he IS stated to have entertained a nurnber of additional troops of which 
no exact account has been transmitted to Baroda 
Extraets from Major Walker s account of kfs visit to and stay at Baroda 
Somol Porrlili s nsif 

Monday Isl February This day at 1/2 past one o clock Samal Pa 
rekh Bechardas a wealthy shroff unto whom I had a letter from the 
Governor accompanial by a number of other merchants came to visit 
me. 

Aga Muhammad Kamal ud-din and Hafizji were present at this inter 

view 

Bechardas acknowledged the receipt of the Hon ble the Governor s 
letter and promised to act in conformity with hiS injunctions He professes 
himself ready to serve the Company with money to an unlimited extent 
and even to assist them with an armed force; if necessary He proposed 
that one of his clerks should accompany the detachment, if I required it 
to attend to the supply of its pecuniary wants a proposal which was 
civilly declined 

Bechardas made the strongest professions of attachment to the Com 
pany and said that it had been the first object of his desire to see the 
legal heir seated on the Gaikwad gadi He expressed his hope that we 
would not be long in taking Kadi after wht^ events he would hearken 
to and obey whatever commands mi^t be laid <«i him 
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Bcchnrdia procw-dcd to state the particulars of a loan of money cn 
(ered into with him by the Resident at Cambay on the Company's ac 
count On this 'ubjeet he was lefcrtcd to the Honblc the Gmemor at 
Surat, who would do him justice if he had any just cause of complaint 

After repented declarations of fidelity and attachment he was assur 
cd of the Ccropany s prMcction mi proportion as his services should merit

Ifa\inR aRain expressed his entire subserviency, Samal Parekh asked 
leave to make n present of cfrtiin articles and was dismissed with the 
u«U3l ceremonies. 

rud (o Anendrao 

t »Hi <0 litonday Isf Ftbruory Kt 1/2 pa'i 3 o clock Sitaram Bapu and 
AnanJrao MuhaiTunad flus-im Khan called on me with a considerable train to 
visit the Mahiraji, Anandrao 

These deputies rccvived each a prtsent and I proceeded with them 
to the Gaikwads palace witiun the fort of Baroda Captain Cooper, Aga 
Muhammad and Sundcrji accompanied me and 1 ihouidit it proper to 
order a guard of sepojs along with us not so much for the sake of ap- 
pearance, as to establish pubUcIj (hat (he visit was made without any 
kind of restriction an object 1 was solicitous to establish since the Arabs, 
who had the chief power m the fort were supposed to be inimical to our 
admission 

I had the satisfaction to proceed without mtcmiption and through a 
crowd eager to testify Uiar respect 

We were received by (he Diwan rn the court ol a large palace built 
by the late Govindrao the residence of the present Anandrao wrho came 
to the entrance of the Darbar to meet us 

The visit was received Anandrao with every mark of distinction 

It was satisfactory to remark that the demeanour of this Prince was 
much more respectable and collected than on the former day He went 
through the public ccrcmomcs without embarrassment and with but httle 
assistance. He was cheerful and the stupidity of his first appearance seem 
ed to give way to a considerable share of bimevolence and even of mtelli 
gence. 

thinng this visit Anandraos personal attention to the mission was 
unremitted and he seemed to labour under sentiments of gratitude for the 
prtsent assistance of the Company s Government which he sought anxiously 
to express. He said that the saikar had received letters apprising them of 
the approaih of the Englidi forces to Cambay and observed that his 
own army was m the field, furnished with all necessaries and prepared to 
obey my orders Rebellion he added had arisen and ruined his State. 

Soto after this public conversation Anandrao presented the mission 
with suitable presents and requested our attendance m a private apart 
ment 

Raoji Appaji Mir Kaoialuddm Madhavrao Tatya Sultan Jafiir 
Ydiya Gazi Muhammad Ben Ahmed several other Arabs, 5 or 6 Brah 
mans and an indiscriminate numbw of their attraidants foUowed and even 
forced themsdves mto this apartment 

Being again seated the feja expressed himself much indebted to the 
Hon ble the Governor s kindness, and his joy at seemg me He mentioned 
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wiUi whom lie professed to be bound m the closest tics of friendship Buiy 
Ivhan dcluercd a message from Mangnl Parckh to the following effect 
that It was his utmost desire to place himself and his property under the 
Company wherefore he was rcadj to perform any service that might be 
required on their account He requested lease to wait on me when he 
would come and rdatc the history and present state of this Government, 
He begged m respect to this comrrunication that a due degree of secrecy 
might observed Bury Khan was instructed to encourapi Mangal Pa 
rekh m these sentiments and the nest morning was appointed to recaNC 
his Visit 

IntUatimi accepttd 

Prescnit Atonday 1st Februcry This c\cnmg I complied with Raojis re- 
quest to be present at an entertainment which he wished to give in honour 
of the mission Tins occasion was dected to present the Minister with 
the present from the Monblc the Go\cmor which he received with suit 
able expressions of respect 

Afpcalio An opportunity occurring to speak privately 1 availed myself of it 
Katgt fjy informing the Diwan that m his intercourse with me it was necessary 
he should be sincere it he expected to avail himself of the friendship of 
the English that he might always open himself to me without reserve 
but It would be better if that was done before few people 

I gave him to understand as well as Aga Muhammad that the Cover 
nor was favourably disposed towards him. and had nothing so much in 
view as the advantage of the Caiknad State Raojr acknowledged that he 
was at present by our means rescued from an imminent danger and he 
should for the rest of bis li/e in return for this service devote himself 
to us that he had done his utmost for the good of his Master and for the 
support of bis Government henceforward he was ready to obey such 
orders and acquiesce in such measures as the Hon ble the Governor might 
jUdge necessary for the promotion of the same objects He was again 
assured that the Governor desired to <ee peace and happiness established 
n Gujarat Raoji subscribing to these sentiments proposed to confer 
with me at the tents next morning attended only by hts confidential 
friends 
RaojCs tisif 

Pmfti Tuesday 2nd February This morning between 9 and 10 odock 
Raoji Appaji attended by Kamal ud dm Khan and Gopalrao came to visit 
me The convereation was long and desultory and lasted until near 2 
odock. 

GairabeTft The first subject introduced was the complaint of Gajrabai. which was 
that her mother Bhuga Bai had been deprived of her allowances, a cir 
cumstance the Diwan dedared to be m every respect false on the con 
trary he asserted that Bhuga Bai was at present living in Baroda in the 
undisturbed enjoyment of her property and that her allowances from the 
sarkar since the imprisonment of Kanhoji had even been augmented 
He invited me to satisfy mysdf of these facts which was done as has 
been already reported m my Idter of -fth instant. 

In respect to Gajrabai heiseU Raojt alleged that she has a very 
bad temper and is of a dissatisfied di^xeiboa If she has forgot, he still 
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recollects the imprisonment and hardship she suffered from Kanhoji and 
that on his imprisonnwait she was liberated by himself and was e%-er 
afterwards treated suitablj to her rank. But (added the Diwan) it was 
not so much her own idea as at the persuasion of Ganeshpant that she 
undertook the present argument and entered into the mtngues against the 
GoNemment. He understands that <he now gives out that she was a 
guarantee between the late Fatesmg and the Company , but the truth is 
that she was only a hostage m a case of compulsion and necessit) Never 
theless (added Raoba) should this infatuated noman choose to return to 
her family, she shall be receited with due homxir and treated m the same 
manner as before 

The confinement of Kanhoji was not discussed i mi/toji 

At first Raoba thought it was our intention to intercede for this «« 
Prmce, and perhaps restore him to power Under this apprehension he 
observed that neither the Gaikwads family nor his own would be safe if 
Kanhoji was liberated 

He that the whole course of this Pnnce s life was a series of 
crimes , that he first rebelled against his father who confined him that 
he afterwards imprisoned his brother and u urped his throne that all 
were alarmed by his violence and that he had been guilty of innumerable 
acts of injustice or mgratmide. Raoba asked why this anxiety for Kan 
hojp As he was illegitimate he had no claim to the gadi and could 
not even from his spunous origin sit down to eat with Anandrao The 
act of imprisoning Kanhoji Raoba asserted was universally approved of 
The seizure of his person had been made at the request of all officers 
of the Government The Peshwa. Sindia and Malharrao had all ex 
pressed their a pprctoation by letters which were produced and are here 
entered Malharrao made a general discharge of all his artillery on the 
occasioa But after this defence of the treasure and after it was explamed 
that Kanhoji would be placed in a situation where it would be out of his 
power to disturb the Government, the Diwan con‘=emed that he should be 
transfeired under the secunty proposed to the custody of the Hon ble the 
Governor 

By this time we appeared to have hiU possession of Raojis confidence. Arab 
He expressed great fear of the Arabs should the mtimation respecting »i 
Kanhoji «jitie to their knowledge he owned that their consent must be 
obtained and they had in fact all the power of the Government which 
they exerased often to very bad purposes The fort of Baroda and every 
other in the Gaikwad State he mentioned to be m their hands It was 
but a few days ago when they heard of my coming that they threatened 
his life and boarted publicly that the fort of Baroda belong^ to them. 

Raoba stated that the Arabs had been exated to violence on this occasion 

tsAiiin ertiivsanes in Surat, and lihat idhey bad prevented Anandrao 
from coming two Los to meet me. In short be made no scruple to declare 
that their evil dispositions gave him the greatest alarm and uneasiness. 

The Diwan added that the two Pardchs had contnbuted much to this 
insubordination by their mode of admimstenng to their pecuniary wants 
Thar demands, on the sarkar now amounted to 25 l.vkhs of Rupees a 
demand which he did not know how to di«dvaree. Raoji appeared sensi 
ble of all the inconveniences attending the usurped power of the Arabs, 
and showed a sincere dispo'ition to get nd of then He observed how 
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ever, that the object w(»ild not piobaldy be effected without bloodshed , 
but his present intention was aftw the Kadi business should be settled, 
to pay them their arrears hy degrees and discharge them. Should they 
resist, he expected the assistance of the Company’s troops. It was at this 
penod of the conversation that Ra<^ took occasion to assert the indepen- 
dence of the Gaikwad in respect to the Pehwa, without whose consent he 
could make treaties and decide on peace or war 
lilal/iars When the subject of Malharrao was bniught under discussion, RaojJ 
observed that he had shown him on many occasions civility and servire 
In proof of this he produced three fnendly letters’ , the first one month, 
and the second, two months after the impnsonment of Kanhoji The third 
also about two months after that event, addressed to Anandrao, expresses 
his approbation of a conduct that punished irregulanty, which evidently 
refers to the seizure of Kanhoji. for, altliough his name is not mentioned, 
who was irregular but him ’ The two others are addressed to Raoji and 
relate to the outstanding tnbute which is fiiced by written agreements at one 
lakh and twenty thousand Rupees per annum Malharrao requests Raoji 
to obtain some abatement, and that the balance may be made by insta! 
ments for which he offers security to ensure its due discharge Raoji here 
asserted m stroag terms hjs fidelity and attachment for Gaikwads and 
that he was ready, as well as his family, to suffer death on their account 
He desired that inquiry nught be made, if necessary, into his conduct since 
the death of his late Sovereign. Govindrao , when it would be found that 
he had increased the allowances of lus descendants one lakh and 2^000 
Rupees a year . moreover that, when the Arabs insisted on the payments 
of their arrears, he had pawned his ;cwels to quiet them 

At present the Diwan said that he was anxious for the capture of 
Kadi, after which he should wart on the Hon’We (be Governor, and per 
sonally satisfy him of his character and conduct, and adjust every point 
Miirnr* Raoji mentioned the escape two days ago of Murarrao, one of the 
esca^ illegitimate Gaikwads He was in charge of the Arabs, under Yehya Ben 
Gari, who are supposed to have assisted his flight with the connivance of 
thor jamadar , but he believed that the fugitive had gone to Surat, as he 
had married the illegitimate daughter of a puivoe of that place, named 
Hanchand Pandavaji , that this Hatichand Pandavaji is head purvxc of 
the latty, and is considered an active instrument in exciting disturbances 
and a great intnguer in the concerns of the Gaikwad family Raoji pro 
duced a Persian letter frwn Ganeshpant to the Arab jamadars, advising 
them to be on their guard for that the Diwan had promised the English 
the Castle of Baroda and its temtory, that the tenor of this and other 
advices from Surat warned these people of a plan to rum them Towards 
the end of the conference Raoji received letters, which he seemed to read 
with satisfaction, informing him of the arrival of the fleet with the deiacli 
ment at Cambay 

In conclusion Raoji observed that there were in every State good and 
bad miTusters, but he desired to be judged by his actions, and hq>ed that 
the Governor would not think ill of him m the meantime.

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Mmgal Parekhs iisH 

Wednesday Zrd February Mangal Parekh accompanied by Bury Khan lUngfil 
called on me Parekhs 

The Parekh expressed his joy that the Hon ble the Governor had under 
taken to support and protect the Gaikwad State He blamed the conduct 
of Gajrabai and asserted that her complaint of the discontinuance of the 
allowances to her mother Bhagu Bai was false for that the latter con 
tinued to receive the same stipend and to live as freely and comfortably as 
formerly He expressed his regret at these domestic dissensions which 
were injunous to the interests and discreditable to the reputation of the 
Gaikwad family Mangal stated it to be his i^inion that the^ disorders 
would nev'er cease until Fatesmgrao the 'econd legitimate son of the 
late Govmdrao returned to Gujarat He mentioned Fatesing as a promis 
mg young man and made no doubt but his appearance would restore 
tranquillity and assist the authority of Government He requested that 
the Governor would write to mduce this Prince to return for although 
Raoji had done this twice in impressive terms yet a letter from the Governor 
would have more effect Mangal Parekh observed that had it not been 
for the prudence and good sense of the present Minister the Gaikwad State 
would have been rumed 

Mangal Parekh did not appear to be charged with any particular mess 
age from Anandrao as that ^incc had intimated at the last interview 
nor was he for the present questioned on that head 

On his own part Mangal Parekh made many professions and was seem 
ingly sincere He requested that he might be allowed to take my hand 
between his and that I would assure him of the Ccanpany s protection He 
engaged to perform whatever the Hon ble the Governor should command 
and to cause all the jamadars with their forces over whom he had influence 
to obey me whether for the preservation of the Gaikwad State or on any 
occasion in which the Company might require their assistance Mangal 
Parekh mentioned that he had assisted General Goddard with cash by means 
of the late Nagindas and would be happy to serve the Company faithfully 
again in the same wa> He was anxious he said to pay his homage per 
sonally to the Hon ble the Governor Wen he was taking his leave lie 
requested that I would not present him with a ojupte of shawls which 
he understood were uiteided for him until he brought the jamadars to 
wait on me as he wished to receive that favour m their company and that 
they should receive a similar honour at the same time 
Sultan /oj^T s visit 

Wednesday Zrd February Sultan Jaffir one of the principal Arab Jafr 
jamadars, requested leave to visit me this aftemom He came accompanied /'■' 
by Kamal ud dm. The jamadar expressed his inclination to serve the 
Hon ble Company and he begged that I would permit him to testify hi« 
respect by accepting a «mall nazar 

After expressing the pleasure it gave him to meet me he observed that 
he was the servant of the raj and would perfom his duty contnbutmg to 
Its support The English and the Arabs he crfiserved were equally remark 
able for their good faith and he hoped that nothing would occur to change 
this opimon on this occasion After receiving from me some expressions 
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of kindness and attention, the jamadar became more warm , he requested 
leave to take my hand between bis as a pledge of friendship and his devo- 
tion , he spoke of the macbinatiOTS of evil persons at Surat and of the 
misciuef they had nearly by their intrigues effected at Baroda He declined 
naming those emissaries, Imt said that they were very well known 

Sultan Jaffir spoke of Kanhoji s confinement as a necessary measure, 
as equally necessary for the Maharaja, the State, and themselves He 
spoke of Raoba’s administration with ai^robation, but without any marked 
praise 

This jamadar seemed to dwdl with pleasure on the extent and value 
of the Gaikwad possessions and said that he was the Lord of Gujarat, since 
none of the other petty pnnees, who share this country among them, could 
pretend to the same state and independence 

The time for the evening prayer being near, Sultan Jaffir asked leave 
to retire to perform his devoticms 
Vis:/ of jantadars 

JiDHodart Tuesday, Aih February Manga] Parekh and Han Bhakti, accompanied 
fneitdiy by Sultan Jafflr, Yehya Ben Can, Mubarak Ben Said and Muhammad 
Rishad, the prinapal Arab jamadais, with a ccncourse of shroffs and people 
of business, came according to appointment to pay their respects This 
company were respectively introduced by Kama! ud-dm Khan, and most 
of the jamadars individually testified their readiness to serve the Company 
in every respect Sultan Jaifir. who was seated close to mei, made private 
professions of attachment The particular appearance of his conversation 
seemed to attract the attention of one or two of his brethren He said he 
was ready, after the Kadi business was settled, to concur m any measure 
for the bfflcfit of the Gaikwad State Sultan Jaifir recommended his bro- 
ther, who IS with Babaji and at the head of Yus contingent of Arabs, *0 
my attention He observed that he was an experienced officer, and would 
be useful , that he should place him entirdy imder ray orders , and desinng 
a munshi to write my name, he gave me in the same manner that of his 
brother 

On taking leave Jaffir said that he would accompany me two kos 
from Baroda, an assurance which some of the other jamadars also made 
Mangal Parekh and Han Bhakti made us presoits on this occasion 
Samaf Parekh’s message 

Samai Friday, 5th February Samal Bechardas sent a messenger this morning 
Pnrekh s jq inform me that he intended to furnish me with letters addressed to the 
Arab jamadars under his influence (5 or 6 at present with the army) to 
piace tbnwAa’nss under me msd to obey’ aV my orda’S Cop)' a! these 
letters Bechardas proposed to enclose to the Hon ble the Governor and to 
inform him that he was prepared to m all matters as a faithful Com- 
pany’s servant 
Depidation to Raoji 

Wat?* Fridoy, 5tk February At sunset I sent Aga Muhammad Sunderji to 

tusj»aoia on Raoji with instructions in wntmg to obtain certain heads of informa- 

tion. Aga Muhammad apprised the Diwan that he was desired by Major 
Walker to converse with him <wi some important points , upon th« he rc- 
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tired with the two persons first mentioned and Mir Kamal ud-din Khan 
and Gopalrao into a pnvate apartmenL They were afterwards jomed by 
Silaram Bapu This deputation found Raoji unwiiling to enter into a confi 
dcntial conference . the Diwan appeared to be alarmed and suspicious. 

When this was perceived by Aga Muhammad he entered on a more MdiJian 
public object of hi^ mis-ion which was to explain to the Diwan the u 

complaint that Malharrao, preferred through Mr Ilolford of the advance 
of Eiabajis forces towards the Kadi temtory Raoji replied that Babaji had 
no hostile intentions, but that it was necessary to nwe m order to subsist 
his army, that his Tno%cmcnts were within the limits of the Gaikwad country, 
and that he was strictly prohibited from committing any act of hostility 
On his part he asked how Malharrao presumed to complain, since h« forces 
were quartered in the Baroda State where he levied contributions plunder 
cd both public and pnvate property, and earned oIT the inhabitants prisoners 
to Kadi 

On this subject a letter was wntten to Mr HcJford and forwarded to 
the HonTile the Governor 

Raojt after this said that the object of the Caikwad Government was 
to take Kadi and to punish a refractory vassal , that at present he found 
It difficult to speak on subjects of a secret nature , and he wished to defer 
them until tormrrow, when he would wait on Major Walker and talk 
personally with me 
Raoji^s tuil 

SelUTday, 6Ifi Ftbrueny Raoji Appajt wailed on me this morning at 
9 odock, att^cd only by Gopalrao 

I told the Diwan that I wished to have some conversation with him Waiifrs 
before my departure as well m regard to his own new-s as the present stale ouurancet 
of the O^kwad affairs As Raoji seemed to be mistrustful and alarmed I 
endeavoured to secure his confidence by assunng him that the Hon ble the 
Governor was personally well disposed to him I explained to him that 
the object o! the English Government was the restoration ol tranquillity, 
the maintenance of Anandrao the legal heir on the gadi and himself in 
his present office. After these assurances the Diwan was desirtd to open 
ms mmd freely He replied rather morosely that peace tie\-er could be 
lasting until Malharrao was expelled from Kadi that we should dimmish 
his reputation by sparing this Chieftam and dissatisfy every party those 
even who agreed in no other poinL It was m short to pmush Malharrao 
that he had called for our assistance 

insisted that it would be impossible to maintain peace with Ao/Mce 
Malharrao and that he had no means to make good the damages he had 
“pwjtted ux Ujr. OailfRTii sssajkvj Vixsis. bft. statal •A la, VilrirR, 

of Rupees seven of which were arrears of tribute , the remainder contn 
buttons raised m Visnagar or property earned off from thence The Diwan 
was t<^d that it would be better to forget past injuries and to reconcile to 
each other the Pnnees of the Gaikwad farmly He was assured that his 
demands on Malharrao should be fairly examined and such satisfaction 
obtained as justice required The permanency of the peace would be 
secured by the Euglidi becoming the guarantees of the agreement , and 
that he need not be alarmed lest his character should suffer since it would 
in his case be committed with ours 
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Raoji proceeded to explain his ideas of the consequence of conciliatory 
measures Malharrao, he said, from his inability to oppose the Com 
pany’s forces, would promise and engage for everything , after the lapse 
of a few months, commotiosis would again arise, and Anandrao must again 
have recourse to our assistaocei Therefore, pnxeeded the Diwan, it HViuld 
be far preferable to take Kadi and put it at once out of the power of Mal- 
harrao hereafter to excite disturbances. He said that he did not wi<=h to 
extirpate this Chieftam , for he was disposed to grant him a suitable main- 
tenance ; that his sole view was to secure the State from loss and make 
his name honourable. 

When It was in reply urged to Raoji that this method of proceeding 
might be the means of perpetua'ing the disorder of tJie countrj , for, al 
though it would be an easy matter to take Kadi, Alalharrao would most 
probably escape and long infest the borders by a predatory warfare, Raoji 
said he would request two of our battalions to remain, which would eilect- 
ually prevent the enemy returning , adding that he proposed to repay 
us for this assistance by ceding a convenient tract of country on the sea- 
oast 

Raoji alleged that Malharrao was his mortal enemy . and if ne Tsere 
resolved to bang him into power, he sliould desire to retire with his family 
to Surat or the Deccan On advancing with our troops, he had no doubt 
but Malharrao would immediately throw himself at our feet and submit to 
our decision, but by this means, while hi$ pecuniary losses would not be 
repaid, his name and power would suffer If this course was pursued, 
he apprehended that at some future period he would fall a sacrifice to 
the mtngues of Malharrao and the other discontented branches of (hit 
Gaikwad family 

WiriUrs The Diwan was assured that in the event of a pacification, a secure 
assurances provision Would be made for tus real pecuniary* losses, and that the mo«l 
equitable mode would be adopted to repair them, tliat, whatever method 
was thought most fit for the purpose (he Company would be the guarantee 
of the performance . that, as he was engaged m a common cause with the 
Company, his good name could not suffer, and he might be certain that 
a proper arrangement would be made for his safety , Uat his welfare was 
a pnmary object, and that bis authooty would be ^aced on a more secure 
foundation than it rested <m from well known causes at present He was 
told that hts name would become great and renowned by forgiving a fal/rt 
enemy , that on Ihe other hand it wcaild be unbecoming in him an old 
and faithful servant of the Gaikwad farraly. to be instrumental in ruining 
and perhaps destroying so considerable a branch of it It was rather his duty 
to unite his endeavours with those of the HonTile the Governor m rcconcil 
tng these relations and healing wounds that were jK curabfe. 

ti.ilKr* In order to see what satisfaction stert of the taking of Kadi would 
sali«fy Raoji, he was asked whether it would answer hts views to hquidstc 
his pecuniary claims by being put in possession of Dcgham and Kapad 
vanj, two distncts of Malharrao’s insulated by the Baroda tenitoi)-, and 
how he would himsdf propose bemg reimbursed knowing his cnemj « 
means’ He was r«iuc«t«J to »tatc fatrtj the wJie^e of fus mmd on lh« 
subject 
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Raoji answered that he had already stated hts true wishes which were Pooji s 
that Kadi "should be taken whereby his CTemy ^Kxild be humbled and his 
own name raided that since he found this not likely to take place he 
must trust to the discretion ard equity of the Company to settle the con 
test, so that his interest and fame rni^t not suffer which he now commit 
led to their hands He said warmly that he lool ed up only to the English 
Gowmment for the support of his Master's power and his own in future 
and hd trusted they would not desert him The cession of Degham from 
the smallness of its revenue was inadequate within any reasonable time to 
repay the sums due to the State by Malhanao but that an exchange of 
the pargana of Kadi for that of Visnagar would afford a fund sufficient 
to reimburse their losses This would he observed have the appearance 
of victory and be a security for the future tnbute since the excess of the 
Kadi revenue amounted to something more than one lakh and 20 000 Rupees 
per annum Nay Raoba said that on this condition he would relinquish 
all demands on Malharrao The future tranquillity also of these States 
Raoba stated would by these means be secured for Malharrao would not 
only m the proposed new situation for him have less means of mischief 
m his power but he would be removed to a greatCT distance But con 
tinned the Diwan let the Governor judge impartially between us and 
I shall be satisfied He was told that without our assistance he had it 
not m his power to bring Malharrao to reason but if the appearance of our 
troops had effected this it was not cur principle nor agreeable to justice 
to punish those who submitted further than equity required This could 
only be ascertained by inquiring into the case and heanng both sides im 
partially 

When a reference happened to be made to the cessation of hostilities Rao]i and 
having taken place at his request Raoji replied that he had expressed this 
wish before the capture of Vimagar but since that event he had form'^ no 
desire of this kind However he had given strict orders to the Baroda army 
not to act on the offensive but as Malharrao had not evacuated the coun 
try he had yet given no sccunty of his disposition for peace 

%Vhatever mode we should adopt to tmnmate this difference, Raoba 
begged that it might be speedy that he might sustain as little additional 
loss as possible in the payment of the extra troops he had engaged and 
that he m ght begin his collections on the countr> which were now absolu 
tely at a stand 

The conversation was next directed to the Arabs and Raoba freely 
proposed his alarm at their undue influence 

There was no control over them they had possession of Baroda 
Ahmadabad and the forts of the Gaikwad State 

He said th-’t it was necessary for the secunty of the Government and 
the good of the country that they should be dismissed but that this was 
a measure of great dariger and amid not be undertaken at present that 
he had not money to pay their arrears and tha» they were too much on 
their guard to be taken by surprise He offered heartilj to enter into a 
plan for depnvmg th® Arabs of th“ir overgrown influence, but proposed to 
defer the con«ideraticn of this important business until the Kadi dispute 
was settled 

Thf«;e foreign troops [the Arabs] Raoii observed had been a long time 
m the GailTvnd s serv ce and their arrears had by degrees accumulated to 
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the sum of 25 Jakhs of Rupees, a sum of money which the present state of 
the finances rendered it impossible at once to discharge He added that 
he was obliged to appear to put ainfidence in them [the Arabs] and to 
consult them on all subjects relating to public affairs, and that he must, 
as far as prudent, mform them of the measures intended to be adopted on 
the present occasion, lest they grew suspicious 

It was suggested to Raoba to remove the Arabs from the forts by em 
ploying them on mulukgin, and that by a proper concert between the Com 
pan/s and Babaji’s forces their owithrow might be effected. The Arabs, 
he said, would subject the design, and refuse this service ; and it would be 
necessary that Babaji, whenever affairs were settled, should go himself 
on mulukgin Hanmantrao Gaikwad and Sitaram Bapu could, however, 
return with me and put in execution any measure I might choose, 

'o troops In reply to a question Raoba said that he had not lately written to 
Baroda j^iuncherji for a guard of 2 companies at Baroda, that the present was not 
the time for this measure, nor did circumstances demand it The arrival 
of the Company's forces at Cambay had already strengthened the Admims 
tration and confirmed Anandrao on the gadi 
Kaniiojis Raoji satisfied me in respect to the safety of Kanhojt , that he was 
future treated without seventy, the wei^t of irons on his legs not exceeding two 
pounds, had two attendants and an unlimited allowance of the necessanes 
of life He expressed not the least ctojection to transfer this Prince to the 
custody of the Governor, but obsen^ that this was not the time to 
attempt this object It must be evident, he said to me, that any change 
in the condition of Kanhoji did not depend on him, and he conceived that 
a proposal to remove him at present might have ill consequence with the 
jamadais. 

other He explained also the transaction which took place at Cambay 
eunis gardmg some buffaloes, and, expressed much surprise when he was told 
that the Gaikwad s vakil at Poona had not waited on the English Resident 
there (vide letter to the HonTile the Governor on these two subjects dated 
the 6th Instant) 

Raoji professed not to have the least knowledge whither Murarrao Gaik 
wad had fled, but that he had escaped through the connivance of the 
Arab guard, and was probably pme to Surat, where his father in law resided 
The legal successor to Anandrao was Fatesing and after him a younger 
legitimate brother 

Baroda Raoji was reminded of a former demand made for a return of his 
forces forces and artillery m the fidd as wdl as of the number and disposition of 
the Arab troops in the Gaikwad service These circumstances Raoji pro- 
mised to state in writing 

Raoji at the end of this conversation observed tliat it was impossible 
m fiis situation to possess or rather to fie suspeefea' to possess secrets , ttol 
as he had already consulted the sardars on the measures which had hereto- 
fore been adopt^ it was necessary to irdomt them of what was further 
intended to be pursued He would, thereftsre, assemble the jamadars the 
Parekhs and all fus fnends, and appnse them that he had put Babaji 
with his forces under my command, and that, should Malharrao apply 
for peace; he had authensed me to act m such manner as I might deem 
suitable to the mterest and perfect safety of the Gaikwad gadi In sl^ 
he would inform the officers of Government that he had agreed to abide 
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by any agreement I should conclude ; but this was said on the supposition 
that the troops would advance 

In return I authorised Raoji to assure his friends and particularly the 
jamadars that the Company's Government were sincerely desirous to restore 
peace to the Gaikwad possession by plaang that on a lasting foundation, 
and to preserve to all parties their just rights 
Parekh’s visit 

Saturday, 6th February In the afternoon Mangal Parekh waited on Ftnamia! 
me in a pnvate manner After strongly expressmg his desire to be service- 
able to the Hon’ble Company, he preceded m a confidential way to 
speak of the Gaikwad affairs 

The present expenses of the Go\emment. he said, were enormous, that 
the revenue remainrf uncollected, or was dissipated for useless purposes, and 
that the public accounts exhibited nothu^ but confusioT He acknowledged 
that the Arabs had assumed too great a share of power, and that the 
greatest part of the public treasury was spent on them , but when the 
busmess of Kadi was properly settled, many sibandi savings might be 
effected, and particularly by a great reduction of these troops He added 
that they had almost exhausted the treasury and reduced the Gaikwad to 
poverty Mangal Parekh spoke of Raoji's administration as creditable to 
himself and advantageous to the country 

He said that he had a late interview with the Arab jamadars and Ar<i6* 
would venture to promise that they were all ready to obey through me the 
Hon'ble Company’s commands , that he would cause them (and would do ^ 
this a]<o him<elf) to wnte letters to their subordinate jamadars at Ahmads 
bad and in the other forts belonging to the Gaikwad to the same effect , in 
short that he would bnag them to wait on me to revive from themselves a 
similar declaration Mangal stated that there are 500 Pindans his depend 
ants, with Eabaji’s army, unto whose jamadars he should wnte to obey my 
orders in every respect After promising these good offices, Mang^ 

Parekh deliver^ a letter addressed to the Governor at Surat, assuring 
him that he would be found always ready to execute any services he 
might be pleased to command 

Mangal Parekh, resuming the subject of Malhanao's conduct remark MaUmr 
ed that his disposition to prosecute the war with his own kindred was highly Wimcit 
culpable , that he formerly transacted business for this Chieftain at Baroda 
and has now m his possession several letters from him, dated not above 
4 months ago m which he requests him to become an umpire m this dispute 
and to settle his tribute through the channel of Raoji in such a scale or 
portion as might enable him to repay it by instalments complaining that the 
smallness of his revenues would not admit of a large disbursement at one 
penod These letters Mangal said, be would produce for my satisfaction 
and read them at a future meeting before me. 

The Parekh observed that Raoji was far from being a severe man . on 
the contrary too much openness and facility m his disposition were faults Z™**"*^ 
in his character , that the Diwan possessed the entire confidence of Anand 
rao and con'mlted in all things the case and tranquillity of the Gaikwad 
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Samd Parekh's overtures 

Saturday, 6th February In the evMung Samal Bechardas’ gumashta 
waited on me with a request from his master that I would allow him 
to-moiTow to bring five of the Arab jamadars to pay their respects. 

The gumashta delivered a lettCT from Samal to the Hon ble the Cover 
nor, expressing his willingness to serve the Company and to receive their 
orders , adding that his master would [tenie] in his own name, as he would 
cause also the jamadars of his party m theirs to write to all their fnends 
whether with Babaji or elsewhere, to put themselves under my direction 
Samal Parekh s visit 

Sunday, 1th February Samal Bechardas called at 1 o clock with 5 
Arab jamadars namely Mubarak Ben Said Muhammad Ben Ahmad 
Muhammad Mazkur, Said Salim and Ismail Gaity They were attended 
by a great number of their countrymen After the public ceremonies of 
introduction they severally declared their readiness to serve the Companj, 
and that they accounted me their brother They referred to the late state 
of afiairs in Arabia and Egypt, observed that tlieir countrymen and the 
English had be^ combating in the same cause but esrpressed themselves 
satisfied that peace was now concluded with the French They made some 
inquiries respecting the shenff of Mecca and observed that as their nation 
and the English were so closely connected they wished themsdves to depend 
on the Company for support Having made these professions, they re- 
quested leave to make each in their turn a small present which was accepted 

Samal Bechardas said that his agent at Surat had informed him of 
the Hon’ble the Coieraors politeness and attention to his representation n 
respect to a commeraal transaction at Cambay, and that he was now 
perfectly satisfied on that score 
Samal Parekh s itstl 

Sandfly 7lh February Mangal Parekh came privately to sec me and 
brought with him the letters that he referred to yesterday, which w«e 
read These were two letters frewn Malhanao expressive of his confidence 
m the Parekh and requesting his aid to assist him in discharging his tnbute 
and to employ his good offices in his behalf with the Baroda Administra 
tion Mangal also read two letters which he had wntten to his agents at 
Ahmadabad and with Babaji s army, instructing them to serve me by ewri 
means in the power 

During this conveisaticwi a chobdar of Anandrao arrived and pre- 
senting the Baja's compliments requested that Mangal Parekh might be 
considered as a friend entrusted with all his secrets and whose words were 
the same as his owti The Raja, therefore requested that I would hearken 
to whatever he should suggest towards the advantage of his State and affairs. 

Mangal Parekh now proceeded to state that the Raja s first desire was 
to take Kadi and to punish Malhanao. after which evco thing would pro 
coed quickly 

That It was only since the amval of the troops he amidcrrd himscJf 
firmly seated on the gadt and that he was afraid of the AralA that he 
had pven his free consent to the cwifmemcnt of Kanhoji but from a 
religious disposition and the kindness of his temper Amndrao was avrrw 
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to talk on the subject Raoji Appaji Mangil said, was a miniater of the 
Raja’s own choice, and the most perfert confidcacc subsisted between them , 
that the understanding of the Raja was not naturally defective, but im- 
paired by eccesswe smoking He maintamed that Anandrao enjoyed per- 
fect liberty and w'as always consulted on the measures of government, which 
were never put m execution until they received his acquiescence Alangal 
added that the Raja’s heart v/as good, as was his head m the mormng and 
after his noon’s sleep, but that at otlier times it was defective from the 
cause before mentioned 
Messenger to Raoji 

Sunday, 7th Febnieny I sent Aga Muhammad this morning to wait Pmji 
on Raoji, and m the presence of Kamal ud dm Khan to repeat the Hon bic Zw/i/h; 
the Governor s favourable disposition towards him Raoji seemed to receive 
this assurance with pleasure and said that he doubted not but everything 
would be managed for his advantage He observed that he felt very sensi 
bly his present distressed situation, but hojicd bj cur ass'«tance to repair 
It ^\'hea the Kadi business was settled, he expected to obtain a sufficient 
command of cash, and that everything would then turn for his advantage 
Kamal ud dm fortified Raoba m these hopes by assuring him that he might 
safely confide m the Govemers good intentions 

By the hands of a chobdar. with a written message m the Marathi 
tongue to keep the contents secret. I 'cnt the Hon ble the Gov emor s letter 
under date the 27th ultimo to Raoba 

risil to Anandrao 

Sunday, 7th February In tlie afternoon Gopalrao brought a message Hmtit 
from Anandrao, requesting that we would come to see him and honour his / 
Darbar with our presence on account of the Hindu festival named Vasant 
Panchami The Missions accepted this invitation and were received in 
due form 

The Raja had nearly the same appearance as on the former vnsit the 
Datbar was crowded, and every person 'cemed 'Efficiently attentive to the 
Prince , he was in a very good humour and told us that it was he who 
ordered Raoji to invite us to the festival a mark of kindness which he 
was anxious to let us understand proceeded from himself and for which 
he wished us to give him credit 

Anandrao earnestly requested that I would prevail on the Govemo'- riUsmg 
to write to his brother. Fatesing to mduce him to return to Baroda 

The Raja expressed the greatest affection for tins brother, and the 
Minister with the whole of the Datbar joined in a desire for his return 
declaring that all their troubles would then be at an end 

On this occasion we were introduced to a natural brother of the Raja rir/t7«/ 
named Bahantraa a young man of rather a heavy appearance, about IS 
years of age 

This was made our visit of leave and we separated from this Pnnee Lfmv 
with his prayers for our success -md grateful acknowledgments for the 
a«».vstat\cc extended to him 
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VfSit from SuUan Jaffir 

Monday 8//i February This morning early Sultan Jaffir, accom 
frtcnUy panied only by his confidential gumashta paid me a private visit This 
jamadar proceed to make the warmest professions of friendship and 
to express his reliance on the honour and justice of the English Govemmeat 
He had the apparent candour to <rf)set\e that before my arrival he with 
many ©there suspected our intentions to be hostile to their interests hu^ 
that now in respect to himsdf he was really convinced and satisfied that 
his apprehension was groundless 

Before the arrival of the troops Jaffir said that neither the people 
nor the sardars prc^rly reckoned Anandrao as their sovereign. That this 
Pnnee himself was fearful and could not be sure but that another revolu 
tjon might deprive him of the gadi TTiere weri) no longer however any 
doubts remaining on this head and everybody saw the lawful heir firmly 
fixed on the throne. 

Kanhoj^s The jamadar gave an account of the circumstances that attended Kan 
ctrreti- hoji s admirustotion and confinement He related that Anandrao ascend 
ed the masnad in regular succession withcait any disturbance that Kanhoji 
was at the time living in retirement and m disgrace or under the displeasure 
of his father At the time of Govmdraos death no person thought of this 
Pnnee, but Anandrao contrary to the advice of his friends called him from 
his privacy to assist him m the conduct of the government The first 
meetmg of the brothers was affectionate on both sides Anandrao addressed 
Kanhoji before a full Darbar and expressed his wish that he would under 
take the management of affairs He placed m his hands the sarkar seal 
and said that he confined everything to his care. Kanhoji made suitable 
professions of obedience and attachment Anandrao expressed a strong 
desire that they should live together and wished bis brother to take apart 
ments m hts own palace. This Kanhojf declined, and insisted on residing 
m another family house also within the walls of Baioda Thither he re 
paired and from that moment assumed the reins of government By degrees 
he threw off all respect for his brother and it was not long before he put 
him in confinement Here the jamadar observed the Arabs refused to be 
sentnes over their sovereign although they were passive and the usurper 
was obliged to employ Rirbiyas to guard Anandrao Kanhoji made a n’^w 
«eal and earned on the government m his own name The jamadar stated 
various acts of vicJoice of Kanhoji s and specified some of the moitificationa 
exerased towards Anandrao He was confined m a very small apartment 
but without irons His allowance of necessanes was scanty and he was 
refused sugar tobacco or whatever might be called limines Kanhoji pro 
ceeded to confine nany other members of his family and to deprive of 
their situations the old' servants of'Obvemment fle meditated an entire 
change in the sibandi and avowed an intention of reducing or discharging 
the Arab forces The confidents of Kanhoji Sultan Ja/fir said were low 
men and that from the habit of smdong ganja this P^ce was commonly 
m a state of intoxication which made him insensible for the greatest part 
of the day After suffering these abuses for several months the expression 
of discontent was universal and the Arabs b^nie particularly alarmed for 
themsehTS With the general <cn«ent they conspired against Kanhop and 
surrounding the palace n the mght made him prisoner They next released 
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At^andrao itplaced him on the gadi and acknov. lodged him lor Ihcit lawful 
pnnce 

Kanhoji was brought before his brother who reviled him in a full 
Darbar and rising from his seat with his own hands depnvcd him of his 
sword for JafFir said although the Arabs had secured the person of Kan 
hoji they had committed no violence upon it and left him m possession 
of his arms Anandrao ordered his brother from his presence and to be 
closely confined It was then debated where the pnsoner should be detain 
ed in custody It was at first proposed to keep him at Baroda but JafFir 
observed that he saw there would be no quiet in that case and at liis 
«uggestton Kanhoji was removed to the fort of Ranpur where he still 
remains under charge of his Arabs and those of \ ehya Ben Can Jafllr 
affirmed that the Pnnce is treated with as much humanity as his case will 
admit that hts expenses daily exceed 6 Rupees that he is pi.rmitted to 
walk about the house m which he is confined and that the weight of his 
irons IS less than 2 seers. The jamadar said it was necessary to restrain his 
appetite for intoxicating drugs as he was under their influence abusive and 
vident that he had been known to have smoked 2 <eers of ganja m a day 
In respect to the safety of Kanhoji s life the jamadar assur^ me it was in 
no danger and pledg^ himself for his persinal safety I gave Jaffir to 
understand that his credit was at stake that if Kanhoji was put to deaJi

Sultan Jaffir on taking leave requested that I would accept a sword 
as a particular token of his fnendship

netted with the Baroda Government came to wait on me previous to my 
dttiarture (or Cambay 

Ah the indisMJijals nf this assembly' made sujtahle decbjaJjons of sub- 
serviency to the Company and the pnncipal persons were dismissed with the 
customary khilats The jamadars on taking leave repeated their former 
professions of attachment and goodwill and insistoJ on sending with us a 
detachment of Arabs. 

At the request of M»t Kamal ud-dm I made him a visit at his own 
house where he requested my acceptarm of a sword 

The Diwan, Raoji Appaji and the principal officers of Government ac 
compamed the hlission to the distance of a few miles from Baroda 
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Before we separated, the Pardchs and Sultan Jaffir gave me the letters 
they had promis^ to the Arab jamadars with Babaji, desinng them to 
place themselves under my direction 

Letters N B — On the morning of the day that I left Baroda, Raoji Appaji 
gave me letters from the Raja, addressed to the different Chiefs with the 
army under his brother

the pain 1 bore, and would have cau<^ m philanthropic feelings like yours, 

Sir, a most unpleasant sensibility, which rather than gne I chose a silence 
m tity adversity 

I anivcd here. Sir, from Jamnagar on the 15th November and feel 
much pleasure m informng you that I was well received by the Pnnee 
The terms on which 1 am at present entertained are deemed but moderate 
(500 Rupees monthly), however Sir a recurrence to my late state of un 
certainty and itinerancy made me more than happy to embrace them , and 
a» I came with but very few attendants, I ihiijc mj’sclf fortunate in hat 
ing such an immediate provision made lor roe Sad experience has taught 
me how little the promises of the natives are to be depended on but I find 
Malharrao an exception to their general character and that he imiolably 
observes a strict adhc'cnrs to his engagements with Europeans, for whom 
he pisssmglj- sftows a great parfiaflty 

The troops m pay here arc various (Arabs arc not aitcrtained) and WaVutrt 
amount to ahout twenty thousand under the command of Ammtrao, who 
has been joined by Shivram with eight hundred men who it seems previ 
ous to his engagement here, had great overtures made him from Raoba at 
Baroda All who come, whether horse or foot meet with employ An 
attack on Baroda and the rdease of Kanhoji I consider to be in agitation , KanhniCs 
but as the forces to be employed have neither order nor regularity, how rcUase 
far they may be equal to any great design you. Sir. v/ill readily conceive. 
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infornut My opinion IS Sir that fifteen hundred disciplined men would be equal to 
* more than can possibly be effected by the numerous rabble under Amratrao 
and Shivram 

Further, with respect to myself Sir I have an order from the Pnnee 
to raise a thousand men But as he withholds the advance necessary for 
«uch a latitude, and the shroffs being unwilling to furnish it (probably alike 
fearful of trusting me to the extent required) I am doubtful of profiting 
by his offer 

Excusci I will not offer anything in aperfogy Str, for my abrupt departure from 
Surat as due necessity caused it 1 am well aware Sir, that the service I 
am in will not be viewed (by many} as the most respectable I shall how 
ever endeavour to show myself an honour to it and doubt not of acquinng 
credit elsewhere with the means of providing for my family 

Permit me Sir to offer myself to your best service m this quarter, 
nothing would give me greater pleasure than the paying attention to any 
commands you might think me worthy of m your ministerial or private 
capacity to which latter I have now taken the liberty of addressing my 
self Favour me with your good wishes and allow me to remain.

attentiOTi from Afalharra<A that prove truly beahng to the distressed nimd 
I lately bore. I received an order now two months since to entertain a 
thousand men, from whom he promised me a handsome establishment, I 
have, however, Sir, made little or no advance in it , the persons about me 
are just sufficient for the guard of my tents at night, in the whole about 50 
persons. My pay and allowances are now about SOO rupees moithly 
I must here, Sir, beg leave to add that I eicult in the honour you have 
done me. and pledge myself to a aue observance of the postsenpt of your 
letter, my ^ty to Government I cannot be unmindful of, Sir , and no one 
wishes more ardently for the good opiruon of its ministers than does,

By following this 
conduct Malharrao would at once be able to disprove the ^umnies of his 
adversaries and to avail hirmtlf of the English protection, who are only

Your two letters dated the 5th of January reached here the 13th in- 
stant , and their contents heartily pleased me, as advising that you had 
an interview with the Honble the Governor, and that thereon battalions, 
guns, gunpowder, ammunition, etc warlike stores m suffiaent quantity were 
shipprf on board on the 7th January, which will amve speedily An 
action with the enemy took place, and our success was manifested through 
the whole territory, by which has been created much happiness to our 
State Therefore it is advisable that we should take patience so as that we 
may completely remove the enemy, ^ is also your wish Baba Saheb 
(that is Raoba) u«ed frequently to send for cair perusal all your letters, 
by which we w'ere regularly m possession of your progress. Therefore, 
j6ian Saheb, to your negt^tion with the Company and the ties of friend 
ship subsisting between them and the sarkar is to be ascribed the desirable 
tcTm.naUon of your labour with the countenance you received from H'S 
Honour, which is hi^iy pleasing to everyrme. All this intelligence piercss 
into the enemy's heart and has thrown him into the greatest oonsteroa- 
tion , and accordingly letters have been written to the sardar (Mr Seton) 
with a request to conceal his shame and to save him from an imminent 
danger ; but the sardar is wise and no doubt will reply as is requisite 
We need not therefore fear Intngues will not succeed m the Company's 
Darbar , and these same letters ttw sardar has been pleaded to send fof

Mangal Parekh and Samal Parekh and other shroffs have received RMiar 
letters from Kadi mentiomng that Malharraos army has retired from 
whence they were and entered Kadi which it is not known whether to as 
cnbe to the coming of the English or to the resolution taken by the Arab 
jamadars to have one action before the English joined On Raoba s heating 
this news he sent for me and said that perhaps this retreat was owing to 
the letter that Muncherji had advi<ed him of the Governor s having written 
to the said Malharrao Raoji however added that he should not himself 
write to Surat till h“ heard from Babaji of the stale of things on the spcA 
which he had not yet done and that when he received the intelligence a 
*peedy dispatch should in one day be made to Surat 

It was Babajis intention to advance on Monday the 18th and take

Referring to my letter of yesterday I have to mention that the Diwanji 
having s«it for me asked whether any letter had arrived from you 
cause night and day his eyes were turned towards the Gov'emor and that 
news might reach that the troops had left Surat for Cambay when alone 
his mind would be at rest 

On the 15th of January the Kadi army leaving its station at Kalol Mailtars 
proceeded towards Kadi but halted at the distance of 3 kos on the right 
In Malharraos array there is a J^ty ( a man of that caste) whose 

business it is to give the seat Imuharta'*] or happy moment for acting 
and this person havmg told Malharrao that it was necessary to go 3 kos 
back Malharrao attending to his predictiori, retreated acowdingly and 
afterwards Babaji advancing took up the ground that Malharrao had quit 
ted at 9 at night on Sunday the 17th of January Babaji settled with his 
officers that it was fit to attadc the enemy on Monday the 18th Janu 
ary as Babaji accordingly wrote to Raoba m a letter that arrived on the 
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19th of January Should an. action have thence ensued you shall be 
immediately advised thereof 

The Diwanji noticing that no doubt you must have visited the Cover 
nor desired that you should quickly write the particulars as tending: to 
reassure and ease his own mind He desired also that you would procure 
an order for his relation Sakharam the sareubah of the athavisi to be 
pemutted to come in to visit the Governor and to placs his (Sakharam s) 
hand in that of the Governor and to represent to the latter that he diould 
consider Sakharam as his own attached di^iendant and as such worthy of 
his favourable r^rd ^ 

There came into the vicinity of Patan 4(X) horsemen and 300 foot of 
the Sikh tribe The person in charge there wrote a letter to Babaji inti 
mating his su«p aons that tbe«e Sikhs might be proceeding to the assistance 
of Malharrao wherefore he had intercepted them in their progress and 
asking the Sikh chief whither they are proceeding the latter had answered 
that he and his followers were in search of service which being reported to 
Baba]i the latter sent for this Sikh chief and he came accompanied with 
another Sikh and they have entered into Babaji s service on the security 
of the Arab jamadars 

By a letter from Motiram on Wednesday afternoon it appears diaC 
on the 16th of January Ramrao of Patan takmg post at the village of 
Dhinoj he was there attacked by 3 000 of the Kadi troops detached from 
the village of Mehsara whidi ended in 150 of the enemy being put to 
death whereas on the side of Ramrao only 1 horseman was kill^ ana 
2 wounded

Khan Saheb the dday in the arrival of the troops from Bombay 
caused the enemies to raise unexpected tales by which grief and doubts 
have grown in my mind At present the coming of the Hon ble the Cover 
por IS resolved and on his arrival the troi^ from Surat will be dispatched 
all which has more perturbed my mind than I can express while the 
knowledge of sending for the troops is become public, no delay should be 
had m their amval As for my personally waiting on His Honour who 
has been so kindly pleased towards me to direct it and to take the trouble 
himself of coming as far as Surat where an interview and intercourse are 
promised between us I therefore without the loss of a moment oupjit to 
set out and be present there, accompamed with 2 jamadars. Indeed this 
tras my hearty wish and my inclination leads me to it But alas just 
now in what a base situation am I placed as the Goddess knows Tumults 
arise on all the four sides to overcome which the Hon ble the Governor's 
support 13 one aid and another our fidelity to the Sovereign in which 
confidence I pass my days otherwise it risks the loss of my cred t Thus 
previous to and to prevent my quitting this place every impediment is 
practised and in my absence I do not toow what doubts may enter into 
Iheir hearts and what steps they may undertake, on which no reliance 
can be placed Another arcumstance prevents me. and that is \that\ my 
brother Babaji is in the fidd and it w necessary I should supjsort hm 
Our army in conjunction with all the jamadars is by the fainur of the 
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Goddess and the Sovereign’s united ; and I ima^nc that in a few days an 
action will take place , or we will advance from Kalol to Kadi, during 
which who will assist for the suw'ly’' 

The Company’s promised aid should be afforded as soon as possible ; S'ctd of 
for whiefi many days elapsing, people thence indulge their fancies, saying 
that Malharrao’s proposals are dso before the Hon ble the Governor, who 
IS fa\ourably di«po®cd towards both parties and intrigues are carrying on 
m Surat by Gajrabai and Gane<hp3nt, etc., who give out that the troops 
and the Hon ble the Governor are coming for the purpose of assisting them , 
to which effect letters have already been received here by all the jamadars, 
and a Parsi kayat or writer, an impudent fellow, has bem sent to carry on 
intngues, insinuating that the Hon’ble the Governor is coming for the sake 
of the other party, and advising that they should meanwhile release Kan- 
hoji and let him ascend the masnad, and to imprison us, for that Shnmant 
(le. Anandrao) is senseless. This kayat is talking also m several other 
ways so as to lead them to bdieve that what he says is matter of fact , 
some times he says, at la't the Hon ble the Governor will arrive and see 
Kanhoji restored, when what greatness of yours will remain’ holding out 
also the temptation of money and using the medium of letters, etc Copy 
of one goes enclosed for His Honour’s information, from which you will 
leam all the circumstances 

These incendiaries even pretend that, if the Governor ^all not settle intnsues 
the matter, they themselves wilt bring troc^ so as to punish our sides , 
all this excites doubts and fluctuations Hya (Yehya) and Sultan Jafiir 
are yet firm m their resolution towards us . but at the critical moment, 
how they may conduct themselves there is no certainty of. everyone form 
mg the ideas of intrigues and doubts how far can the encouragement and 
ease ol mind be maintained under these cwcumsiances ’ how can my com 
mg down be effected ’ 

Of which Sir, you are to consider and thereon set forth to the Hon'ble RaojCs 
the Governor that I have placed m every respect my reliance on him , since 
which my character and discredit entirdy rest with His Honour, either to ** proinise 
, be forfeited or saved But, whenever the hope and encouragement given 
of the expi^ition against Kadi shall be realised and after receiving the 
same into his possession, I shall with great pleasure attend personally m 
His Honour’s service , and in so doing His Honour s humanity will be 
famous throughout the world and thereafter whatever order the Hot ble 
the Governor will issue, it shall be with due obedience earned into effect 
by me , and our sarkar's objects are also to be kept m view conformably 
to the articles of agreement to be granted us by the Hon ble the Governor , 
of all which an affinnation fisl to be secured beforehand Previais 
to my interview with His Honour, every point must be finally conduded , 
and just now we are to be only engaged to defray the monthly charge of 
the troops 

As to a British commanding officer coming this way, and after effecting Walkers 
the condolence or matampiursi towards the Shnmant proceeding into the 
field, this might do very well , but, whilst he is on his way. I know not 
what improper impressions may be made on the minds of the lU indmed , 
and, when they see him enter here at the head of 2 or 4 hundred men, 
then they undoubtedly will change their colours. 'Therefore to avoid all 
these observations, )cu will exert first your influence to bnng with you 
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solely Aga Muhammad Sahdb for condolence or matampursi m the same 
way as he has been here last tune and the commanding officer at the 
head of the troops, must proceed unmediatdy to Cambay Bar By this 
no ones heart will flutter But in ca^e the Hon ble the Governor deans 
it most advisable to send the commanding officer this way he can safely 
do it if accompamed cmly with few followers and with instructions that 
after matampursi or condolence, he proceed directly to the field which 
being fully agreed on let him repair hither with all expedition no delay 
should be caused in his arrival to guard against sustammg shame.

Coiernof’j remarks 

Upon the receipt of the preceding Ictltr from Raoji, the Ctncrnoi 
c(prcs<cd to Bapu Khotc. the vakil oi Kama! ud din. through whom it 
was rc£ei>cd, his disapprobation of some part of the style of it, as not 
sulTicicnily guarded and respectful, whilst to Sorabji, the sakil of Mun

Hostile Not havmg received any letter from you for two or three days, I 
encounter serious thought , give orders therefore to write me particularly The 

news of this place is that on the night of the 5th instant (4th February) 
bemg Tuesday, the enemy with intention of taking our troops by surprise 
took post at the village of Shurtha, situated at the distance of a fcos and 
a half from our army, and thence sent rocketmen, and caused them to 
throw rockets , but those on our part, who were in the entrenchments and 
on the look out, being alert they immediately threw rockets m return, which 
reaching them Muhammad Abud fired the gun he commanded , on which 
the horsemen of our entrenchment having risen up with noise, they became 
alarmed, and instead of throwing more rockets, Je/l those they had on 
the ground and ran away on hearing the rockets We advanced one kos 
from the army and stood from three to seven o’clock m the morning , and, 
after having procured intdligcnce of their retreat, returned to our camp 
The day after or the 6th (5th Fdiniary) being Wednesday, they by the

on each other from about four in the afternoon to about eight o’clock in 
the evening , on our part the fire had been very heavy, and being still 
continued, thar courage failed and they retreated On their ceasing to 
return our fire, fifty or sixty horsemen and rocketmen with rockets ad- 
vanced about one kos and n^uraed with notice that they had gone direct 
to their camp I afterwards caused entrenchments to be raised, which I 
divided into four stations . and having placed Uicrcin guns companies, etc 
with horse patrols.

In ease I am not so fortunate as to gam advantage 
and a good name, what can the Governor do? But, if his intention was 
by joining the two armies to show force and make peace without taking 
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Uie fort of Kadi wherefore did he himself com^ and labour, and send a 
sufficient force and great sardais’ The former is arrived at Cambay 
and the latter at Baroda With joy I wrote letters to our vakils at 
Poona and Ujjain to inform the Shrimant and Alijah Bahadur that the 
Company Bahadur had sent great sardars with sufficient forces to defeat 
the enemy and to preserve the prosperity of the government of the Shri 
mant Senakhaskhel Previous to our writing letters of joy had arrived from 
Poona and from the army of Alijah Bahadur Letters were before written 
to Alijah Bahadur for assistance.

that previous to the receipt of his letters the Hon ble the Governor had

This was my wish also but the Honble Company s troops not having 
moved and your having desired every hostile measure between us and the 
Kadikar to cease, has m some degree prevented it because the Kadi pec^ile 
do notwithstanding attack us every now and then and we have beaten 
them off 1 am not a little surprised to see the English troops, having 
been at Cambay now upwards of a fortmght, and do not move Mr Hoi 
ford s munshi came there and after having some conference with sora? 
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of the officers of this Government went to Kadi This has caused a 
great rumour m the place and given all the people reasons to reflect 
and form their own suppositions agreeable to their respective wishes 
the consequence of whidi is that the troops are all very clamorous and 
insist upon the discharge of the arrears of their pay Without satisfying 
them in scrnie manner I cannot be free I wrote to you some days ago 
I was very happy to leam by Kama! ud-din Husam Khan s letter that 
you were safely arrived at Cambay and I am now endeavouring to come 
and pay my resfrcts to you All the jamadars who are now sitting in 
dharna are also willing to come with me but they cannot get themselves 
clear of the sepoys, who are very clamorous on account of their demands 
on the sarkar for the arrears of thar pay I have however made some 
arrangements with the shroffs of this place to raise the amount necessary 
for this purpose, and hc^ to be able to settle the whole m the course 
of three or four days when I shall do myself the pleasure to come and 
pay my respects to you Previous to this I shall dispatch Sorabji who 
will on his arrival acquaint you with every circumstance As you have 
arrived at Cambay I make no doubt that you will order Major Walker 
to march with all the troops now at that place You have taken a great

Gujarat disturbances 

Read the following accounts procured from different local interests 
of the present disturbances in the Gujarat 

A'o 1 Account receited at Sural on the 14M of February 1802 from 
Hartehand 

Hanchands relation (the said Handiand being the father in law of 
Murarrao Gaikwad in «rrrespondence with Malharrao and a purvoe in 
the Surat custom house) After confining Kanhojt which took place in 
January, 1810 Babaji proceeded with troops to the river Mahi for muluk 
gin to make his collections, and then he claimed the arrears fresn Mai 
harrao who replied that he Tfoald not pay them to the servant but 
that when Kanhoji should be out of confinonent he will pay In the 
course of these jiroceedmgs Mukundrao on 19th March 1801 absconded 
in consequence of Raoba s having stepped his provisions and [havmg] 
mtended to send him under confineinent to the castle called Goondy War 
pur Upon the receipt of this notice Mukundrao with his family ran 
away to Ranpura where Raoba sent troops he thm fled to Angaree 
where he seized on the ornaments of gold and silver belongmg to the 
image Devakaraji and employed some troops upon which Babajis army 
went against him A battle happened ^ere, and Mukundrao betook 
himself to Kadi Babaji wrote to MaSiarrao asking how he ventured to 
keep thar ckor (or thief) with him and otdenng him to be sent im 
mediatdy or that otherwi«e he would come to fight against Kadi Mai 
tartao replied that all the Gaikwads were their (Babas family s) chors 
and that he was ready if Babaji wished to aane Since which Malharrao

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Ao 2 Kainal ud dms occotoU of the ougtn and progress of the troubles 
uttk Malharrao as far as is mtkm the personal knowledge and of the twie

II r a Xhe business of Malharrao used during my late brothers lifdinte 

’’ (who was killed at the siege of Ahmadabad in 1800) to be transacted 
through him and once before by reason of the non realisation of the 
assignment to a merchant of the Bohra caste the Maharaja Govindrao 
deceased expelled Malharrao s karkun from Baroda Upon the kar 
kuns advising Malharrao of this a letter was thence received by my 
brother desiring him to retain the karkun with himsdf and he accor 
dingly remained m the suburbs At that period Shelukar's disturbance 
arose and the karkun proceeded to Kadi whence there arrived again at 
Ahmadabad another karkun named Gangajipant and through my late 
brother he paid his respects to Raoji and held discussions to the purport 
of procuring some reduction m the amount of his payments from Govmd 
rao and Raoji also eigaged to tnterest himself wi^ the Raja for that 
purpose At this penod my late brother was slam and when on that 
occasion I arrived at Baro^ (m June 1800) J heard that the affairs 
of Malharrao had been usually transacts through him and in 
consequence Malharrao likewise sent me various letters and refemng to 
the former services my brother had rendered him, and of his being 
the said Malharrao s bhandan or surety wherefore he desired I should 
continue to act m the same capaoty to which I replied m a suitable way 
After this when on the death of Raja Govindrao the state of affairs 
assumed another aspect letters still continued to arnve from 
Malharrao to me and to Kaoji through the pandit aforesaid desiring some 
ditnmution of the yearly tribute But to this Raojt would not agree 
but at my instance he ccnsented to a decrease in it for one year only 
on condition of his (Malhanaos) paying up the whole of the arrears 
that were due from several years To this however the said Malharrao 
would pay no attention, and kqjl only writing that he expected a decrease 
of 15000 Rupees per annum for every year in like manner as Raoji had

Do you therefore write to him I did so accordingly setting forth 
to him how murii I was exposed to the censure of Goiemment by his 
(Malharrao s) acting so muA in deri^tion of my secuntyship so as to 
thiraten disturbances, such as stood suffiaentiy indicated by his entertain 
mg of troops, by his asylum to Mukundrao and by the departure of his 
karkun without leave from Baroda whidi the latter could not have done 
without bemg so directed To this an answer came that he (Mukundrao) 
had been retamed at Kadi merdy to prevent his go ng elsewhere to create 
disturbances and that his entCTtainuw troops was onlj for the parpos^ 
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of a warfare he was engaged in with the Kolis and that the karkun had 
come away without his lea\-e and that he had no intention of anywhere 
exceeding nor would go bej-ond the written articles or treaty But when 
the news reached of Malharraos still increasing his forces, and that it 
plainly appeared Malharrao had other intentions, then by order of the 
GoN’emment 3 creditable persons were dispatched to him vtz one on my 
part and another on that of the jamadars and a third on behalf of 
the Raja of Mandhera with instructions to proceed to the spot and leam 
his real mtentions to the end that if he re^ly determined on hostilities 
the deeds of our bhandari or suretyship might be brought away But 
when they amved at Kadi Malharrao meditated to secure their persons 
so that these envoys were fain to manage so as to effect their escape 
and the very day they left that place they heard a salute which on 
inquiry they learnt to be m joyous enunaatioo on the part of Malhar 
rao of his having made himsdf master through treachery of the fort of 
Visnagar War being thus decidedly declared by Malharrao we then beg^n 
on our part to take our precautions and You Sir are ycurself appnsed 
of all the sequel I have thus related the truth to the best of my re- 
membrance and now that Raoji is himsdf coming he will be able to 
explain all further particulars. Kamalud-din being further questioned 
on the subject of the preceding narrative says that the peshlcash or revenue 
payable by Malharrao is 1 20 000 Rupees per annum, and that it was 
in part of this that he wished to obtain a deduction As to the original 
aitidea of the engagement subsisting between Malharrao and the Gaikwad 
State he (Kamal ud dm) refers to R»>ba having himsdf no copy there- 
of that he (Kamal ud dm) is not aware that Malharrao made any appli 
cation for a deduction durmg the short period of Kanhoji s administration 
and he is even inclined to think that there then existed no correspondence 
between them that Kanhoji was first confined on the 11th of Ramaan 
1216 of the Hijra (answering to the 27th of January 1801) and that 
4 months thereafter Babaji proceeded on the mululcgin but had advanced 
no further than towards Cambay and Petlad when the insurrection on 
the part of Malharrao broke out previous to which Malharrao had no 
doubt been on mulukgin for his revenue, but not for any excess on it 
of all which Raoji can further explain the minutiae.

Gopalrao the vakil and relation of Raoji Appaji who accompanied Raiyt 
Kamal ud din to Bombay being sent here from Baroda tlic Governor ttiajvd 
had this forenoon a private conference with him wherein he was profuse 
in expressions apparently sincere as to the grateful attachment and obc 
dicncc of Raoji who lamented that the trouble he had been lately mvolv 
ed in, and still continued m some degree to experience prevented him 
from waiting so soon upon the Governor as ht could wish , but Uiat when 
he came and had told his story, he would cordially agree to whatever 
the Governor might desire, as neither havmg nor dcsinng to have any 
other guide or protector in evidence of which he had commissioned 
him (Gopalrao) to place as his proxy his turban at the Governors feet 
which was done accordingly Gc^Irao added that since his leaving 
Baroda the day before j’esterday a further obstruction had occurred to 
Raobas speedy arrival (as explained in a letter just received by Gopil) 
from the death of the mother of the local agent of the firm of Khushal

I have neither been negligent m any res 
peel, nor shall I bt , and accordingly at this lime 1 have used the utmost 
exertion m discharging tlic points adverted to in the Coixmors and in 
ycur letter, and have impressed on Malharrao in every way, both m gentle 
and forcible expressions, the substance of their contents 5 nor under yx>ur aus 
pices have these endeavours of mine failed to produce their full effect

close to a cnsis 

Malharrao has given vmUen orders under his seal and signalure for naVar 
delivering up the fort of Visnagar and has appLed for an escort to bring 
him here, notwithstanding which he has been detected in an attempt made 
from all that appears at the same momeit to draw over the Arabs to his 
side and to place Kanhoji cn the masnad 

Although the Arabs lately proved very troublesome to Raoba for 77a Arabs 
their pay m the manner set forth by hinself in the accompanying letter to 
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Sorabji, they seem still entitled to the prai«e of steadiness to his cause, 
notwithstanding all the endeavours of Malhanao and of Kanhoji's party 
to inspire them with dread of the mischief to themselves, that is indus- 
triously predicted to them to be the infallible consequences of our present 
interposition 

Whether it be on this account or from any other inducement, Raoba 
has of late intimated to me through Gopalrao, his agent here, that under 
the awe, with which the arrival of the English troops has impressed them, 
he has received the strongest assurance of future good behaviour and dutiful 
deportment from the Arabs, who have professed themselves devoted to per- 
form the service of the Gaikwad s sarkar in the like submissive manner as 
m the times of the late Fatesing on pam of being dismissed and dealt with 
as Raoba shall think fit From this oimmunication it seems probable that

Maiiiars Your favout of the 2nd came to hand the evening of the 3rd, when 1 
noticed the receipt and subject of it to Malharrao, who appeared highly 
satisfied He has in consequence been busied m calling here from his camp 
the Kolis (both horse and foot) and dispatching them to the several villages 
to which they belong, feanag (hat by continumg them as under his orders 
they would in his absence from this place commit depredattoas on the 
Baroda terntwies.

VuiMgar The messenger dispatched to Malharrao on the evening of the 6th 
did not return until last night 

A person of the name Dayaldas the Desai of Kapadvanj, was deputed 
by that Pnnce and produced a seowd dusluck conveying a cession in very 
express terms of the fort of Visnagar This person was accompanied by 
a harkaraf of Malharrao charged with a verbal message to Sheo Punwur, 
the killadar of Visnagar, directing him to obey the dustuck when it should 
be presented to him without any delay 

Maffurrt Dayaldas informed me that it was his Master’s intention to set out 
efcert on his journey on the lOth and that he expected the e«cOft would meet 
him on the same day at Kalol 

I told Dayaldas that the escort had been ready for some days and 
should proceed this monung 1 also acquainted him that I should send 
proper people to receive charge of the fort of Visnagar according to the 
terms of the dustuck. 

VahTs But iJayaldas had hardly received these assurances when he began to 
express apprehensions for the safety of his Master and to signify doubts 
even of his intentions. The fears of this agfsit seemed to be exated by an 
inroad of a party of Babaji s hoise into the Kadi territory, where they were 
alleged to have plundered several villas and to have earned off some of 
the inhabitants 

An account of this occurrence had been reported to me before the 
amval of the Desai, and I had sent for Babaji to inquire into the affair 
It appeared from the relation of this Chief that a small body of his caralrj' 
were sent out in the morning to collect forage from the country of Malhar 
raa which he affirmed had been all along practised and was an establislied 
right exercised m the time of peace since the straw and grass belonged to 
them m sovereignty 

Without entenng mto a discussion of this right, I directed Babaji to 
wave it at present and to be careful that no act was committed under his 
authority tending to create a renewal of hostilities or likely to interrupt 
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the peaceable termination of the dispute Babaji promised implicit obc 
dicnce 

But I made this assurance in view to MaUurraos vaki! who con 
tinued extreme!) alarmed and dissatisfied His conduct seemed to me so 
unreasonable and hesitatmj; that I dismissed him with an intimation to 
this eflecL 

In the ttvomtUK Mirza Mmed who had convereed with the vnkil in sfaW ar 
the course of the rught declared that he was now doubtful of Malhanaos “".nw 
performing his promise of proceeding to Cambay for he observed on 
attentnxly mquinng of Dayaldas the reason why he had not brought any 
letter from his Master he learnt that Malhirrao instead of disbanding his 
troops, was daily entertaining and raising more 

Sidi Ambar Khojee the vakil said had joined him with 500 horsemen 
and 15 companies of Pathans haw arrived from Godra 

Mirxa Ahmed was of opinion that wre should come to a knowledge of 
the tmth by making an attempt m virtue of the dustuck to take poesession 
of Visnapr by sending a horseman and a careful person on the part of the 
Company to receive charge of the fort Should this be refused or resisted 
It would in cither case be an indication of hostility as the contrary wixild 
be of a tncndly disposition 

On calling the vakil Da)‘aldas before me he appeared m a humour as l 
unpromising as the night before 

He complained vehemently of the plunder of the villages and that 
this had happened at a time when they expected secunty from our arrival 
He brought some of the inhabitants to my tent who said that they had 
lost some bullocks and would point out where A of their countrymen were 
forably detained m Dabajis camp I *ent immediately to Babaji and 
obtained their release These men when exanuned allowed the right to 
exact grass and straw but alleged that they had been hardly treated on 
this occasion. They were delivered into the hands of the vakil and appear 
ed to depart satisfied 

The conversation with the vakil wras continued while he constantly Agreefntni 
declared that Malharrao was a servant of the Company and ready to obey 
their orders he expressed his fear and distrust of Babaji 

He said that all his apprehensions would be removed if I favoured him 
with a meeting, and propos^ that I should go for that purpose to a place 
called Sayej within a short distance of Kald 1 objected to this unless 
his Master first recalled all his forces in that camp to Kadi I proposed to 
receive Malharrao either m the camp at Adalaj or to move the detachment 
to any mtermediate place between this statKxi and Kalol After a very 
tedious discussKKi the vakil seemed to be satisfied and promised to make 
a faithful report to Malharrao 

In regard to the reduction of his forces Dayaldas said that this was Manutrs 
not possible immediately The want of cash to pay the arrears due to the /ows 
new levies prevented it but that when the Pnnee had a meeting with the 
Covwnor his credit would be restor^ and he would then be able to find 
secunty to liquidate all the demands against him He denied that Mai 
harrao had entertained any add tional force> lately The men from Godhra 
and those under Sidi Ambar had come he said m consequence of an old

i>rojvsai the fear* of Babajis armj , and when I propped that Malhairao’s 

people should fall back from to Kadi, this agent made a similar 
request for removing our allies to an equal distance. He was told that 
it became Malharrao to cwnply in the first place, beause it was required 
of him, and because it was necessary that he should afford this previous 
proof of his disposiPon to subnut The agent was informed that, when his 
Master had convmced me of this disposition I should in a few da>-s dis 
patch Babaji with ail his forces on mulukgin who was on his part anxious 
to proceed on this service 

Upon this assurance and on receiving a letter explaining the measures 
I had taken to check the future irregulanties of Babajis army, the vakil 
said that he would immediatdy go to Kadi and learn from Ma^rrao whe- 
ther he would meet me between this place and Kalol by moving first his 
army to Kadi or after the meeting, m which case the E^lish camp would 
take a more advanced position tl^ the pre<ait. 

Bahijt Babaji was lounediately informed of the result of this conference and 
ffgms of my intention to send an escort to conduct Malhamo to Cambay , as also 
to dispatch an English officer to receive possession of Visnagar, who would 
be instructed to ddiver the fort over to the person appointed by the Baroda 
Government to take charge of it 

Babaji agreed immediately to appoint a person to this charge and 
made no other observation than that the measure would occasion a delay 
of 7 or 8 da>s and produce a state of inactivity which would prove pro

^ of making Malharrao decide. I matched the detachment into his temtones 
on the 11th instant 

I thought that there were apparently just grounds for susjsecting the 
intentions of this Pnnee, and that his conduct evinced either a very strong 
degree of distrust or a determination to gam time by delay This latter 
conclusion was strengthened by the advice which I received of troops having 
arrived from several quarters to reinforce his army 

That he might not however be too much alarmed and to put to the 
test whether the confidence, which his a^ts professed he placed m u» 
was real I moved without any of the allies I was certain that this measure 
involved no nsk and that it would be impossible after* the Baroda troops 
passed the frontier to repress their irregularities which would put an end to 
all hopes of accommodation 

tKiOiar s I ateirea’ tfle iJteai £7hyaibh?f ia apprise i^fkiilarTinj oi' trte march or' 
a Ugate jjjg detachment and prevailed on this agmt to accompany me On arriving 
at this camp the D^i departed to uiform his Master of the circumstance 
and return^ in a few hours with a re^iectable looking jamadar This 
person said that he was sent by the Prince to receive my commands and 
to Imow my pleasure with respect to an interview offering if it was agree- 
able to me, toat Malharrao should arrive m the English camp before the 
evemng I declined this prt^iosal (sduch the lateness of the day would 
hardly have permitted had there bem any necessity for it) and appointed 
this morning to receive the visit of the iVince 
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The greater part of the day however was consumed in messages and Porters 
It was not until 4 o’clock m t^ aftetnootv Out I revived notice of the 
approach of Malharrao Shortly after this Mr Parker arrived with the 
complinverts of the Pnnee and to inform me that he was on his way I 
desired Captain Williams to return with hir Parker to acquaint Malhar 
rao that it would be inconvenient to enter the English camp with a great 
number of horse . but that they might remain without our pickets and I 
should myself come forward to conduct their Chief 

In about half an hour more the Diwan amved from Malharrao to 
apprise me that his Master was neat and would be presently tti my tent 

this informatKBi I proceeded with a few ofllars and a small guard to 
meet the procession. This intcrvnew to<* place about two miles from camp 
where there was a shamiana which had been pitched for the purpose. 

When Malharrao saw me he left his palanquin and advanced on foot 
He appeared extremely embarrassed and alarmed After the usual cere 
monies of introduction instead of proceeding immediately to camp the 
Prince, and much more urgently hia Ministers observed that night was 
approaching and that the situation we were in was equally inconvenient 
for a fnend/y conversation ft was in vain that I reminded them that 
this visit would be imperfect unless it tock place under the circumstances 
of their public promises. I perceived that this only tended to encourage 
theif apprehensions, and that the fruits of the interview might not be lost 
by a too punctilious behaviour on my part I consented although with con 
siderable reluctance that it should be held under the shamiana 

It was impossible to expect much would be gamed from a conversation Moiiuir 
in this situa’ion mKnabts 

The subjects ot the present diflerences were generally touched on 
Malharrao said that as the older Gaikwad he had a right to interfere in 
the affairs of the family and observed that as I had been at Baroda I 
must have seen their distracted state. He was told that the Company 
were the guardians and protectors o( the Gaikwad family and especially of 
the descendants of Fatesing and Govmdrao That he might expect to 
partiapate in this protection but it was necessary he should pay a due 
obedience to the supenor branch which sat <wi the masnad at Baroda 
When he had evinc^ this disposition and submitted to the Hon ble the 
Governor’s orders he would be preserved in aU his just nghts Malharrao 
observed that he required no more than this and if it were worthwhile to 
repeat professions which have hitherto been made to little effect he was 
as profuse in his declarations of obedience to the Company as might be 
expected from a vassal to his superior 

Some presents were offered which I at first refused but as Malharrao Preset is 
urgently solicited their acceptance and as I observed that the refusal occa 
sioned a general disappointment I allowed them to be presented from the 
same motive that had induced me to acquiesce in the interview taking 
place under the shamiana 

As I observed that the Prince paid particular attention to Sunderji the S 
amanuensis of my correspondence which had been lately earned on in the 
Marathi language I told him that I should have no objection to permit 
this person to return with him to Kaloil Both the Prince and the Minis 
ter appeared to be much satisfied with this propositiOT I therefore gave 
Sunderji on the «pot such rules for his oraiduct as have been the wibject 
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of }xnir repeated instructions to me 

On takins lca\c Malharrao promi^ to pay me a visit wih a few 
attendants after Ins repast at noon to-monw, and Shtvram «aid that he 
would accompany him It n-as cudent that this person had the chief 
direction of Stalharrao's councils. Wien I told him to be mindful of the 
MCissitude of human life, he replied with some earnestness that he would 
wait on me to-morrow and come before his Master 

I have judged it necessary, Hcmbic Sir, to state minutely the arcum 
stances attending this intcrcouree whidi were such as to preclude ciery 
sanguine hc^ of a peaceable adjustment The insincerity and distrust 
of Malharrao was at first established by the extraordinary number of armed 
4 ttendants with whom Iw appeared at the infcrvi«v He brought with him 
I have been since informed 2 000 horse and foot and three pieces of artillery 
His duplicity was also proved by evading to visit me irt camp as himself 
or his Ministers had promised for I have no doubt but the whole was a 
preconcerted scheme and determined on when they were making me assur 
anccs of a different nature 

I sliall still continue to be fuided bj events and without absolutely 
prcjudgine; them await the return of Sunderji and the occurrences of to 
morrow, should they be no more determined I would coneider further 
delay to be a loss only of time, and would propose in that case to bnng 
forward the forces of our ally and prepare everylhing for a prosecution of 
ho«tility when you may be pleased to order it

Sunderji returned from Kalol about noon with the following report 
Malharrao appeared well di«po$ed but Sunderji observed that he was 
surrounded by interested and ignorant advisers who governed as they 
pleased The Prince said he had repeatedly e.Tpressed his only wi'h 
was to preserve the tranquillity of the Gaifcwad Gov’cmment at Baroda. 

On this aoBunt he desired the release of Kanhoji and that he should b“ 
either restored to the diwanship under Anandrao or that Raoba should 
conduct himself in that station according to the custom in the time of 
Govindrao On this occasion he had no objection to the management of 
Raoba 

Malharrao declared to Sunderji that whatever it might cost him he 
would obey your commands as he considered himself under the Company's 
guarantee, and you Hon ble Sir m the li^t of an ancestor 

He observed that he bad punctually attended to your order for the 
suspension of hostilities, as he had agreed in pursuance also of your wish 
to restore Visnagar and to rdease his prisoners , notwithstanding these con 
cessions on his part he had not yet received any answer to his applicapon. 
but merely a general assurance that he should have justice which he added 
afforded him no proof of favour and disposed him to conclude that we have 
definitely embraced the cause of his enemy 

Malharrao then proposed that Kanhoji should be called to Cambay 
whither he would also proceed and prosecute the journey with the greatest 
expedition m his power 

The holi holidays however wiuch were at hand would oblige him to 
request a dday until they were over 
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Sunderji held this con\Trsation nith the Prince the preceding evening 

On this morning I sent Captain Williams to Kalol with an ostensible ntUiams 
message to inquire after Malharrao s welfare, but in the real view of e-tamin- 
ing the appearance and position of his encamixncnt From the verbal 
report of this cfTicer, on whose zeal and intelligence I can place perfect con- 
fidence, neither the situation nor the number of Malliarrao s army present 
any dihiculties which the detachment and our allies may not be supposed 
easily capable of overcoming U is scarcely possible to ebtam an exact 
account of the number of an Indian army , but from the best source of my 
information that of Malharrao may amount to 10 or 12 000 horse and 
foot The camp is defended by 10 or 15 pieces of artilleiy mostly of a 
small calibre. 

During Captain Williams* interview witli the Pnnee he discovered 
many indications of fear, wiudi his attendants were perpetually creating 
from a pretended solicitude for his safety Just as he was prqiaring to 
mount his elephant to visit me, he was prevented by a whisper of one of 
those sycophants, and Captain Williams after using every effort to remove 
such unworthy suspicions, left him m that state of liesitaiion. 

About 2 o clocu Malharrao sent me a message declaring his desire to MaUmr s 
meet me in camp, but expressing his apprehensions from some of Ivamal 
uddms people whom he understood to be with me and requesting that ''‘7'*" 
they should be sent away I replied that their Master might visit me or 
not, as he pleased, that 1 was justly offended with the duplicity of his con 
duct, and would afford him no other assurance than he had already received 
If he came, I desired these messengers to inform him that he was not to 
«ntM the English camp with rroie tnan 100 followers, and that 1 would not 
go from my tent to receive him. 

By this tune I had given up all hopes of a visit from Malliarrao and Peadi to 
had made preparations for a hostile march next morning when about 
5 oclock his Diwan appeared and reported that his Master was approach 
ing 

He at last came in the manner I had presenbed with much more con siaihar 
fidence than I expected As there was not much lime to lose I proceeded 
to lay open to him the danger of his 'ituabon and to explain the conditions 
on whi^ alone he could ensure his safety He heard at first this di«courS2 
impatiently and resorted to the same aigument he made use of last night 
that It was late. But I was detcrimned to admit no further excuse and he 
then entered on the subject with attention He promised immediately to 
disband his new levies and to dismiss Sidi Ambar In short he said that 
he would conform in everything as should be ordered but begged that the 
subject might not be prosecuted before so many people, which would dis 
grace him , and he would depute two confidential persons to receive my

Hon ble Sir to end this matter peaceaUy I consented to this proposal On

proceed to their Master to acquaint hun that he must send his answer in 
the course of the day and, unless he subscribed entirdy to the present terms 
to march to-morrow At their request I consented that Sunderji should 
accompany them, and as they seemed to intimate it was possible that 
Malharrao might prefer to go to Cambay I told them I should have no 
objection, provided the forces at Kalol retired from thence to night, and 
their Master set out on his journey to-morrow On this event I should 
move the detachment to Kadi and remain there during the Pnnces ab- 
sence 

Maihar Sunderji returned about 8 odock at night, accompanied by the same 
accepts persons who had been deputed by Malharrao m the morning These men 
tents after generally oomplainmg of the hardship of their Masters situation, 
said that they were sen* on his part to declare his submission to the pleasure 
of the Company, and that he accepted the terms whicli had been presenbed 
It was agreed that the new levies sheuid be immediately disbanded and 
the rest of the forces sent back to Kadi, excepting a smart body who were 
to remain at ICalol as a guard to the Raja the detachment on the 16th to 
encamp at that village and Babaji at Sayej at a mile m the rear 

Be^iesft The deputies made several observations in favour of their Master and 
pleaded for some indulgence, which cannot here be repeated as they will be

RiaUurrs Sunderji relates that Malharrao attentively perused the articles of agree- 
desPatr mcnt. which his vakils presented to him on their arrival at Kalol The 
Prince observed that a very heavy burthen was imposed on him, and he 
was at a loss to support it He appeared perplexed beyond measure, and 
for some time seemed not to know what reply to return 

Malharrao declared he had formed a solemn resolution, which had the 
validity of an oath, that it was never his mtention to commit any offence 
against the Company, but that on the contrary he was pr^iared to obey 
their commands By the present articles of agreement, however, he thought 
that Major Walker was favouring his enemy, and discovered but little 
mdination to do him justice 'If this must be so, he submitted, and re- 
quested that the Major would march and take possession of Kadi to-morrow, 
or even to-night In this case he was ready to remove his family and 
children from thence, and would request as a particular favour to allow 
them an asylum at Ujjain, Rugwadar, Bundi Kotah or Poona,* He would 
be satisffed in any of these situations to obtain a subsistence by depending 
on the Company, and be contented with his lot by reflectmg that he had 
particularly submitted to their decision. If on the contrary Major Walker 
had any intention to save him, he requested that his accounts with the late 
Govmdrao might be exammed, when it would appear that he had made a 
loan to that Prince, which ought to be credited 

Malhanao afhrmed that he always held himself accountable for his 
peshkash and was ready to pay what was justly due on that account He 
express^ his pecumary difficulties, and the emtorrassments he felt to find 
the means of dtschapgrng the arrears due to his new sibandis, who, whenever 
they understood his present arcumstances, would no longer be obedient to 
his orders He expressed a hope that the Governor would be mem/ul and 
indulgent to him and that the detachment might protett and assist him 
After a great deal of discourse Malharrao shed abundance of tears, and 
reproached those about his person for having been the cause of his un- 
happy situation by their ill advice. He regretted much what had passed, 
but assured that he had only m view to rratoie the Gaikwad Government, 
which, the Pnnee observed, since the confinement of Kanhoji and from the 
dullness of Anandrao had been possessed by the Arabs under the influence 
of Mangal and Samal Parekh . for Raoba bung without money was en- 
tirrfy dependent on them.

Having in my address of the 1st of the present month advised Vour Mathar 
Lordship of the professed submission of Malharrao, it becomes necessary 
to submit to Your Eitcelicncy the arcumstances whicli have arisen to render 
his sincerity m that respect doubtful, as fully detailed m the continuation of 
my correspondence with the local authorities m this quarter, which 1 pur- 
posely transrmt m a fuller state (as per accompanying list of packet) than 
may be absolutely requisite, m the desire of continuing to place every part 
of the subject under Your Lordship s view, m like manner as 1 have already 
had the honour of transmitting from lime to time the various preceding 
notices of its nse and progress. 

During the advance of the troops I thought I had some reason to 
suspect Raoba of mtentional delay in repainng hither to meet me, as noticed 
in the voucher marked in the margin , but his unequivocal profession and 
the open candour of his demeanour, since he has been able to make his 
appearance here, leave no doubt in my mind of his being entirely disposed 
to throw his own and his Master's mterests altogether under our protection 
in the manner he has himself very unreservedly explained in a long con 
ference I had with him the day before yesterday, as copied into the 38th 
No of these accompaniments, a document which, in view to its relative 
importance. I b^ leave to recommend to Your Lordships perusal 

Upon Major Walker’s junction with the army of Babaji it was his srsUurrt 
intention to dispatch immediately the escort required by Malharrao to 
attend hiin to Cambay, and to detadi a party to take jxjssession of the 
fort of Visnagar in pursuance of Malhai’s wntten relinquishment of it , 
but to both these measures unexpected <^>5tructioRs arose from Malharrao’s 
vakil (who with Mirza Ahmed, Mr Holfords agent, had by this time left 
Kadi and joined our camp at Adala beyond Ahmadabad) objecting to 
the departure of the escort, till he dwuld have sent to give notice at Kadi 
of its approach and from its appearing by Mirza Ahmed s explanation to 
Major Walker that Malharrao s deed of telinqui^ment was not of itself 
a sufficient voucher to act upon until it should be accompanied by an 
express messenger from Malharrao, who had yet to arnve 
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These grounds for suspicjon against Malharrao were greatly 
aggravated by the discovery of letters written from his camp, of a date 
subsequent to his agreement to come mto Cambay and to evacuate his 
acquisition of Visnagar, whereby the Arabs and other principal officers of 
Anandrao’s army were exated to revolt and to place Kanhoji on the mas- 
nad as the best means of frustrating the views of the English, whom the<e 
communications, puiporting to be wnttei with Malhanao's pnvity and 
participation, represented to be altogether destructive to the situations and 
advantages of the officers and soldiery, whether Arabs or Indians, now com 
posing the force of the Gaikwad State. 

As there remains some slight itb^ive for hesitation agsmst yielding 
entire belief to Malharrao’a being himself privy and an active party to this 
u^idious attempt to corrupt Anandrao’s army and to overthrow his Govern- 
ment, these mtercepted documents were transmitted to Major Walker to 
be furtlier inquired into on the spot by that officer, with whose conduct 
as well m his military as political capacity I take with pleasure this oppor 
tunity of mentionmg that I have every reason to be gratified 

Meanwhile the clamour, that had ensued in the dispatch of the escort, 
gave tune for Malharrao raising a new plea of indisposition to proceed on 
the conciliatory and submissive basis of his former professions by reason 
of Babaji, the commander of the Baroda army, having, smee our junction 
with It. sent a party of horse to collect forage in Malharrao’s districts, :n 
consequence of whicli some depredations iiad as usual been committed . and 
although Babajis conduct in this instance did not appear so reprehensible 
as Malharrao wished to have it understood, still it occasion^ all idea 
bcuig given up either of our taking immediate possession of Visnagar or of 
sending forward the escort to lead the latter to Cambay , since there appear 
ed no longer any reliance to be placed in this Chieftains pacific disposi- 
tions 

In despair of which and m view to the advancing state of the season 
and to the reason we had to apprehend that Malharrao was seeking to 
augment his force on all sides, and thus only deceivmg us by prolonging 
the negotiation, I considered it my duty to direct l^lajor Walker on the 
11th instant to commence hostilities in the event of Malharrao's nt^ having 
satis/aetonly altered his conduct, previous to the Major’s receipt of this 
instruction 

This desirable alteration had through Major Walker’s unweaned and 
very meritorious exertions already in seme degree taken place in the manner 
set forth in the letter of the 4th m'tant, copied into the 36th accompani- 
ment to this address . at the same time that, to quicken Malharrao s motions 
in respect to the meeting that he now proposed to have with the Major, 
the latter marched vnth only his osvn detachment into this Chieftain s tern 
tory to a place colled Seratha at only a few miles from Kalol, the scat of 
the enemys own encampment, the Major leaving on this occasion at a 
short distance in the rear the Gaikwad army under Babaji with a view to 
obviate all plea or pretext of apprehension m Malharrao to come forward 
to the proposed conference. 

This measure had so far the desired effect that Malharrao advanced 
on the 13th instant in Uie evening to within two miles of our encampment, 
but hailed there, fearful still and hesitating to trust himself within our 
lines, promising however m the short conversation, that ensued between 
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him and Major Walker to make good hi^ engagement to that effect on the 
da> following as after no little conflict with htmseff and resistance to the 
ill advice of tlic interested people about him he accordingly did and w’as 
then informed of the conditions that I had previously to the detection of 
the intercepted letters communicated to Major Walker for his eventual u«e 
as fthal seemed reasonable to be exacted frwn him ttz that besides a full 
restitution of the places and properly he has seized on he «hould pay up 
or find security for the liquidation within a given period of the arrears of 
his peshkash or tribute and pay a part at least of the cxpen<sc of the equip- 
ment hi3 insurrection has occastoricd or surrender in lieu thereof a part 
of his territory 

Upon this occasion Malharrao promised immediately to dismiss his H Han 
new services and in short to conform to everything that should be required 
of him, and for that purpose to depute <m the following day two confiden 
tial persons to receive the Major’s commands m writing 

On the receipt of this mtellig'mcc 1 took jesterday the earliest oppor D cun 
tunity of imparting to naeba the Caikwad Muustcr now at this place the 
several oondilions that had been thus communicated to Malharrao and 
was pleased to find that the terms had his concurrence although no doubt 
he would have been far better ptea<ed at the cspulsion of Malharrao from 
Kadi and his other contiguous dommicns m that quarter with a degree of 
ngour which the whole and especially the latter part of this Chieftam s mis- 
conduct might perhaps have jusiifirf the having recourse to but until I 
should be honoured with Your Lordships instructions I could net but be 
desirous of adhenng as much as possible to the line of moderation and to 
the principles of that pacific though armed mediation on which the address 
to Your Excellency by the Bombay Government of the 27th December 
shows our interposition to have been founded Nor am 1 certain whether 
this cautious forbearance may not be also Uie most consistent with true 
policy for although by the immediate gratification of Raoba and Anand 
rao9 Wishes in the defeat of Malhar in the field and m the capture of his 
fortress of Kadi (neither of which would have been operations dangerous 
or tedious) we ought have obtained a larger retnbution in money and tern 
lory for our services than under present circumstances we can probably ex 
pert still whilst I continue uncertain whether further acquisitions of the 
last mentioned description be in fact suitable to Your Lordships present 
V ew'- i* may at the «amc time be cmicluded that the measure of inducing 
the sa kar of the Gaikwad permanently to subsidise part of the Company’s 
forces for its protection cannot fail to be promoted by the preservation from 
destruction of Malharrao who must long continue an object of jealousy to 
this Siate such as will always add to their desire of «upport from the 
British Government 

Meanwhile; as during the recent intercourse between this Kadi Chief Treucieroi 
tain and our camp at Seratha the disclosure of the terms tendered to his 
acceptance had led to his peevislily observing that the dispensation of justice 
was m his favour not likely to prove sufliciently extensive I have in con 
*equence taken occasion to desire Major Walloir to lay before h m his own 
and his agent s intercepted letters which unless he can disavow in a manner 
that I have at present little or no conceptimi of must cover him with con 
fusion and sufficiently justify even stnuiger toms than I have hitherto 
sought to impose upon him 
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P S Since wnting the above, I have just received a further letter 
from Major Walker of the 14th instant containing the detailed conditions

1 had the honour to address you <m the 14th and the detachment AJiuict 
marched the next day to Kalol from whence the army of Malharrao had o/tra^s 
retired the preceding evening I expected to have met him there as he 
promised to remain for the purpose of an interview with a few hundred 
attendants, but I was disappointed and found the place deserted 

On the 16th the detachment amved at Budasan a village about three 
miles from Kadi On approachmg this village a few of Malharrao s horse 
were tdiserved but no act of hostility was committed on either side From 
some adjoining heights we had a full view of his camp and the whole of 
lus army appeared m motion or spreading itself over the plains The 
picket reinforced by a field piece was posted on the most ccmmanding of 
these heights 

About 12 noon the Desai Dayaldas waited on me with a letter from Mettages 
Malharrao and shortly afterwards a Brahman presented to me anotner 
The originals of these two are enclosed and as they breathed sentiments 
of moderation if not of submission I was far from suspecting that they 
cloaked an act of the basest treachery 

According to Malharrao s requ^ I desired Sunderji to return with 
these messengers and at the suggestion of Mr Parker I consented that 
Captam Williams should also accompany them I delivered to Sunderji 
a paper which he was to explain to Malharrao as an answer to his letters 
In this paper I recapitulated the several arcumstances that had passed 
and informal him that it was your wi^ to preserve him in his Pnnapality 
of Kadi but that he was required if he could not for want of money 
disband his levies to remove withm Kadi or to the distance of five kos 
from it all his new levies 

Captain Williams departed with these people about one o clock and Suidcn 
in 20 minutes afterwards two guns opened at a great distance on the camp 
I held immediately a short consultation with the Onefs of the allies and 
assigmng them their places, informed them that the whole should advance 
and assault the enemies camp 

Kamal ud dm reinforced to near 1 (XX) horse was formed on our nght 
flank and Babaji with the infantry the rest of the cavalry and some

enemy appeared it moved forward slowly but in excellent order As it 
advanced however the fire of the enemy s artillery increased and the 
ground was favourable to its dfect About five odock I found myself 
opposite to the enemy s encampment in full view of it and about h^f a 
mile distant This was the crisis that I wished to have seized but a re- 
port was brought that Bahajis dmaion had advanced little bejond the 
former encampment and that his Arabs refused to move in the direction 
of the English troops Kama! ud dm Khan who had continued to move 
pretty well m the station allotted to him. had fallen behind and was unable 
to keep that flank clear against the superior bodies of the enemy s cavalry 
It was with the utmost rductance Hon ble Sir that I relinquished this 
enterprise but without the effectual support of the allies it became too 
hazardous I mclined therefore further to the right which while this 
removed the detachment gradually to a greater distance from the enemy s 
fire enabled us to occupy some rising grounds that were possessed by 
several bodies of their horse The detachment halted here until du<k and 
made preparations to return to its former encampment where the whole 
arnved without any interruption from the enemy about 9 o clock at night 
Hesfcii It IS harmful to state the heavy Joss sustained by the detachment on 
this occasion and no less so to be di^nvttl of success from the want of 
an effectual oo-opcrati^ on the part of those uhose cause wc have "idopted 
1 do not mean to impeach the fiddity of the chiefs but their want of autho 
nty the fukewam disposition of their men and tJte umulfmgness perhaps 
of all to expose themselves were too trfwous to look for other causes The 
enemy who never dated to stand the English detachment jTt retired with 
a good countenance and slrowed tlicmseJvcs far superior to their antagonists. 

Losses The loss in killed and wounded is enclosed That of the enerny must 
also have been considerable as they ventured within reach of our grape 
and it 15 reported that some of their chiefs were killed or wounded From 
the result of this action I am satisfied that the war with the present forces 
IS not to be ended by a coup dc mam I have therefore adopted the 8>‘Stcm 
of the Marathas themselves and agreed after consulting with Babaji to 
erect battenes and to proceed against the enemy s camp as if it were a 
fortified town This nicthed does not promise soon a decisive success and 
I would beg leave strongly to recommend that reinforcements to the utmost 
extent be procured from the Presidency

Gaikwad family without war It has been my endeavour to promote this 
conciliatory settlement, and I am still ready to do «o on terms of equity 
to both parties Neither 'ide can gam anything by war and the mterposi 
lion of the Company s forces mu«t completely destroy Malharraos own 
views of aggrandising himself It is the business of a wise man to submit 
to necessity Malharrao mu t make concessions because the Government 
of Anandrao is superior to h s and because he appears to have been the 
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first to take up arms. These conossKms I ha\e told him I chould endea 
\our to make as Jjght as poeablci and had actually represented the matter 
m such a light to the Go\’emor that I should have certainly succeeded had 
It not been for Malharraos precipitate conduct on the 17th The greatest 
difficulty to the renewal of a peaceable mtercourse seems to me in what 
manner to re-establish confidence for the treacherwis seizure of jTxirself 
and Sunderji has destroyed the trust and credit which I before placed in 
Malharrao But it is still in his power to repair this error by restonng >ou 
to liberty After this first step the next would be to withdraw hi» people 
from Visnagar and to restore to freedom all the inhabitants of the Baroda

time Major Walker made hi> aw*arancc at Ahmadabad, when I received 
>*our and Uie Governors letter inviting me to Cambay, assunng me at the 
same time ihit my villages should receive no injury, and that Alajor Wal 
ktr to whom tlie Governor had written to this effect, would also afford me 
a safeguard of one hundred mov and that I should m every respect con 
sider Major Walker like the Governor Upon this, on the'first good day 
I ordered my tents to be pitdved out of the fort, when Mirza told me he 
was gomg to Major Walker to make Uie necessary arranganenu with a 
view of preventing the rum of the ojuniry, and that he would soon return 
with a hundred men Giving rae this assurance he went to Major Walker 
at Ahmadabad Babajis camp was at thi» time at Adalaj who on that 
very day sent a detachment, and took hostages, and plundered, and des- 
troyed my villages, which Mirza represented to the Major, and the answer 
he got from him was that he was a great distance from roe but that, 
as soon as he joined be would take care to prevent all sorts of depreda 
lion The Major soon after left Ahmadabad and came to Adalaj and 
encamped there. On his arrival he compelled Babaji to rdease the hos- 
tages . and having hereupon calculated the happy hour, I set out for Kalol, 
during which time Major Walker left his ground at Adalaj and came to 
Seratah and encamped there. It was my design to have seen the Major, 
and after putting my country under his protection, and letting all the armies 
remam where they respecti^y were, to have taken a guard and come to 
Cambay , and I nccordingly lud an intoview with Major Walker beyond 
ICalo’. when he asked me to go to his tents thewgh as it vss too late m 
the evaiu^ I dedmed complying with his request , but I called upon him 
the nert day when he b^an to treat on business , whereon I told him that 
to-morrow I would my karkuns to him, to whom I requested he would 
treat on business and I accordingly sent them the next day "When the 
terms wntten by Babaji were brou^t forward, cne of the terms was that 
I should defray whatever expense had been incurred on this occasion, and 
m this manner were several rther articles. These conditions were brought 
to roe by my kmkuns and Sunderji When I read and considered them 
I told him that I could not suKwrt so great a Weight, and I desired that 
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as rich should be caused to be psen b> roe as I could support , upon 
which the htajor's answer was that he would «mte to the Co\-cTnor and 
send then \the terms] to Kadi a«! he would come to Kalol and encamp 
there , and that Babaji s camp «houM remain at Adabj and that I should 
renain with a small party at Kalc4 Upon which a{m’«nent I renw-cd 
ny sfbandi and was about dispatching m> army to I^di when the people 
to be d‘«Tms8cd would not alio** me to tcmain behind but earned me to 
Kadi , upon which both the Major and Babaji came tocether to Kak4 
and rumrf that vnllajte , and the next roominit he came with Babaji s troops 
and encamped near l^di upon which t sent Mr Parker and Daya! Desai 
to tell the Major that his cngajtement wras to nmam at Kalol and that I 
did not understand the reavin of hrs and Babaji s force cominjt on together 
So near to Kadi 1 was then told to send my force about fne kos on the 
other side of the fort and that they would come and encamp near the gate 
This message was brought by Captain Uflhams and Sundcrji but as the 
agreanent was that Babaji should remain at Adalaj and Major Walker 
at Kalol their coming into thctictghbourhood of Kadi and sending me such 
a message appeared like treachery upon whidi the mgsgement took place.

Sir, but you will readily suspend your 
opinion (on a subject of such extreme delicacy, which makes so direct 
to destroy my character) till opportunity may offer for a fair investigation 
of my conduct, when 1 fear not but truth (which is all I shall take to 
my support) wnll place it m an honourable point of view 

It may not be improper to cwnmit to pajwr now the occurrences of 
that unfortunate day above alluded to It was about eleven I think in 
Uie forenoon when Malharrao sent for me. He was in his tent, which 
was pitched on an eminence just without the town walls I found hun 
in a state of very apparent uneasiness with his Ministers (Raojee and 
Tatia) sitting beside him. He was somewhat agitated and said to me, 

‘ Major Walker's force is come very near. I wish you to go to him im 
mediately with a letter from me, and a vakil shall go with ycu Why has 
Major Walker come so near my town and brought my enemy with him ’ 
Tdl him I wish to make pca«i and hope in him.” The letter was gii’cn 
to me, and I hastened off to you with it On my amval with you. Sir, 

I think that I mentioned the state of inquietude, which the Prince appear 
ed to be m when I left him How far the letter bore to you correspond 
ed with my ideas, you Sir, can best judge. The subject of it was not made 
known to me. I considered it to have been couched in like humble strain 
with tus language. 

I must now notice the occunences on my return Captain Williams 
and myself had but just got without your camp when M^harrao’s guns 
began to fire^ apparently then to me m an oblique direction I asked the 
reason of it, and was told that Babajis Kolis had stolen two or three 
camels and horses, and (hat (he firing was upon them I saw however 
at the same moment that the different detachments of horse were m mc^ion 
on the hills and as our palanquins advanced many of the horsemen 
came round them Some were nnpertinent to Captain Wilbams one man 
m particular pointed a spear to his breast and said that he should not 
proceed I asked why such treatment was shovm to a person who was 
a mediation The insolent reply I mrt with led me to desire Captain 
■Williams to return to camp which he seemed to be indmed to do when 
I left him and came on hence. Malharrao had ere my amval gone mto 
the town I went to him and mentiwied the behaviour his people had 
shown by stopping Captain 'Williains at the moment he was coming to 
him with a wnting Iivm Major Walfcer His reply was ironical asking 
“ Could not the native (meaning Sunderjt), who wntes and reads English 
make him understarui ’ The question embarrassed me a little, as the 
uneasy state he appeared ui at the time he begged me to proceed to you, 
gave me to believe no suspicion could pcsstbly be entertained about him 
The face of thmgs was changed twnrever and he had it seems made 
up his mind to try the eveirt of a battle. 

I leam that Shivram was the first who began a fire on your troops 
in direct opposition to the orders which Malharrao had given generally 
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and that such was the cause of his hasty t^m into the town I am 
of opinion that from the above arciunstances he thought immediate atten 
tion to Captam Williams of no avail Malhairao further noticed that he 
knew ere my mention of it that Captcun Williams had been stcqjped But 
he said he was coming on and desired me to meet hun at the tent of a 
Portuguese, where, he said he would go personally himself to see him 
1 met Captam Williams accordingly and told him (as my belief then 
W'as) tliat the Raja would soon be with him Ju^ about half an hour 
tthen a Brahman came on horseback and beckwung to me said it was 
the Rajas order that I should instantly go to my own tent. I had then 
suspiaon of his intention to do «!omething wrong but that Captain 
Williams should not be further uneasy by my being taken from him 
I told him that the Raja had sent for me, and that I should return to 
him again as soon as possible 

Malharrao was I heard at this time busily emptoyed viewing (from 
one of his pagodas) the regular approach of your Ime^ the artillery of 
which having openrf everything was confusion I made several appli 
cations to have Captam Williams to my tent but without effect Admis 
Sion to the Pnnce was depnved me. 

In the evening a jasus from the Darbar came to inform me of Captain 
Williams being removed to a small room m town and that it was tlie 
Raja s order for me to send him food and whatever else I thought Captain 
Williams m want of I might have inferred from the way m which the 
message was delivered that it was expected I should not go to him myself 
I did not however choose to do so as there was no direct denial on that 
head My going thence to see him drew so severe a mandate from Mai 
hariao (who was soon informed of the arcumstances) that I have not 
dared go near him smce. A poor Eurc^iean and four or five sepoys were 
laid near the town badly woundrf Malharrao s fieople began about eleven 
0 clock to bum and bury their dead a profound silence on the occasion 
not a cry to be heard 

The slaughter among Malharraos troops must have been very great 
as the 18th was fully taken up in burning and burials. Malharrao I leam 
threatened to treat with seventy those who should be heard to make the 
smallest lamentation. He (eared his troops would be disheartened by 
it About 70 Pathans arrived a number of patds were caught and con 
fined till they shall satisfy a demand which Malharrao has made upon 
them for cash a peon of Major Walker's came to me entertain him 
accordingly 

The 19th has but little remarkable strangers not allowed to enter 
the town a double guard at the gates of it at 7 P M sent for to explain 
the subject of a letter from Major Walker to Captam Williams Sunderji 
also called upon by way of seeing how far we shcuM agree in detail my 
*ervants refused admittance to Captam Williams with his tea order in 
consequence that his provision be not givm to the hands of any one who 
may be guard over him or that docs not bdong to him. 

There were several burials on the 20th the poor wcunded European 
also died this day servants prevented going in Captam ^^llllams with 
his breakfast returned with it jasus sent by the Darbar to say a small 
bov I have about 8 jears old would be allowed access to him, but no one 
else belonging to me 
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To proceed with tnfiing notes m the oida" I daily make them might 
be unnecessary and the distance whidi I have been held at since the 
17th has prevented my bang minute in inquiry The only material ar 
cumstances I have he^ of is by the efforts which Malharrao continues 
to make for the levy of fresh troops He has I hear been given to expect 
a considerable force of Pathans if he will come to the terms proposed 
to him by the heads of them of immediately giving to the amount of 
two or three lakhs of Rupees, a stipulation which I think will deprive 
him of thar assistance. The troops he now has are but ill paid daily 
murmur on account of mcmey they are promised it but the expectation 
is not realised to them 

The treatment I received here just now Sir is harsh and imjust 
in the extreme. The few sepc^ 1 had have been encouraged to plunder 
and desert me the opinion of people in general is that I have deceived 
the Raja and called the Engli^ here to take his town from him I have 
my fears on account of them but set little value on thar opinions I 
shall not however Sir knmv tranquillity till 1 find mysdf well in yours 
which believe me, I have been studious to merit You will of course 
Sir readily believe that the notice of Mr Duncan must have been a meet 
ardent wish of mine My family and situation considered led me to look 
with anxiety towards him from whose Icnown philanthropy and benevolence 
1 assured myself at least of having a good name an acquisition that 
cannot be hoped for in this place I find by a course of the most upright 
conduct My wishes however Jay beyond thi^ and 1 trust in God that 
1 shall not disappointed in them 

To one so well acquauited with mankind as you no doubt are Sir 
it would be unnecessary to notice the fatal effect attending common report 
too often has, or how readily rumour sullies truth with the grossest false 
hood the human mind too ever ready to believe what it either wishes 
or fears gives me senous thought Conscious however of the punty of 
my moral character and decoyed by hope I take the liberty of recom 
mending myself to your favourable consideration and fnendship 
On a bit of paper written these words m the bearer s shoes 

To Major Walker Pray keep it as much as secret as possible my hav

Babajfs In obedience to your orders to in^ject and report on the state of 
guns tjjg ordnance attached to the Maratha camp I this morning examined

Hereafter a letter arrived from you that I should first delner up Visnagar, 
and then come m, and that no injury should happen to my parganas, 
for that you had also written to Major Walker, who would likewise let 
me have 100 of his men for my safeguard on the road You desired me 
also to consider the Major as yourself Upon the receipt of this letter, 
I committed to Jvfirza a letter or order for the e\acuation of Visnagar and 
fixed that 1 should have an interview and come into my tents for the 
purpose. On this occa'^ion Alirza observmg that the Major had amved 
at Ahmadabad said he would go there and that having made a «ettle 
ment for my village, he would return with a certain number of men to 
bring me on. After that he proceeded to the Major At that jienod 
the encampment of Babaji was at Adalaj , and he. tsJong straw and ttood 
from my villages, plundered them Mirza advised the Major of thi«, 
to which he answer^ my station is now here . but getting up to him to- 
morrow I shall prohibit him from such irregulanties. He (the Major) 
came accordingly to Adabj and encamped there, and we then also setting 
out from Kadi came on to Kalol purposing to have an interview with 
tlie Major and that having committed my taluk to him I should take 
people along with me and settle for going to Cambaj at this period The 
Major sent word that much time was dapsing in respect to the proposed 
mterview and that there was great want of water where he was, where* 
fore he (the Major) would cc«ne on to sec me slightly attended, and have 
an interview with me ffc afterwards marched on from Adalaj to Scratha 
After that the first interview between the Major and me happened bet 
ween the two armies. At that time the Major said I ought to come to 
his encampment but by reason of the evening coming on f did not then 
go. 1 wait however thither on the next da> He desirtd roc to eitcr 
on business I replied it was now late, and that 1 would on the next 
daj send my karkuns with nhem I destred turn to di-cus$ the businc<&. 
On the next day having sent the karkuns Dabaji then gave m articles which 
were shown to me requiring that whatever losses had up to that day occur 
red to the Caroda man f should nhoMj make good and that I should 
give security for the future regular payments of my revenue and also for 
my future good conduct and besides these there were sundry other articles, 
that having wntlcn out as be Jikrd be thus brought forward Thrv lcm« 
were sent (o me by Sundcni to whom after inspecting the same I said . 

‘ Consider whether these things be practicable or what must be done ’ Du 
you therefore take possession of my place, and send me to Ujjun Ud-vipor 
Jodhpur or Poona or otherwise let that wviglit be settled which 1 may be 
equal to lift up «o is lh.it I may mnam m my place Hereupon Major 
Walker said that he would write to the Coverrmr and g« the matter suit 
cd to my ability but that mcsnwhili. I wis to dismiss my sibandi and 
send them to I^di remammg mys^f where I was with only a small 
force the Major intending likewise to halt it Kalol ind kw-ping Babaji 
at Adalaj TTus was «cttfcd on and I had in cnnsctTucnce dismissed 
m> sibandi and was about to dispatch them to Kadi at which perKd 
tlKJse thus dismissed would not let roe remain there I then proceeded 
to Kadi with my army, and on the same day the Major came on tn KaJoI 
with Bibaji and on the followmg diy in the morning they marched cn 
to the vTcnity of Kadi 1 then dispatched to them Mr Parker orvi ilie 
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Dcsai to notice that tlie stipulation wa> for his remaining at Kalol and 
that now he was come on thus much farther I could not therefore rely 
on his word and desired an explanabon After that he (the Major) 
sent a message by Sunderji and Captain Williams that I should remove 
my force to 5 kos on the other side of Kadi and that he and Babaji 
would take up the ground to be left by my army This message I re 
ceived and their encampment to(^ place near to Kadi at about a quarter 
of a kos from it On this account there no longer remamed to us the small 
est confidence m Major Walker and this was followed on both sides by 
the beginning of a skirmish till at length the war broke out We 
depended on the Majors word being the truth and m that reliant it 
was that I came from Kalol to this place. But at last the Baroda m^

alteration. I have sent for the Ahmadabad shroff but I understand that 
lour unworthy treatment has excited such an unusual sentiment of mdig 
nation that he will not probably undertake the business. Such conduct 
has destroyed all trust, and no respectable man with me can go to Kadi 
Unless hostages are first sent into this canqx They did not choose to 
answer a letter which I desired Aga Muhammad to wnt^ and I have 
dispatched him some days ago to Cambay on other affairs. It is merely 
ridiculous to Say that they will release you and Sunderji when we have 
done this or that Who can bdieve them> What secunty have we that 
they will not again deceive us’ The Engli^ faith was never broken , 
they know that our wtjrd <s to be depend^ on and they can only con 
Vince me that they mean to be honest by previously setting you at liberty 
But my dear Williams, there is little time left for parley It is yet 
bardy not too late to end this business by negotiation

Prtsoters You must know that it is very unusual to detain those who bring 
to be /reel friendly messages, and I have therefore no doubt but you will release 
Captain Williams and Sunderji Such an action as you have committed 
will be condemned by all mankind and was never heard of but among 
savages. The door is still t^ien to secure your safety by restonng those 
whom you have unjustly made prisoners, to their freedom Your mes- 
sengers may enter and go from my camp in safety 

1802 Camp at Budasan SUt March 1802 (1802 C T 313) 

Alexander Walker to Jonathan Duncan 
Evet ti Since my address of the 18th the fcdlcnving circumstances have happen 

In pursuance of the plan which I then communicated for disJodg ng 
the enemy ne proceeded to erect batteries against their encampments 
The first battery for two guns was raised cm a hill already noticed 
to be occupied by our pickets, and about 1700 yards distant from the 
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enemy line. 

The second, intended to ccMilam four pins, rvas erected on a com 
mandmg ground 300 jards nearer 

In the last I dirated thrcc-cighlcen pounders and one six pounder to 
be placed When this was completed, the former was concerted into a place 
of arms, secured by two small pieces of artillery belonging to Kama! ud dm 

In the meantime the enemy erected battencs, which the resources of 
a populous town enabled them to do with considerable expedition, and 
they connected them by deep entrenchments. Their works emended from 
the right of their encampment nearly a mile inclining to our left On 
these works they mounted 16 pieces of artillery of different calibre, but only 
one of the size of a twelve pounder 

The enemy chieffy directed thar fire on Babajis works, who had 
two guns on the left considerably in advance, bang parallel to our second 
battery These parties maintained throughout the day a random cannonade, 
generally iIlKiirected and to very little purpose on either side. 

The advanced battery opened on the 27th and continued a bnsk fire 
on the enemy's lines, and occasionally elsewhere as objects required it 
until the 30th The first effect of the cannonade was to oblige the enemy 
to change their encampment , but I percaved that to continue it longer 
at the distance of our batteries would not be attended with any advantage 
which could compensate expenditure of the shot It was evident that the 
system would not prove decisive, and we had not ammunition for a pro 
Iracted cannonade. For these reasons I directed the cannonade to cease, 
unless when any particular necessity or object required it 

I was prevented pushing forward the approaches by several causes, 
but principally as the operation could derive little support from Babajis 
artillery, which was insp^ed by Captain Ince and reported unserviceabla 

I explained to Babaji that, from this defective state of his artiUery 
and the distance to which the enemy had removed their encampment, any 
further cannonade under such arcumstanccs could be attend^ with no 
decisive success But I proposed to this person to move the camp to the 
right, which would again lay the enemy army open to an attack, and which 
would render thar present entroKhments and batteries useless 

I explained at the same time to Babaji the nsk attending this measure, 
that It might expose his communication with the rear and be attended 
with danger, unless he could depend on his people following the example 
of the English detachment 

Babaji was not insensible to these circumstances he expressed his 
apprehension of losing by the proposed movement his commumcation with 
Ahmadahad, and that, although he nather distrusted the courage nor the 
fidelity of the Arabs, he owned that they daimed the dangerous privilege 
of as they pleased I deemed it my duty from this moment to 

confine my views to defensive measures or at the feast to undertake no 
enterprise which the detachment could not execute without the 'upjxirt 
of the allies. 

In this mterval our Pindans had several encounters with those of 
the enemy, in which they were generally successful Babaji » srupers also 
obtained some advantages. 

On the 30th between 4 and 5 o’dodc m the afternoon bodies of the 
enemies horse and foot were observed m filing behind their batteries to- 
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ivards our left, with the view aiqjareotly of gaming that flank of Babaji’s 
camp The allies got under anns with considerable alertness. The Arabs 
took posts in the batteries, and the h<wse extended themselves to the left ; 
so as to defeat the object of the enemy- A considerable number of rockets 
were thrown from each sid^ and they kept up an irregular firing until 
dark The cannonade, which appeared to do no execution, lasted longer 
Babaji's horse as wdl as his smpeis gradually advanced , and as the 
day closed, they obliged the enemy to retire. The advantage remamed 
on the side of the allies, who had out the greater part of their forces. The 
number of the enemy engaged seemed to be from 4 to 500 cavalry and 
about 300 foot, including rodeetmen. The detachment had no other share 
m this skirmish than finng a few shots from the battery m advance. 

Babaji states his loss on this occasion to be one horseman killed and 
15 wounded The loss of the enemy, I am informed, is from eight to ten 
killed and about the same number wounded 

P S I have much pleasure in stating that there have not been any 
casualties m the detachment since the 17th The enemy, I understand, 
have daily lost some men from the fire of our battery, and that it has 
damaged several of thar guns. 

1802 Camp at Budasan, 31st March. 1802 (1802, C T 313) 

Alexander Walker to fpnaihan Duncan 

Walkers 1 ha\e the honour to transmit an account of such intercourse and 
account correspondence with Malhanao, previously and subsequently to the affair 
of the 17th, which I have not yet had an opportunity of laying before 
you • I 

As it was my uniform and anxious endeavour to pursue that fine of 
conduct, which might have temunated the present diflerences without war. 
and to which my attention was particularly directed by my mstnictions, 1 
addressed a letter to Malhanao before the march of the detachment from 
Adalaj m order to remove any alarm from that measure. On arrival at 
Seratha I received a friendly deputation in reply to this letter 

My next communication, which has not bem transmitted to you, is 
dated the 15th of March It was written previous to the movement to 
Kalol, when I judged it necessary to assume a more decisive tone , for, 
although this was after Malhanao agreed to the articles of accommoda- 
tions, his conduct had again become wavenng and suspicious. Instead 
of Sunderji bang the bearer of the letter, as it expresses, it was delivered 
to Malhanao s own vakils, who waited car me, in the evening It is to be 
ol»erved that these vakils, who knew jicrfecUy of their Master’s inten- 
tion not to remain at Kalol. spoke of that only as a contingent event, 
and engaged, if it happoied, to meet me with the information m the mom 
mg in which case they were told it would make no difference as 1 should 
look upon It as a measure forced on Malhanao by his mercenary troops. 

On arriving at Kalol, I wrote to Malhanao to express my surpnsc 
that he had left that place without giving me any intimation of the de- 
parture. This letter was sent off at 1 P M . and I reasonably expected 
an answer in the course of the day, as the distance between Kalol and 
Kadi IS about 10 miles. 

In this expectation I was disappomtcd, and at tune o'clock m the 
evening I dispatched a second letter to Malhanao more full and exphna- 
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tory than the former I informed him that m the uncertainty in which his 
conduct had left me, I had been obliged to bnng Babaji forward from 
Sayej but that my disposition was still fnendly and I should therefore 
encamp at Budasan which is 2 kos distant from Kadi 

The first answer that I received to these letters was about 10 oclock 
next morning, when the detachment was considerably advanced on its 
march This answer merely expressed Malharraos wish that we should 
remain at Kalol and enclosed an order on the inhabitants of that village 
to supply us with forage. 

1 have already had the honour of reporting to you Honble Sir 
the events that followed this communication It remains to state those 
that have occurred since the perfidious imprisonment of Captain Williams 
On the 18th I had the pleasure to receive a letter from that Gently 
man in which he transmitted certain articles on which Malharrao proposed 
to ground a paaficaticn. I informed Captain Williams that his liberty 
must precede any negotiation, and wrote a letter at the same time to 
Malharrao to induce him to perform this act of justice 

I received an answer from Malharrao in the course of the sarne day 
in which he evaded the question respecting Captain Williams and made 
some vague tenders of accommodation 

In replying to this letter I again urged the necessity of releasing 
Captain Williams and Sunderjt t. t. j 

On the 19th Malharrao sent me a not^ and observed that he had 
written to me fully but had received no particular answer 

I returned an answer to this on the 20th I still thought it noessary 
to insist on the freedom of Captain Williams and to make that the pre 
limmry to any negotiation , , 

On the 20th also I received a letter from Captain Williams written 
With the consent but not with the desire of the enemy By this it appear 
ed that the conduct of Malharraos Council was so wavering and unpnn 
cipled that there was no dependence to be placed on their resolutions 
They first authorised Captain Williatns to wnte that on the detachm^t 
retiring to Kalol they would release him and fulfil every article I had ^ 
sired excepting paying for the supposed amount of plunder They next 
required that a treaty should be se^ed and executed pnoi; to his relrase. 
Afterwards they softened their tone and said that if I would order Babaji s 
army to retire they would send hostages but on the whole Captain 
Williams observed they prevancated so much that there was no believ 
mg a single syllable they uttered This officer informed me that he was 
subject to a ngorous coiifinement and by no means well treated 

Notwithstanding these unfavorable symptoms and the aversion whim 
I felt to correspond with men of thar faithless dispceition my anxiety to 
liberate Captain Williams whose life appeared in danger formed a very 
strong motive for continuing this intmourse. The next communimion 
from Captain Williams afforded a new proof of the presumption and ir 


resolution of the enemy , , 

I thought It necessary to address Captain Williams more particularly 
m th«e absurd orpectat.ons of Malharrao arid wh.le I avoided as mu* 
as possible say.ne anythme that miititt aggravate h,s own situation 1 en 

deavoured to give his own jailors a just sense of theirs 

It appeared from Captain Williams answer of the 23rd as if this 
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explanation had produced the effect I desired , but, when the articles 
were translated, I discovered that they had imposed on that Gentleman, 
and made him the medium of transmitting terms for the most part inad- 
missible. 

I apprised Captain WiUiams of this imposition and enclosed him a 
schedule of articles, to which I imagmed the allies would subscribe That 
Gentleman’s answer is also enclosed 

My desire to ensure Captain William’s safety induced me on this 
occasion to go to a step further than will perhaps be approved of I 
enclo^ a draft of artides which, besides a general acknowledgement of 
the pedikash due to the Baroda Government and requiring secunty for 
Its payment, obliged Malharrao to dispatch vakds to Cambay to adjust 
such points as remamed in dispute 

On the 20th I received a letter from Captain Williams, in which 
they proposed through him that Vakhatchand Kushalchand, a wealthy 
shroff of Ahmadabad, should be «ent for to art the part of a mediation, 
and that I should depute Aga Muhamad for the same purpose into the 
forts, offenng m that case a persim as secunty for his safe return. I have 
enclosed my reply with Captain Williams’ answer, transmitting a set of 
propositions less objectionable than the former 

On the 31 St I acknowledged the receipt of these overtures to Captain 
Williams, observing that I had no objection to settle the peshkash on the 
spot , and that when Malharrao had restored him to liberty, his vakils 
night safely treat for peace 

Having thus. Hon'ble Sir, detailed this conespondence, 1 shall embrace 
this opportunity of stating a circumstance whi^ occurred in the more 
early penod of my intercourse with Malharrao, as it discovers how little 
he respects the most sacred obbgation 

V^en this Chief consented to the terms which I sent to him at Kalol 
he swore in the presence of Sunderji by the feet of a Brahman whom he 
called before him for the puiposc of taking this oath, that he would con- 
form him«elf to the Company’s orders and should never commit hostilities 
against them.

Maiiuirs I have the honour to transmit a copy of articles of agreement from 
Malharrao which I have received this morning through the medium of 
‘ Captain WiIIian» These articles are the same as tho^ which I proffer 
M to that Chieftam, excepting the two last, which arc m addition 

I have desired Captain Williams to inform Malharrao that, as the 
articles were not accepted when they were offered, they cannot impose 
any obligations on me and that I loOk upon them as of no validity, un- 
less you should be pleased to order me to act upon them In respect 
to the additional articles. 1 have intimated that I conceive them in their 
presort form to be inadmissible, but that they may be open for discus 
Sion. 

jnwatton 1 have apprised Captain ^VilIlaIn3 that you have again tendered to 
toUaVtar MalhaiTao a s^e escort to Cambay, where he may have the advantage of 
treating of his interest with you personally, a measure 1 have obscr\-ed the 
more necessary, as it does not appear that Malharrao has any pervn in 
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hM service sufliaentlj respectable to ap^iear before jou as a v’akil 

I ha\e also obscrsed to Captain Williams that it is not customary 
for the English when they conclude treaties of peaces to consult jamadars 
and far less to require them to sign the artides of ratificatioa I have 
at the same time left room to hope that these articles may become the 
preliminaries of peace, provided Malharrao shall immediately release Cap 
tain Williams and Suiiderji 

Articles of ag cement proposed to Major U olker by Malharrao 

Article 1st To withdraw his people from Visnagar Halliards 

Article 2nd That there shall be a mutual release of pnsoners 
Article 3rd That Malharrao shall pay up or find security for the

It has been my constant endeavour to give a just and impartial re- 
presentation of every commumcation with that Chieftain and I have 
always sent an account of these conferences before the impression could 
decay 

It IS hardly necessary to dwelt on the numerous instances of tergiver 
fiation and doubledealing of Malharrao as they happened so recently, 
but it may not be superfluous to mention (hem 

He does not deserve that ment which he claims of havmg unvid 
ably maintained a cessation of hostilities 

The Kolis m his service made during that penod inroads into the 
Baroda tcmtones . and I believe from evidence that has come before me 
that Babaji $ complaints of the attadcs on his camp at Adalaj were tnie: 

It will not admit of a doubt that while Malharrao was professing 
a disposition to submit to our umpirage, he was secretly and on every 
hand preparing the means of resistance 

It may be doubted with mudi appearance of justice whether he had 
any real intention of going to Cambay At least when this was put to 
the test and before anything occurred to make him change his resolution 
he showed no inclination to proceed The arrival of a lucky day was 
the first pretence for defay Afterwards the burning of a village a circum 
stance not unusu^ in this country in time of peace, acited his fears and 
resentment On these and other frivolous excuses the guard that had 
been ordered to escort him was prevented leaving camp The endcsed 
memorandum of a cemersatjon with Miraa Ahmed on the 9th of 
March will show that these doubts existed in the mind even of that person 
at an early period 

From the beginning of Malharrao s intercourse with me it bears a dark 
and treacherous appearance The difHculties which he made to an inter 
view at Adalaj and the mode which he at last professed for that purpose 
serve to prove an unsettled and su«picjcnis conduct 

It IS hardly necessary to recall to mind the circumstances under which 
the interview at last took places This man at that time suspected an act 
of treachery which he was meditating How at last was this interview 
accomplish^ ’ Under a solemn promise from his deputies confirmed by 
his Diwan that he was on his way to my tent and approaching the camp 
I went out to meet him I found him waiting my amvat with no inten 
tion of coming further attended an unusual number of armed men 
and several pieces of cannon m the rear under the cwiceafment of some 
trees his whole army was m readiness 

The orcumstances' that attended his visit the mat day to me were 
little less suspicious and extraordinary After hesitating a long time and 
endeavouring to stipulate some absurd conditions, he came m the evening 
During the short discussion that took place on this occasion he promis 
ed to dismiss his new levies and made those professions of obedience which 
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I reported on the 13th ultimo 

It VOS m cortS4XjuctKe of tht> com'cnaUan that 1 dreu up articles of 
accor"jnodation and preat-nted them to hi> cakils next day. who earned 
them to their Maatcr, and not Sunderji as Malfiarrao has asserted. These 
articles nm. first read to Malharrao and then perused b> hun Sunderji 
who attended merdj for tlut purpose afforded such expIaruUcos as were 
required The WTight and consequence of the articles wxtc de-bated . lhe> 
were probabI> considered sesxre and <^ressi\-e. the commen sentiment 
of bad men when they are osertaken by justice. 

Malharrao did not fail to complain but at last subnutting to the 
rxtcssity of hts affairs he gave his verbal assent to what was required of 
him This he did in the most solemn manner taking an oath held sacred 
by the Hindus, that he would not resist the will of the Company My 
mlcrprctaiion of this was that he tlircw himsdf on the mercy of Go\cm 
tnent. but hoped that they would alleviate the heaviness of the conditions 
an expectation which I certainly encouraged, as I thought that his sub- 
mission deserved every iddulgoicc. Malharrao retaining the articles whicl; 
were sigTKd by me in his possession, constituted m itself an act of accept 
ance, since of the two sets of proposals, that I have subscquoitly made, 
he retuTicd the original of that which he rejected but kept the other on 
which he lately oficred to negotiate. This fact may enable you to judge 
as to the pretended negative that he now *ccms to wish to have himsdf 
understood to have put on the artidcs as transmitted to him on the 14th 
of last month It is to be observed that Sunderji was enjoined na to be the 
bearer of the answer, because it was desirable to have a testimony mdc 
pendent of him and which sliould proceed directly from themselves The 
necessity for this precaution is now proved 

Laymg aside then Sunderji s evidence entirely we have that of Mai 
hanaos vakils who were the ofTicial messengm of thar Master and m 
that capanty declared his submission to the pleasure of the Company 
and that he accepted the tenm which had been presenbed They plead 
cd It IS true, for indulgences, and were allowed to expect them from your 
moderation or justice 

But as you have observed Honbic Sir Malharrao by admitting that 
he had agreed to remain at Kalo! refutes his own assertion The clan 
destine and deceitful manner in which he evaded this jart of his agree- 
ment obliged mo to bring forward Babaji The whole of this transac 
tion will appear I hope in its true colours Irwn the letter which I had 
the honour to address you on the 31st ultimo 

It may serve to show how little Malharrao has respected truth in MaVutr's 
his lurrative. when he asserts that the detachment encamps withm i kos oUegatKins 
of Kadi It halted 2 kos from the fort at a village, where I apprised him 
the night before, we should remain The distance from the fort has been 
since ascertained by a theodolite to be throe miles 

Another act of perfidy may be here noticed The enemy employed 
the whole of the preceding night injuring the wells and tanks at Buda 
san by filling them with substances fitted to render their waters poisonous 
Thus, instead of affording me any explanation of the motives that induced 
him to quit Kalol which my letters required he availed himself of the 
open intimation of my intention to encamp at Budasan to effect the des- 
truction of the detadiment by means whidi if nothing else had occurred 
u 
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would be sufficient to estaWish the dqjravity of his character 

The asserticHi that the articles were framed by Babaji would hardly 
deserve notice, were it not a fact that this person was not even consulted 
in the framing of them, and was not made acquainted with them until 
the day following their acceptance Malharrao The mclosed minute 
by the deputies, whom I sent to wait on Babaji on this occasion will show 
that he would have required other and more mortifying conditions • 

Malharrao’s narrative js throughout an artful misrepresentation 
“These articles,” he says, “were sent to me by Sunderji" I have already 
mentioned that they were not sent by Sunder;i They were delivered by 
myself into the hands of his vakils, who came for them These men accord 
ingly returned with the answer of their Master, which they knew Sunderji 
was not authorised to receive. 

“Major Walker,’ this Chief continues, “signified he would wnte 
to you, and endeavour to modify and make them (the articles) so light 
as to enable me to comply with them’ It was not until the vakils had 
accepted m his name all the articles, that I gave them any hope of abate- 
ment It was then that I told them that you would not require of their 
Master what he could not perform and that I should write favourably 
of his situation making them expect every reasonable indulgence from his 
full and entire submission 

“And (Major Walker) desired (that) I (Malharrao) would mean 
while dismiss my sibandi and send them to Kadi, remaining myself 
where I was with only a small force, the Major intending likewise to halt 
at Kalol and keeping Babaji at Adalaj ' This last assertion is not true; 
for he understood from the b^inning that Babaji must come to Sayej, 
as I could never agree to separate myself so many miles from that Chief 
tain which would have been the case, had I gone to Kalol and left him 
at Adalaj It was at first agreed that the number of men to rcTnain with 
Malharrao should not exceed 800 but 1 at last told his deputies, with 
a view of giving them confidence, that 1 was indifferent in respect to the 
number, and should only absolutely insist on the new levies retiring to 
Kadi He was at liberty there/oxe to have kept all his old forces, uhich 
amount, I have since learnt, to 5000 

TTiis was Malharrao writes, “settled on and I had in consequence 
dismissed my sibandi, and was about to dispatch them to Kadi at which 
penod those thus dismissed would not let me remain there. I then pro- 
ceeded to Kadi with my army Malharrao means here to ajxilogise for 
his conduct . but will it excuse him for not imparting his distress to me. 
for stealing away as he did for the dupliatj of his deputies, and in short 
for neither wntmg nor sending to inc at Kalol ’ 

“ On the same day the Major came on to Kalol with Babaji, and on 
Abe .tnlkmirg' .lo Jthe JwiTOiqg ihiy .maiahtid Ao Ahf KimovV' 
Kadi” 

In this paragraph hlalharrao fajsilies dates and is inaccurate in ar 
cumstances. 

I In Sunderji s account it is stated ' Babaji and His companion «eemed to 
be very much satisfied wilh these aiticlesi’' See Section C The end of Aarfi 
2l5l May. 1802 Sundej]i$ ateount, hlaiginal heading Babajt ptemed Lion 
the enclosed minute nhich fottows after this letter docs not prove the statrment 
here made 
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On the evening of the 15th his aimy fdl back to Kadi the detach 
ment marched on the 16th to Kafol and on the following forenoon en 
camped at Budasan. 

I then Malharrao continues, dispatched to them Mr Parker and 
the Desai to notice that the stipulatHMi was for his remaining at Kalol 
and that now he was come on thus much farther I could not therefore 
rely on hts word and desired an explanation After that the Major sent 
a message by Sunderji and Captain Williams that I should remove my 
force to five kos on the other side of Kadi and their encampment took 
place near to Kadi at about a quarter of a kos from it 

Mr Parker and the Desoi came with a letter but although the for 
mcr said he was desired to speak in Malharrao s favour neither he nor 
the Desai made any particular requests Mr Parker observed that Mai 
harrao would not, he thou^t disband his army The manner in which 
Captain Williams and Sunderji are mentioned m the above quoted extract 
discovers a profligate degree of effrontery It is to be remarked that they 
were seized less than a mile from camp and that the firing commenasf 
immediately the possession of lhar persons serving as the signal for 
hostility 

Malharrao was at that time cntirdy ignorant of the nature of their 
message, which had no influence therefore m determining his conduct 
It cannot be doubted but this man had previously resolved on a breach 
of faith and the circumstances under which he committed this act of 
perfidy could not be more disgraceful

Mifza Ahmed Beg munshi called on me and said that he is doubt MaOter 
ful of Malharrao s compliance with his promise of proceeding to Cambay 
for he observes on attentively inquiring of Dayaldas Malhaxraos \akil 
who returned last night from Kadi the leason that he had not brought 
any letter either m answer to his or rather to that of the Major he con 
fe&«d Malharrao, instead of disbanding his troops was daily entertam 
ing and raising by d^ees more Sidi Ambar Khoja had joined him 
with 500 men 15 companies of Pathans had arrived from Gcxlhra.

Aga Muhammad and Sunderji waited on Kamal ud-dm by Major oi^xfo s 
\\ alker s orders to communicate to him and Babaji the articles of agreement 
with Malharrao For the purpose Babaji also repaired to the Khan s tent 
The articles were translate by Sunderji and Balvantrao into the Marathi 
language. They were then presented to Babaji for his perusal and Sunderji 
informed Babaji of Malharraos submission to the agreement but acquamt 
fd him at the same time with tiie poverty of Afalharraa and that he com 
plained of the article which required money as a very heavy stone for 
him to support Babaji was also informed of the Majors intention to 
march in the morning to Kalol and that Malharrao would send back his 
army to Kadi but remain himsdf with a suOicient part of his force to 
conclude this business with the Major Babaji was desired to move him 
self as far as Sayej with the more orderly p:rt of his army and to leave 
those whose obcdicTKe was doubtful at Adalaj 

Babaji observed in ^.nswer to these communications that Malharrao 
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had got enough of treasure, whidi he had acquired by the plunder of 
Vi«nagar, etc. He requested that some additional articles might be in 
serted, vtz that Sivram and others, who had deserted from their sarkar, 
mi^t be ddivered up , that Malharrao should be directed to alter his 
seal as formerly, by which the Government might be conducted in his 
own name, and not, as it now is, m that of his soa 

The sanad or dustuclq Babaji observed, for the restoration of Vis* 
nagar was also improperly drawn out, m as much as that was surrendered 
to the Company and not to Anandrao, whose name was not mentioned 
in the deed This dushidr should also be delivered by Malharrao and 
not by Khanderao, his stm 

In respect to his army Babaji said that there were no disorderly 
persons in it, and he proposed therefore to move with ah his force to 
Sayej

force in Cambay is suffiaent to finish this business, and we want men 
here more than stores. We shall be able to produce by their arrival I hope 
1 000 eighteen pounder shot , and if the 1,000 from Surat proceed with 
the troops, we shall have enough . at least let us tr> what can be done. 
Babaii is to send this express, and I hope the troops wifl immediately 
advance with such stores as they can cany I have consulted Captain 
Ince in respect to this department, and he thinks wc should do the busi 
ness with the assistance I have menpened, added to what we have. 

Extract of another letter front Major Walker, dated 6th April, 1802 
Eatytuk I am afraid that the detachment at Cambay is encumbering itself 
with stores, which the service docs not require. Some of the stores al-o 
may follow or be sent on by degrees. They need not encumber themselves 
with field pieces , two or four at the utmost can be required Tlic most 
essential artides arc a su^ily of eighteen pounder shot and ammunition 
There is no necessity to wait the arrival of the Goa forces, which will 
only increase the utmost abundance. In short if they march imniedfafcl>. 
the business here wnll be over by the end of this month . and 
such part of the force as jou wish to withdraw. (triU 6c) re-«mfaaikcd 
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before the 15th of May for Bombay 

The field pieces that I mentioned this mommg are unnecessary Sand 
bags are not required nor are provisions waited nor anything vdiich you

greater numbers than on the last occasion The firing commenced about 
2 odock Between 5 and 6 Kama! ud dm was obliged to quit his posi 
tion on the nght of the English detachment and to move to the succour 
of Babap whose horse appeared retreatmg I likewise detached one of 
the divisions of Native Infantry under Lieutenant Mackeson to support 
this point of attack The division did na en^ge but afforded by its 
presence a amsiderable degree of confidence to the allies 

Babaji s forces, reinforced by those under Kama! ud dm finally sue 
coded m repulsing the enemy on all points amJ obliged them to retire 
within their own luruts about 7 odock. It is difficult to judge what num 
ber of the enemy engaged on this occasion but they are said to have 
obtained their first advantage from a considerable body of foot being m 
terspersed among their cavalry 

It is also difficult to estimate the loss on either side but it would 
appear that the allies have had 4 killed and a much greater number 
wounded This account does not mdude horses killed and wounded the 
loss of the enemies to be far more cc«isiderabl& 

There was a cannonade mamtained between the allies and the enemy 
as usual ill^directed but the guns of the battery occasionally fired with 
effect 

The Engineer has been for some lughts employed m carrying forward 
an approach from the advanced battery which 1 diall continue as far as

In cemfomuty to your wishes* the enemys battery on their right 
flank I went forward early this moniing to reconnoitre. refort 

i beg lea\e to lay before you the observations which I made together 
with some mlorrmtiaa I procured from the Partasaese 
Observations made by Lieutenant Ccioper on the mommg of the 9th April 
1802 m reeonnottnng one of the enemys battenes on their nght flank 

Left camp at } post twelve, and amved at the top of a hill m front Ttie Patiunt 
of the enemys battery at about 2 odock. The mommg was suffiaently 
clear to enable me to discover large objects at the distance of about 400 
yards. 

On gaming the hill (which I found measurement to be 2 miles from 
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our encampment) I could distingui^ the breastwork of the battery and 
conceived the distance to be 350 yards It commands the /rat and camp 
as also such \iorks as the enemy have raised to defend them. 

I was accon^jamed by a Portuguese, nho fomerlj belraiged to this 
battery and who 6 days ap> made his escape from it, anslung he said 
if possible to enlist in our service. He informed me 

1st That 5 small trenches acre cut about 12 yards m front of the 
breastwork each as a cover to S men who remained in them during the 
night That one peisrai is always awake m each of these but that none 
of them ever vultures m front 

2nd That rather in the rear to my left was the entrance or traverse 
of the battery about 30 yards from which a party of horse are posted 
This party furnishes one sentry who remains between the small trenches 
and the battery and is rdieved every two or three hours. 

No vigilance seemed to be u«ed by the enem> to guard this import 
ant post from being surpn*^ for out of the 6 sentnes who watched during 
the night there is not one who goes 20 yards m front of the battery 
I was ;ust able to distinguish the horscfrwn who «as the sentry slowly 
ridmg baclroards and forwards but the morning did not afford sufficient 
light to render the email trendies pcrc^tiWe 

I am of opinion that a body of men observing a strict silence could 
not fail of reaching the top of the hill undiscovered from whence tf they 
made a dash towards the traverse of the battery 1 think its immediate 
fall must be inevitable 

A guard of 2000 Pathans mount the battery every evening at sun 
ect and return to camp at 7 or 3 in the morning All these men saving 
those who keep watch m the advance trencher generally fall asleep about 
midnight They are chiefly armed with swords and *pcars, md hive 
not about SO muskets amcxig them. The battery has only 3 guns one 
nine pounder one «ix pounder and cre c^e-pewnder

I had last the honour of addressmg Your Lordship on the 23rd of 
March. 

I have since received four reports from Major Walker two under 
date the 31st ultimo, one of the 3rd and another of the 5th instant of 
which and oi acmmpaaimeats copies arc herewith, submitted as pet 
accompanying list of packet. 

In transmitbng these further advices it is necessary I should in the Utstaia 
first place apologise to Your Excellency for a misconception I had fallen 
into in conceiving and consequently reporting that Malharrao had actually 
signed to the articles presented to him by Major Walker on the 14th of 
March whereas it now clearly appears that by the term subscriber which 
the Major madd use of he meant only to convey the idea of that Chief 
tains having accepted them. 
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What misled me in this instance was the Major s happening to use 
the word subscription in his {»iblic letter of the 14th of March accom 
panymg mine to Your ExceDcncy of the 16th m the sense of consent 
as well as in his previous communication on the same occasion contain 
mg the following expressicsi The Rajas Council were long m deter 
mming , and it was but an hour ago that his deputies returned with an 
answer to my proposals I am happy to inform you that he has subscnb 
ed to them m toto Nor have any ill-consequences arisen from this 
misconstru(^on of the terms of Major Walker’s advices for these con 
ditions thus subscnbed to were not received at Cambay until the I7th 
of March nor the earliest intimation concerning them before the 16th 
so that had I possessed ever so strong an inclmation there was no time to 
render them more palatable to Malharrao before his treacherous imprison 
ment on the first mentioned of these dates of Captain Williams and Sunder 
ji had put an end to all confidence for which upon his own prinaples, Mai 
harrao must have had the less ground of excitement inasmuch as he wishes 
now to have understood that he had only accepted these tendered condi 
tions on the proviso of the promise of Major Walker (who however jxei 
lively disallows of this constniction) to write me to have them reduced 
to a level with his ability a modification which from the local distance 
he had no reason to look for before the 18th or 19th of the same month 
of March that being the very soonest that the post could come and go 
Defending Otherwise howsoever w^l pleased as I no doubt was with Major

war on us is not right You are accordingly adjured on this subject m 
the name of the Company we are proceeding in the road you have pointed 
out to us and if you shall make war we call on the King and the Com 
pan/s protection. All which was wntten when the determination on 
Malharraos part must have been taken to commence hostilities on us, 
unless indeed there should be any troth in a report which has been slightly 
arculated that Malharrao was himself averse to this extremity but was 
overpersuaded by his brother the commander of bis troops, and by Shiv 
ram a native of Benares formerly said to have been in our military 
*ervice and who having lately deserted from that of the Baroda Govern 
ment in which he hdd a chief command thinks he has now no alternative 
but to continue the war at all hazards 

A further proof of Malharraos having understood his acceptance of 
the conditions of the l4th March in much the same sense as Major Walter 
IS contained in the voucher No 8 bang a re translation and more accurate 
version (for both this and the former letter happen to have been rather in 
accurately put into English in the copies before sent) of the documents 
under the same date, whidi accompanied my address to Your Excellency 
of the 23rd of last month From all which it will I think, appear suffi 
cienlly established that Malharrao was sensible enough of the nature of 
the engagements he had entered into with Major Walker a1 
though his own latent ambition to assume the role in Guiarat or hi« 
ill advisers or perhaps his mistaken jealousies and fears appear to have 
so soon misled him into conduct that can now ixily be repaired by very 
unqualified submission on his part 
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h’aii, to he Stdl, as I could not but feelingly regret that, after so promising a pros- 

aitackcd pgct Qf a pacific issue to my mediation, the latter part of it should under 
arcumstances tliat, if at all suscq>tibleofabettercourse,didnotfromtheir 
rapidity admit of my control, I availed mysdf of a short correspondence, 
which in the hope of effecting Captain Williams and Sunderjis relea«e, 
I authorised the Resident here to commence with Malharrao, as entered 
m voucher No, 9. to offer to him the liberty of still coming in here in 
an honourable way to settle h*s concmis, on condition of his first releasing 
his pnsoners , of which however he has not thought fit to avail him^U, 
so that there now remains no other iieajur''e than to take his fort of Kadi , 
for which I have reason to believe the force now before it, together nith 
those a«sembled here and about to march under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Anderson, as per return No 10 will be suffinent, mthout waiting 
for the arrival of the troops from Goa, more especially as I caniwt place 
any certain reliarce whether these latter may come to our aid or not , 
smce It is probable Sir William Clarke may not think himself at liberty

Wa/ixrs The report of Major Walker referred to ui the first paragraph of the 
concessions a^dress, bringing down his roire^xwidence with Captain Williams and 
Malharrao no further than to the end of last month it will be proper 
here to continue the subject by noticing that the Major, receiving daily 
accounts of the unviorthy treatment sustained by Captain Williams and 
Sunderji, was, m the hopes of obtaining their rdease, induced tacitly to 
move that clause of the articles presenbed on the I4th March which 
subjected Malharrao Co refund the amount of his plunder and to limit 
the 7th article to a security of only Rs. 50 000 , but even this Malharrao 
n-as not satisfied with , and the correspondence through Captnin Williams 
being accordingly continued under the most pressing instances from that 
officer to effect his enlargement. Major Walker at length consented on the 
25th March, to propose to Malharraos acceptance seven articles, leaving 
the amount oi'pesiifiasft I'm wrticil ^fbiharrao rtarf rcquiretf a reduction 
to a former lower standard than he had paid for the 12 years last past) 
to future adjustment , on security being lodged for what might really turn 
out to be due, after receiving credit for whrtcvxr just demands of debt 
Malharrao nu^t (as he alleged) possess against the Baroda (3ovcmmcnt : 
for which purpose the accounts were to be settled by arbitrarors ; and 
Malharrao was required to send in vakils to Cambay to settle all other 
points. These terms were of course offered, subject to my aj^rohiuon. 
though not with my previous concurrence , and the urgency of Captain 
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Williams’ case mterested so much the humanit/ of Major Walker that he Muro/s 
was thence willing as well as myself to listen to any terms within the most 
moderate bounds of reason that led to a prospect of termination to the 
suffermgs of our two unfortunate pns<wiers 

But I had no occasion to pronounce affirmatively or otherwise on the 
great concessions thus proposed, as Malharrao, immediately refusing even 
to leave in doubt or anywise subject to further adjustment the amount of 
his peshkash, required that its aggregate should stand on the face of any 
treaty or terms that might be concluded, and refusing even to listen to 
the precedmg most liberal offer on the part of the Major , instead of which 
he or his Ministers now recurred to a senes of 13 articles which they 
had some time before attempted to enforce, several of which (as they stand 
copied into one of the accomparumenls to the Major’s last quoted address 
of the 31st of March) were not a little exceptionable, one of them com 
prehending nothing less than to have bestowrf uptMi him the pargana of 
Nadiad, of which for several years past he had stood dispossessed , and 
from which single article of his said 13 claims did he now (m 
view probably to its greater extravagance) intimate any disposition to 
recede , but insisting on all the others, one of which stipulated for an m 
demnity of Shivram and all the other servants of the Baioda State, who 
m joining him had rebelled against it, whilst other articles tended to leave 
him considerably more independent than he had hitherto been of the 
supenor Government of the Gaikwad, demanding also that the terms,

In reply Major Walker, after expressing the utmost sympathy with Fi/rther 
Captain William's situation, <*served that it roust be known to that officer dtsamums 
that our public measures cannot be influenced by his personal circumstan 
ces . after which Malharrao sent out on the 30th ultimo a new set of 
articles, including always therein the ascertained reduction of his peshkash

After this on the 3rd of April Malharrao announced through Captain

With respect to the terms of paafication Malharrao observed that 
there was but a very small difference existing in the articles of agreement , 
and that, if Major Walker ratifies and secures him m the seven last articles 
which, he gave Vakhatchand to understand, were already acceded to by 
the Major, he would m that ease release Captain Williams and Sunderji , 
and then he shall authorise a person on his bdialf to wait upon Major

Vakhatchand could not say whether Malharrao had really ever m 
tended to go himself to Cambay, but he «uqxcted his sincerity m this par

Remarks by Major Walker 

The first remark that occurs on Malharraos communication to Vak Walters 
hatchand is that he confirmed to this person Major Walkers narrative 
previews to the affair of the 17th, and thereby admitted his own accept 
anee of the articles at Kalol The cause which he assigns for the com 
mencement of hostilities, can never justify that lut since the Desat was 
not charged with any message from ^jor Walker and made at all events 
a false report of that Gentlemans intentions to his Master The Major 
«ent messengers who were commissioned to make a direct communication 
to Malharrao himself and who were besides to give him private assurances 
of his disposition to serve him They were to represent to him in order 
to avoid disputes between the two armies so near to each other that his 
new levies should either retire within the fort of Kadi or 5 kos beyond it 
which would make it easy to prosecute the business of peace without inter 
ception But as he confesses that he did not wait for the amval of the 
English deputies he is condemned by his own evidence He seems to be 
conscious that his cause is bad and endeavours to defend it by the dis 
obedience of his sardars. It is unnecessary to make any remark on such 
a defence, since every Government is answerable for conduct of its 
oDkcts. His next representation that Major Walker should have remain 
ed at Kalol has been already refuted and is indeed absurd in itself for 
how was it possible to know his intention of returning to that place, when

the Presidency I have purchased up at advanced pnccs all the inconst 
derable quantity of liquor that n-as to be found in the hands of indiM 
duals at this place and have written to Daman and Dm to have snt 
up wnih all expedition whatever quantity may be in store there, whilst to 
uipply as well as possible the non amval of the expected biscuits Mr Hoi 
ford the Resident here, has with great industry and much to his credit 
established a bakery which will furnish some daily to the army m the 
held besides which we may no doubt expect speedily to receive what 
RUisc be on its way to us from Bombay and our present difhcufties may 
have been m some degree enlianccd by having no regular Commissary of 
Provisions on the spot the Gentleman first appointed to ofTiciate m that 
capaaly being m the camp near Kadi and his successor having only 
arrived this morning from the Presidency but without his supplies 

After having wntten thus far I have the pleasure to add that by 
a letter just come in from Major Walker bearing date the 14th of April 
at 3 P M that day which was the threatened one of a general attack, had 
passed that far quietly and with less hostility even than usual a circum 
stance whidi Afajor Walker reasonably imputes on the part of the enemy 
to a shroff of Ahmadabad named Vakhatehand Khushalchand having volun 
tarily undcrtalcen to proceed into Kadi to make Malharrao he says 
B^hajned of the business and impropriety of his act m seuing Captan 
Williams, and Sunderji and m the hopes of procuring their enlargement 
At all events Major Walker deems it of great importance to keep this 
matter pending till the amval of the reinforocments in which 1 cannot but 
acquiesce at the same time that 1 have additional reasons to doubt of 
the suggested estait of disloyally m Anandraos army which is not easily 
teconcibble to their bdiavicur on the 7th in gallantly repclJing MaJhairaos 
attack nor to other recent advices from our camp at Kadi 

Howsoever much my original views m this business have been thwart 
cd It will be known to Your Lordship from roy preceding correspondence 
how much I wished to have brought this sort of domestic feud to an 
amicable issue in the prosecution of which I had before leaving Surat 
m February dispatched Hanchand to bruig in to me his son in law Muiar 
rao one of the fugitive sons of the late Covindrao desirous as I was and 
still contmue to do all the good in my power for the family in general 
buL if this man may be believed I have not been emulated in this design 
by those members of it whose towering hopes would thereby be partially 
fnistiated particularly in the instance of the late Fatesing s daughter Gajra 
bai who IS represented to have secretly daie all m her power to counter 
^ the pacific measures 1 had project^ by advis ng Malharrao and his 
relation Ganpatrao of Sankheda to dirtrust our intentions and by insi 
diously ascribing those Itnlenlsms} to our mediation which might ke^ 
them most aloof from its influence a conduct which if hereafter proved 
on this lady may justly exclude her from the Company s future protec

predude the possibility of its supporting the weight of the eighteen poun- 
der for even a short march Tlie brass o^tcen pounder carnage, on which 
(he gun IS now lashed, lias sufTcred considerably, and the commandant of 
artillery has doubts of our succeeding m getting it on Uie Kadi.

frisotiers fjed to him in wntmg that m the event of the least injury being done to 
his unfortunate prisoners (Captain Williams and Sunderji) the lives of 
himself and his son shall not fail to be the penalty , whereas, if he uses 
them well, this will give him a claim on us for his personal safety to a 
greater extent than from any of other consideration 
siaihart But, should MalhaiTao resume his intention of repairing to me at 
tuit thia place, you and Ma/or Walker (who are hereby appointed a Committee 
for any negotiations that may ensue with the Chieftain in question) will 
both permit and encourage it. upon the previous considerations however 
of his releasing Captain Williams and Sunderji, evacuating Visnagar, and 
putting you and the English troops in possession of the fort of Kadi to 
maintain the same m trust and without waste or depredation during

there be prepondering local motives to tne contrary, the CCTumencemenf

ant Cowper to examine into this cireumstancft that officer under cover 
of a small party of Eun^jeans and of the allied cavalry reconnoitred close 
to the work early on the morning of the 9th I have the honour to enclose

It would appear by the best information we have obtained that this

Previously however to the recapt of these orders the troops under 
the command of Major Walker had approached so near to Kadi the capi 
tal of Malharrao as to allow of a personal intercourse between them, in 
the course of which the latter was miormed o! the conditions that Mr 
Duncan* had deemed it reasonable to require of him. These conditions 
were that besides a full restitution of the places and property he had 
seized on he should pay up or find secunty for the liquidation within 
a given penod of the arrears of his tribute and pay also a part at least 
of the expense of the equipment his insurrectioo had occasioned or surren 
dered in lieu thereof a part of territory 

On that occasion Malharrao appears to have professed hia readiness 
to conform to whatever might be required of him and Major V/alker 
accordingly forwarded to the (Jovemor on the 1-lth of March the detailed 
conditions to which that Chiefta>fi had agreed and which obtained after 
wards the full acquiescence of the Baroda Government 

When matters had been thus, as it was thought favcurably terminal 
ed Malharrao was guilty of ^ Tct of most atroaous treachery While 
Major Walker was in fnendly correspondence with him he was planning 
hostility and on the 17th of March actually he opened a heavy: cannonade

ment and withm three miles of Kadi, at a time when unfortunately 
an officer (Captain Williams) of your military establishment and Sunderji, 
a native interpreter, were, at the desire of the insurgent, proceeding to 
his camp, where tb^ have been since detained as pnsoners. 

In the course of the actirm the troc^ under Major Walker conducted 
themselves with great steadiness and succeeded in repulsing the enemy' Had 
their exertions been properly seconded by the allies, the result, the Major 
states, would probably have been more favoirable , but, when we advert 
to the disparity of force and to the circum^ances under which the attack 
was made, the result must certainly be admitted to have been highly credi- 
table to the gallantry of the BntiSh detachment The casualties on our 
side have, however, been heavy Lieutenant Creagh of his Majesty's 86th 
Regiment, Captain McDonald and Lieutenant Lovell of your military 
establishment were killed, besides about 40 privates 

In a case of this high emergency and ol such eventual importance to 
the reputation of the British arms in India, we fully concurred with Mr 
Duncan in the expediency of sending reinforcements and supplies to Cam 
hay The whole of the disposable force at this Presidency was accordingly 
immediately embarked, and a pressing requisition shortly after made, at 
the further instance of the Goromor. to Colonel Sir Wilham Clarke, the 
Bntish commanding officer at Goa. to join the army to the northward with 
the European brigade under his orders and a batt^on of native infantry. 

In adopting these measures we experienced, as we have much satisfaction 
m mentiorung to your Kon'ble Committee, the most realous co-operacion 
on the part of Captains Hargood, McKdlar, and Pulham of his Majesty's 
Navy, but for whose assistance we should have had to contend with very 
serious difficulties m the effectual accomplishment of this service. 

Colonel Sir Wiltiam Clarke, on the instant of the receipt of our re- 
quisition, caus^ the troops required from Goa to bo embarked on the 
ships sent for that purpose, and proceeded himself m command of them 
to Cambay There he anived on the 12th instant, and immediately assum 
ed the chief command of the remforcements collected at that place On 
the 16th he marched with the intention of forming a junrtion with Major 
Walker, whose camp he expected to reach on the 24th instant 

With the exception of a few partial skimiishes, m which the troops of 
the Gaikwad have been chiefly engaged there has been little or no hosli 
lity on either side since the acticm of the ITth ultimo up to the 27th 
instant, being the date of our latest advices from the camp Major Walker 
has Since that jxnod acted onl> on the dcfimsi\e awaiting the reinforce 
ments that are thus on their march to join him 

The first object of the united force under the command of Colonel 
Sir William Clarke, which, independently of the troc^ of the allies, may 
be computrf to consist of bctiM«n five and six thousand of whom bet-

Of the force of Malharrao we have had various reports some accounts 
estimate it at no more than Irom 12 to 15 thousand men whilst others 
rate it high as 32000 On this head therefore we cannot convey any 
accurate information , but, whatever it may prove we oitertam a confidence 
that Sir William Clarke will be able to prosecute the warfare to a success 
ful issue. 

IVhiht measures are thus pending Mr Duncan has concluded an 
advantageous convention subject to the ratification of the Supreme Govern 
merit, with the Minister of Anandrao Caikwad for the security of the 
latter s dominion and government in Gujarat By this agreement it has 
been stipulated that the expense, incurred by your Government in the 
course of the present warfare, sh^l be defrajed by the Gaikwad for the 
security of which he has mortgaged the districts of the athavisi in the vici 
nty of Surat It is further provided that he shall permanently mbsidise a 
force of 2 OOO sepoys 1 company of European artillery and its proportion 
of lascars , the expense ot which is also to be made good by an assignment 
of territory in such part of his dominions as may best suit the convenience 
of both parties. This article is not howevw to be earned into effect 
till the dose of the present warfare with Malharrao and lastly, the relm 
quishment to the HonTile Company of the pargana of Chorasi and of the 
Gaikwad s share of the chauth of ^rat t$ confirmed 

We chink it necessary to mention to your Hon ble Committee that, 
although we have not hitherto been favoured with any public instniclion 
from His Excellency the Governor General in Council upon the subject 
of our negotiations with the Gaikwad Government yet we have the satis 
faction to state that His Lorddiips private 'wetary has expressed him 
self to the following effect in a letter to Mr Duncan dated Benares, 13th 
March, 1802 His Excellency has been so burned and so harassed for 
these last two months that he has not had leiaire to give that attention 
to the subject of your late negotiation which it requires but he desirea 
me to say he will do so at an early date, and to assure you m the mean 
time that he perfectly approves of the general principles upon which you 
have acted and that you may depend ujwn receiving his supjxirt

Sews from Kadi reported by MtaH Sakeb 

Yesterday rught a letter amved from Madhavrao to his brother Ganesh siaPutrs 
pant, dated the 26th April relening to his letter by Pulab Pardih adding 
that Malharrao has now wntten himsdf 

Ganeshpant has accordingly received a letter from Malharrao of the 
same date lamenting that he has not heard from him in reply to the inti 
mation earned by Dulab Parekh and desiring him to settle everything 
and wnte him and so to manage as that the object may be ^ected 
quickly 

In reply Ganeshpant has this day referred Malharrao to Sir William 
Clarke, rerommending to him to wait upon that officer and (if he wishes tetter 
for peace) to send unto Sir William Clarke as prdiminary the persons 
of Captain Williams and SuRdcrji and to make his professions through 
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them of his desire for peace which may perhaps tend to his preserva 
tion or that if otherwise he ®hall listen to the reports and advice of 
the interested the issue of the business will show to him the result of 
e\il counsd and that as everything is now referred to Sir Wihiam there 
IS no further occasion to make referenos here but that if he had come 
m with Dulab Parekh then a good (^portumty for adjustment still re- 
mained and that even now the ®ame course of commg in here seem^ 
the best he can foJIow without seeking at present any other object than 
his own safety which is to be secured by his own application on the spot 
without trusting again to one (le. Gai^pant) on whom he no longer 
places reliance’- still however it be Ganeshpant thinks proper to communi 
Cdte that as far as he can judge from appearances the Governor is not 
yet bent on his rum provid^ he submits himself

<rttoH Yesterday at night intelligence arrived from hfadhavrao the brother 

Kaii qj Ganeshpant as transmitted from Kadi on tlie 25th it states that for 
these 4 and S days Malharrao refuses him the u’iual free egress and regress 
to his presence and that besides the troops who were assembled at the 
period of Dulab Parekh s amvaJ some more Afghans (or Pathans) have 
anived (the number not specified) who by their boastings of what they 
have performed against the English or other places such as Oudh etc keep 
Malharrao in spirits Some more naked Gceains have also arrived and 
there are also some troops partly mounted on canids and partly on foot 
coming from Seroy and within one or two days journey and it is said 
that ^ere is a company of troops coming from Smdia On the other 
hand Malharrao seems rather more indined to peace than war and to 
give preference to negotiation (^serving that so much good may not be 
derivable from war as from pailqr 

Madhavrao (a young man of about 25) has been advised by Ganesh 
pant to obtain leave from Malharrao to come m here on a message to his 
said relation which is coisidered as the best means he has of escaping 
not only from that Chieftain but from the consequence of the ensuing hosti 
lity 

The preceding information is denved from Miah Saheb a person con 
nected with Mf Crow and who is the channel of Ganeshpant s ccwnmuni 
cation

O^tr 1 consented to a propositicm of the former that Ganeshpant should 
"S/J? Parekfi. to Kadi with their advice that if he 

(Malhar) desired to have peace, it was fit and requisite that he should 
repair here to the Governor at Cambay and solicit panfon for the attack 
he had made on the English troops , adding for his encouragement that, 
although the Governor and all the other Gentlemen were at first deter 
mined to take exemplary v'engcance for the act, jet that upon their (Miah 
Saheb and Ganeshpant) representing the aggression not to have onginated 
from Malhar himself, and interceding therein for him (Malhar) the Cover 
nor had signified that on Malhar's repairing hither (rdeasing also Captain 
Williams and Sunderji) pardon should be extended to him m respect to 
the hostility as well as lenity shown in regard to the 13th article, and

But nothing of this has taken place, I was however now told that 
Kanhoji should not be released and that Fatesingrao should be the ministfr 
and the other branches of the Gaikwad family would be provided but that 
I must pay the penalty of all the disturbance I had raised, as to which 
he «howcd me a wnting and pive also a cony thereof I thereupon be- 
coming apprehen ne of treachery Urf my Icaro speedily after the cere 
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monies of saropa,* at which time I heard the report of a gun, and Babaji 
came up>2 and joined the English army, and I set out They caused my 
army to move on to Kadi, where I folloned them, and the allied armies 
arrived near to Kadi whereupon all the people here great and ‘^rnall fell 
mto doubt Tnus it was that hosulities ensued m which no fault was 
imputable to me, but fate is inesistible It was even my desire to pro- 
ce^ to visit the Governor with only 100 men . but when the Major be 
gan to speak to me thus roughly I fell into doubt , and whether he acted 
this way of his own accord or by order, I knoiv not , other dangers 
occurred also to me, whence I was seized with apprehension as to coming 
on to visit the Governor But even now I am ready on the order of the 
Governor and consider him as my murabbi or protector , but not till after 
an adjustment and that some sort of settlement be concerted so as tliat 
I may cheerfully repair thither without concern of apprehension Besides 
which there is another means if the Governor approve thereof vtt that 
Anandrao, and Gajrabai and Kanhojirao and all the other branches of 
the Gaikwad family be sent for mto his presence at Cambay , and that, 
I also bemg present he may then after understanding everything issue 
his command, which I will punctually comply with In the Government 
of the Company justice is triumphant and no ons wishes to act contrary 
to the Governors pleasure . and if he will do as much for the family of 
the Gaikwad as he is doing for their servants it will add to his good 
name and give satisfaction to all the members of the Gaikwad family 
and to all mankind . if the servants are afraid to deliver their acoxints 
that even I leave to the Governor s justice that whatever he shall direct, 
we will obey , notwithstanding all which if in justice and equity it be 
determmed Uiat no one has any right and that I possess no rights m the 
family of the Gaikwad, we will then all of us leaving Kadi proceed to 
our land and country In short, if the Governed means to take our lives 
at the instance of recenMy established servants, he is the master It is 
the custom all over the world for relations and old dependants to be main

It will appear from the correspondence alrcad) on record at the Pre Cajrabet 
wdency that Caneshpant is an adherent and pnncipal agent of Kanlioji 
rao who took refuge last year in Surat some time after Cajrabai to whom ^ 

(as stated in Mr Crows correspondence) he was at first an object of 
great jealousy although having one common pursuit They afterwards 
pined in intriguing against the Baroda Administration but still their 
union never appears to have been cordial and they are even now strongly 
at variance as is at leau reported to the Governor by Miah Saheb the 
person employed from the first by Mr Crow as the principal channel 
of thor intercourse with that gent. 

Caneshpant bang known to be a man of great industry and zeal 
for the cause he has espoused the Governor at the suggestion also of 
Raoji Appaji sent up for him to Cambay soon after the action with Mai 
harrao. as thinking his means of aiuwyance would be more limited here 
than in such a aty as Surat where it was apprehended he might excite 
improper intrigues and with him Mr Crow sent up m pursuance of the 
Governor's instructions the aforesaid Miah Saheb who also holds the office 
of general inspector in the custom house at Surat 

Upon the arrival of these persons at Cambay the Governor inform 
cd Miah Saheb of Ilanchands charge against Gajrabai for having by 
her coTTcspcHidencc with Malharrao done all she could to alienate his mind 
from conciliation which has led to her present reply addressed to Miah 
Saheb in the quality o/ her vakil wherein she denies or at least docs not 
acknowledge the imputation thrown on her by Harichand disavowing at

Jonalhan Duncan lo the Marquu of WtUesUy 
Suectit On the 30th of last month I had the honour of intimating to \our 
Lordship that we rm^t soon expect to hear of the progress of Colonef 
Sir William OariLe my instnictioo* to whom accompanied that address. 

I now accordingly submit a copy of Sir WiUiam s summons to Wal 
harrao, which that Chieftam hiving transmitted no answer to our army 
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proceeded on the nvjming of the 30th to dislodge the enemy s force en 
trenched between them and Kadi from all their posts and batteries and 
finally from the camp m a manner highly honourable to the British arms 
and reflecting the greatest credit on Colonel Sir William Clarke their 
commander of whose report of this brilliant and «uccessful exploit a copy 
IS now forwarded tt^her with a return of the killed and wounded which 
howev’er much to be regretted, is not in a heavier proportion than from 
the arduous nature of the service might be espected when the unfortunate 
event of the blowing up of the tumbnl is also tak«i into account 

Malharrao havnng the same evening of the action rdeased Captain MaOar 
Williams and Sunderji this led to a further intimation to him from Colonel 
Sir William Clarke, whidi with Malhars reply to it is copied into the 
voucher marked m the margin and on the following day Malharrao hav 
ing ‘«nt word that he would surrender and submit him>elf to our mercy 
a small detail was by his own desire «ent to one of the gates of his town 
to escort him into our camp But after meeting the party and getting 
even into his palanquin at the gateway he was prevented by the remon 
stranccs and apparent resistance of his own people from leaving the fort 
respecting which some doubts are at the same time entertamirf how far 
he was himself serious m his intentions But however this may be if he 
meant deceit he gained nothing m this instance b> attempting it whilst 
on our part we profited thus much that it was ascertained by the near 
approach of the officer m command of the escort that his defences were 
not very formidable The breaching battery was espected to begin to play 
on the 4th or 5th at the furthest and that m 24 hours a practicable breach 
would be made. 

In drawback on this nearly approaching complete success ive have Canpairao 
to regret some unexpected commotion that has been recently created to 
the eastward of Baroda by Ganpatrao another member of the Gaikwad 
family who has all along covertly or openly in league with Malharrao 
The account of his unlocked for disturbance reached us only last night 
as contained in the voudiers oppositely marked and every particular 
measure will be used to check its progress although at present the Gaik 
wad s or our own force in this quarter is very inconsiderable all or nearly 
all being with the army at a distance of 70 miles from the place 
VouckeT$ accompanying Duncens letter to the Governor General of the 5lk 
May 

Jvo 1 Informatioti of Muhammad Hmarn Colonel Anderson s servant 
dated 5lk May 1803 

This informant says he was «ert by Colond Anderson to Kadi to Siuai$on 
observe the strength of Malharrao s fort and army and to bnng him such 
intelligence as he could collect respecting the same He left Cambay on 
the 8th of April and went to Ahmadabad and from thence direct to Kalol 
where he remamed over night and on his setting out from thence he 
was advised by people of that place to be very careful on his journey as 
there was great danger of the Kolis and of Malharrao s spies. He not 
withstanding continued his journey and arnved at a village about 
two and a half kos distance from Kadi and wrote a note to Mufcund 
rao telling him that he came from Surat that Gajrabai had sent him 
her compliments and that he had a letter for him from his wife who 
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Ji\k 1 at Harichind 8. No sooner lhj< note was delivered to him than 
he sent a ;asus and desired hi/n to come to the fort He accordingly 
went into Oie fort and was presented to Mukundrao to whom he dch 
vered his wifes letter He (the said Mukundrao) after perusing his 
letter asked his informant several que^ions about his wife Gajrabai etc 
and aftenvards dismissed him, saying that wlicn he went to Darbar 
the next day he would send for him lo jiay his respect to the Rao Saheb 
meaning Malharrao Tins informant was accordingly sent for at the Dar 
bar tfie next day and after paying ins respect to Malharrao 
he asked this informant several things amongst whidi one was 
how Gajrabai and Ganeslipant were and whctlicr they Jived in 
one house or in 'cparale liouscs’ This informant answered they were 
both well and lived in separate hou«es one at Gopitalao and the other 
at Sagataho He then began asking this informant the news of Surat 
and of the English troops and said that some jvcoplc say that there are 
no more forces Oian what is here and that others say a large and strong 
reinforcement was coming TIiis informant said he had no particular 
account but that on his coming lo Cambay he saw a vast number o! 
troops, which came from Bomtoy Surat Dm and Daman and ethers 
were daily expected that he saw a great number of large and small guns 
and a very great quintity of very large and small shot and other ammum 
tion and indeed the place wvs so full that there v/as nothing to be seen 
at Cambay but soldiers and sepoys and ammunition of all kind and 
that one detadimcnt had already marched and encamped about three kos 
from Cambay the other was crpcctcd to follow scon and people were com 
mg from diiTercnt places almost every day He (Malharrao) then asked 
who was the commander This informant answered Colonel Anderaon 
an old offleer of great experience Malharrao appeared quite concerned 
at hearing all this got up and went out exclaimmg and saying that Raoba 
had ruin^ his country and family and clapping both his hands on the 
shoulders of his brother said Raoba has ruined us, because what this 
man says must be true he having come from Cambay and seen everything 
there and as he did not return out again the informant went back to 
his lodging On the fourth day when this mformant called upon Mai 
harrao, he famd him sitting with Mukundrao, Hanmantrao and two or 
three others when Mukundrao asking what news he said he had heard 
none except that the English troops were advancing fast Mukund 
rao turning towards the others said everything was once settled very 
peaceably but Shivram Bhaput Sing and the Pathan chiefs were the 
cause of this war and of the business coming to this pitch upon which 
the Raja and his company looked at each other with much concern 

During the six days this in/onnant was m the fort of Kadi he got 
a plan of it a copy of whidi he gave to Major Walker and the onginal 
he brought with hun for the Governors information He was told that 
there are 64 or 65 gun» of different sizes in the fort besides 10 or J5 
upon the battery trenches and that there are three magazines of powder 
about three hundred rockets, and 5(K)0 shot half of which are made 
of stones His force consists of about 2800 horse and foot Arabs Gosains 
Pathans, Smdhis etc. foot about 8 or 9000 and the rest horse of which 
about 12 OOO good and capable of taking the field and that m the fort 
there are only about SOO mm 
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While this informant was at Kadi he used to see Vakhatchand 
of Ahmadabad and Husanbhoi Bohra frequently going from the fort to 
Major Walker and from thence to Babaji but what they were about 
or upon what business he cannot say 
No 2 Letter from Sir William Clarke to Medkarrao 

You have no doubt heard of my arrival and are not unacquainted with uu lat 
the state of affairs here. 

Shoild you resume your intention of repainng to Cambay I shall 
permit it upon the previous condition of your rdeasing Captain Williams 
and Sunderji ei.’acuating Visnagar and fHitting me in possession of Kadi 
in trust to maintam the same in trust and without waste or depredation 
during your visit there You will be conducted to Cambay m the man 
ner noticed in Mr Holford s letter of the 29th of March for the purpose 
of treating of the conditions the Honble the Governor may think it equi 
table to require of you Should you on the other hand apply to treat 
on the spot the present advanced season of the year mdispensably re- 
quires that any cessation of hostilities with view to such discussions must 
be preceded by the same prelirmnanes as have been above prescribed for 
your going to Cambay 

In either of these cases your family may remain in the fort under 
the English protection and in their own habitations with such a guard 
of your own people as may be necessary You may also if you should 
be unable from the refractory «pint of others to comply with these con 
ditions, take refuge with perfect safety m my camp and it will in that 
case become my business to reduce those who are disobedient to order 

I shall expect your answer to this letter to-day and the consequence 
of delay or refusal must rest on your own head 

No 3 Letler from Sir William Clarke to Jonathan Duncan dated 1st 
May 1802 

Preparatory to an attack on the town of Kadi it was necessary that Attereit 
the army of the enemy which was strongly entrenched m the front of 
It should be dispersed 

That object was happily effected yesterday by a detachment from 
the corps you have been pleased to place under my command The en 
trenchments above mentioned were strengthened by battenes and cavaliers 
erected with surprising industry The strongest of the batteries with a 
cavalier formed the nght of the enemy s position and was (as the best 
information I can collect states) defended by 12 or 1 400 Pathans, com 
manded by a European officer A party insisting of H M s 75th Regi 
ment, the flank companies of H M s 84th Regiment and the Hon ble Com 
parry s GVenacfier Eatlafion ferf by Lieutenant Cbfonef Cbfeman and sup- 
ported by H M s 84th Regiment, led by Lieutenant Colonel Woodington 
(of whose Bngade the 84th forms part) with tiro eighteen pounders one 
SIX pounder and one five and half inch howitzer was destined to attack 
this post yesterday morning The cirfamn amved unperceived m the rear 
of the battery just as day broke, and Iqr a «p nted attack with the bayonet 
earned the post One iron twelve pounder four guns of smaller caLbre 
and an eight inch howitzer with some ammunition and stores were found 
m this battery Part of the captured guns were instantly directed against 
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the oicmj tthosc nsht fiink bcinj; turned the advantage gained was 
Vigorously pursued . and by 11 odock A-M the whole of the entrench 
ments in the front of Kadi were m our po*«cs5ion and the enemy s army 
was completely routed and d><per?cd 

1 shojld hi\c had the happiness of idding that our object iras effect 
cd with inconsiderable loss, but unfortunately i tumbril loaded with ammu 
nition belonging to the cncmj whicli had fallen carl> into our hands, 
accidentally blew up and killed or wounded a great part of these who arc 
induded in the endosed list of casualties on the occasion A reserve con 
sisting of a detachment of HM s 86lh Regiment the 2nd Battalion 7th 
Regiment N I and the flank compinies of the Ist Battalion 3rd Regi 
ment N I under the command of Major Grummont was brought up to- 
wards the do=e of the action afferded scasomblc support to the troops 
then much fatigued The troops in camp were held m readiness to act 
and compIrtcl> protected the park tlie camp and the baggage while the 
force in advance was engaged 

I haNT much satisfaction in acknowledging the able and zealous 
advice and assistance I cspcricncrd from Major Walker Quarter Master 
General Lieutenants Gilcman and Wcodinpon commanding brigades 
directed with judgement and spint the exertions of the troops under their 
command TTic artillcty was emplojcd witn excellent effect under the 
able direction of Major Wittet Conspicuous instance of individual merit m 
other officers fdl under my ob«crvation but as the mentioning of them 
may appear like drawing an unjust distinction where all behaved gallantly 
I shall not hurt these officois fcdings by any partial tneomum on their 
conduct 

The behaviour of the troops on ibis occasion will be bett appreaated 
by you when you compare their number with that of the enemy in his 
entrenchments.

This 30th April on Friday at noon fte are already at Kundal near Kadi 
of which I acquaint >ou that jeu may dm'Ct your letters accordingly 
\esterday Thursday about 3 in the rooming, the English preparing their 
troops acquainted roc with th«r intention On that account I kept my 
force m readiness The English marened leaving the Arab battery where 
we had two actions to the right and marched on to Malharraos Pathan 
battery on which they had built some brickwork and took the said battery 
and garnsoned it with their own people The enemy left the few guns 
which were in the battery and ran off and the English got possession 
of them. The Kadikar (i e Malharrao) lost a great many horse and 
foot After taking the Pathan battery the three or four batteries that 
extended as far as Kundal were also taken and manned with English troops, 
those of the Kadikar having abandaicd these posts and fled Tlie enemy s 
camp and Kundal were set fire to after being made booty of and now 
his troops are on the other side of Kadi They have nowhere to go and 
are therefore under great confusion and some of them are deserting fast 
and others dispers ng Malharrao has barricaded the gateways and would 
not allow any of them to come in and tdls them to disperse in the best 
way they can Some Smdhis and ethers have been asking for our per 
mission to come here. I shall act in this respect agreeable to the Major 
and Colonel s advice Now there are only three guns of the Ivadikar s 
fort fmng upon the English and they are firing from the 
Pathan battery right into the fort and are endeavtninng to bring the great 
guns from the camp and are advancing their batteries and have desired 
me to do the same but I cannot advance to-day because, although we 
have been successful still I am under some apprehension Therefore 
I am still here all in readiness I sh^l however pass this tught and early 
in the mom ng I shall advance. I was astorushed Baba Saheb to see the 
manner m which the English fought I do not suppose anybody m the 
world can fight like them They completed their intention m 6 hours, 
and Kadi by the good fortune of Shnmant mu»t fall in two days. From 
Kundal to Kadi is about half a kos The English 1 ne is dose to the 
ditch The effect of bringing the English here will diffuse a proper and 
just sense of your wisdom and will make them respected and feared not 
only by your enemies but by all the world for their great bravery by 
which means all our case is over for now we shall have in our power 
to do all we like, and I shall soon wnte you the account of our success. 

Baba Sahdj by the great good luck of our Master and confoimable to 
your wish we have met w th great success. The skill and courage of the 
English are not to be disputed they beat and dspersed the enemy and 
plundered their camp and now they have brought thar guns to bear 
on the fort God please we shall soon take the fort The Colonel and 
the Major have braved with great courage they have just dtme what 
they have assured me m two hours, they did all I have related to you 
The camp was completely routed If aiqrtiung further occurs, I shall write

family's lives, you are to sequester and to cause an m\entory to be made on 
behalf of the allied States of all his warlike and other stores, treasury and 
property , the s^e3n^g apparel of himself and family and their necessaries 
and con%cnicnces of course excepted, and without also violating the pre- 
judices of the natives by entering into or searching the zenana ; from which 
there will however be no objection to your using due precaution for pre- 
venting any jewels, money, or other valuables from being purloined or un 
duly made away with. 

Malhaprao and his family arc also to be sufficiently guarded to prevent 
their escape, consulting at the same tune their accommodation, as 
far as may be consistent with this care of their security , and having also 
m view to oinciliate them, as far as can be effected by personal attention 
and avility 

These instructions will be sufficient for your own military guidance 
as well as that of the committee, till I hear further from you in pursuance 
of the intimation in the latest of your two communications now acknow 
ledged 

I should certainly return the paper alluded to m the sequel Praistng 
of your first letter of the 3rd instant, had its copy not proceeded 
in regulai course as one of the accompaniments to my correspondence with 
His Excellency the Governor General . but this I regret the less since tne 
noble testimony you have. Sir, so honourably borne lo the worth of the 
detachment under Major Walker and to his own bravery, ability discern 
ment and steadiness, whilst in the exercise of that command must much 
more than compensate any constructive effect from the written opinion that 
at a cnsis of great an-xiety and aj^rdiension to all of us you favoured me 
with soon after your arrival at this place . but ui which it was I am fully 
penuaded, as far from your mtention as mine to convey any implication 
m the least derogatory to the approbation and applause so justly due to 
the firmness with which the small but gallant body of men under Major 
Walker had been during so long and trying an interval bidding defiance 
to a numerous enemy on one side, unsupported as the Major at the same 
time was by any reliance he could place on effectual succour from our allies 
in case of his having been actually attacked 

On the whole then, it must remain a pleasing reflection to every well 
wisher to our country to bdieve that every part of the present campaign 
in Gujarat has been honourable to our arms, and creditaUe to the United 
Kingdom. 

No 4 Letter from Jonathan Duncan to Wtlham Clarke, dated 6th May, 

1802 

1 have the pleasure of receiving your letter of the 1st instant advising Congraiu 
of the marked and very bnlliant success that has attended the Bntish arms lottons 
under your direction in dislodging the enemy on the morning of the 30th 
ultimo, from their several entrenclttd positions, battenes and encampment, 
before Kadi 

The happy issue of this enterpnse and the consequent dispersion of 
Malharrao s large force without the walls of his fortress, is in the highest 
degree honourable to the troops and most creditable to you. Sir, as tneir 
commander and cannot fail to establish the most salutary impression on 
the minds of the natives in this quarter of India in favour of our military 
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character, so a^ rficctually to ritncnT ?n> rvrtioni ol the Kadi Chicfiain’s 
prtjwi-^ and in\incibilit>. uich as from tne unav-oidable protraction of the 
war under its forrxr arcumstanen the greater part of l/icm had been pro- 
bably let! to imbibe. 

Under ihc«c circunKtancw nothing can more «ensjbly add to ilic 
satisfaction 1 rtponenee in this gtonous dcmorutratioo of our power than 
that Major Walker, who had wnth inaditjuate means so long and «o firmly 
maintained his position against all the supmority of the enemy, should 
hast been able m the dj*chaige under yoor command of Uie duties of Quar*

Dabtai hfalhar came yesterday' into (he Cngli^ army, but in the night time. 
sutiictous ShivTam, Hanmantrao Khandcrao Gaikwad and the women of the 
family fled with their baggage, which Malharrao a^nbes to Shiviam hav 
ing raised a report in the fort that hlalhaTTSo had been imprisoned, and 
lliat m the morning the assault would take plare. «o that it was not advis 
iditc to remain there , through which inducement he fShivTam) had earned 
off all the fam ly. while Malharrao laments over his separation from tliem 
and their desertion. But m fact they have not gone away without 
his intimation to them He has thus sent them away with his property, 
and IS himself remaining as if he were cntii^y supine and quiescent, set 
ting forth also his poverty , neither has he eaten anything to-day as 
U. to ha acunst his rdicjon to abide in the En^ish camp and 
feeling dSiled from having embraced the Engli«h How then can he 
(says he) eat among them ’ He therefore desires to have his tent pitch- 
ed apart and m a private place; where he may take sustenance But the 
object of all this is to ensure to himself the easy means of escape. It 
IS not therefore anywise advnsaWe to comply with his appbcation. but to 
keep in fact a stout guard over him or otherwise I have advised the Khan 
as well as the Colonel and Major that he will go off This morning how 
ever he had begun to talk a little about his own bu«iness . to all which 
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the Colonel has answered that all he has to do is to take Kadt and to 
hoist the English flag . nor do his instrucbof^ extend further , and there- 
fore advising him (Malharrao) to deliscr over the gates to him if he 
does not wish his own evil Whcmipm he (the Colonel) mil gammon 
the fort and wnte thereafter about his situatWKi to the (kivemor and 
wait his further instructions. To all this Malhar answers by asking what 
he can do the garrison within being he says no longer under his orders , 
and that he himself came to the Colonel But several of the parties in 
the gamson ha\e intimated that they will evacuate the fort m the mom 
mg , for that it has been fixed to allow them the time they have stipu 
lated or else to make the assault 

No 6 Letter /row Kemal ud dm to Raoba dated the Aih May and re 
celled at Cambay on Ike 6th at 2 P M 

Shnmant Malharrao Dada Himmat Bahadur had sent sundry over Sirrenier 
tures and intimations of his mtention to come in and yesterday he did so 
Major Walker directed me to proceed on in advance of the battery to receive 
him , and when I returned with him he had an interview with the Colonel 
and the Major and 5 or 6 more of the pnnapai officers who had come on 
about 100 paces to receive him He then proceeded into the English 
camp and I remained there also all night at their desire To-day some 
conversation has ensued on points of business The Colonel signified to 
Malharrao that he must first be m possession of the fort and would then 

talk about other matters to which Malhar has replied by saying I 

am come my«elf to live with you and Kadi is itself also forthcoming 
you will therefore act as you see meet. The English flag will therefore 
be hoisted in the fort today or tomorrow nothing now remaining as an ob- 
stacle to It . and I shall hereafter report what points of the intercourse may 
ensu& Kadi is in short conquered which has given the greatest satisfac 
tion and may the Almighty render this event propitious to my Master 
and to you ’ 

About 9 o clock in the evening Malharrao wrote a note from the Fa »ily 

Engli«h camp to his son sigmfymg that he was happy where he was 

and desiring his son not to be uneasy but the messenger who carried 
this letter had so much difficulty and experienced such great delay in 
getting through the many posts and 'entnes in his way tliat it was about 
2 or 3 in the morning before he grt into the fort with it before which 
Shivram had earned off Hanmantrao Appa and Kharderao and all the 
family, and children by means of causing them to believe that Malharrao 
had been thrown into confinement and that the assault on the fort was 
momentanly impending wherefore he besou^t them quickly to depart 
and got them off accordingly But whither they have proceeded is not 
known Thus much have we heard But still our success and victory are 
great points on all which Babaji will no doubt have wntten to you

for and obtained a promise of protection for them, was such a continued 
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indication of doubledealing on his patt, as called for every precaution to

George Williams to Jonathan Duncan 

Account In reply to your letter of the 10th instant I have the honour to relate 
of tmpns the pnnapal occurrences whidi hai^iened to when captured and during 
my confbiement, and my opinion why Malharrao released me 

The detachment marched from Kalol on the morning of the 17th of 
March and came to its ground m the forenoon at a village called Budasan, 
the buildings of Kadi in view, distant about 3 miles,, with Malhar- 
rao & vedettes within 300 yards of our advanced pickets, bearing, as I 
thought, an appearance of defiance, and probably the same must have 
occurred to Major Walker, as be ordered the picket to be reinforced with 
a sa pounder and 25 Europeans While this was doing, the J^jor aivi 
myself saw a palanquin, which we knew belonged to a European^ panwt 
Parker, who commanded a corps m Malhairao’s service, and the Desai, a 
confidential man of the Raja's, coming mto the camp These pecple deli 
vered a letter from the Raja. As it was m Marathi and no translator by, 
the discourse immediately turned on the disposition and strength of the 
Raja's force and encampment, to which Mr Parker replied he could not 
pretend to describe it , but. if I would accompany him, he would (using 
his own words) " give me as preity a view of it, as 1 could wi^ by 
takuig me along the wh<Se front of their jDosiUoffi " On my expressing 
an apprehension of danger from the appearance of these brfore us, he 
treated it with the utmost disdain, and repeatedly said he would pledge 
hia life that no insult wwild be offered me. We then retired to the tent for 
the purpose of translating the letter above-mentioned . and as he, the Raja, 
eiprcss^ hunseli with great humility m it, and particularly requested 
Si^erji to come in, after taking some refreshment we set off m company 
with Mr Parker, the I>esa( and Sonderji with my horse following, which 
I intended mounting on approaching Malharrao s encampment 

I had not proceeded 200 yards within their pickets, when I heard an 
alarm among my people, who suddenly stopped and a Pathan on horse- 
back put a pistol to my face , on which I got out and found myself sur 
rounded by a crowd, and Mr Rirfcer near me. I cannot diarge myself 
with the particulars of the conversation that passed , but that I insisted 
on being permitted to return, which was opposed by them all Mr Parker 
then left me , proposing, as he said, to acquaint the i?a;a with my situation. 

I then drew towards the shade of a tree that was dose by, where I remained 
and positively refused going on toe Kadi, thou^ strongly urgof, but with- 
out offering violence, notwithstanding the troops surrounding us appeared 
quite frantic with rage, and fakirs running from one group to another, 
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found It was a moeque, whidi was so crowded by the guards and the 
people attached to us that tbexe was scarce suffiaent room for the whole 
to lie down. About an hour after my being in this place, Mr Parker 
entered , and as I conceived myself entirely at his and the Raja’s mercy, I 
thought It prudent ntrt to mention a word of Malhairao’s treach«y or of 
his declarations, ard only asked him if there was any diance of my being 
liberated, or whether there was an intention of taking away my Ji/e He 
replied there was not the least danger to be apprehended for my person , 
and if I wia not hberated, he would prevail on the Raja to Irf me live 
with him. He then left me with assurances that, whateser I wanted, should 
be sent me by him. Presently a mattress, except pillows and coverlet, was 
brou^t me together with some coffee , and I continued receaving my break- 
fast. dinner and coffee m the afternoon regularly by Mr Parker's servants 
during my confinement, 

March 18th Sunderji was sent for. and on his return said he had 
had an mterview with Raoji and Gangaii^r Pant, Malharrao’s Mmisters, 
who tdd him, if we wished to preserve oor bves, we mast write to Major 
Walker to rdease Kanhoji and put him on the masnad , and if it was not 
done, they would put us to death. Our confinement was particularly 
rigorous. Althou^ dose to Sunderji. we were not pemutted to speak after 
he ddivered the message 1 have just related the Ministers gave him . but, 
as they found they could not prevent our conversing while so near, they 
put hun into a small room or doeet off the apartment. 

March 19th A European soldier was brought m, desperately wounded 
in his arm and leg, they put him into the room abovementioned, and took 
Sunderji out 

21st March Sepoys, bearers, etc . exceptmg one bey eadi, were sq>a 
rated from us which, thou^ it gave us more room, was particularly dis 
tressing for the poor soldier, as during my people’s stay I prevailed on 
them to rdieve other m fanning and keeping the flies off him. 

22nd March The Desai made his abearance and seoned to exult m 
his treachery At midnight I was rous^ by the entrance of Shivram, 
Shaikh Abu, a Pathan chieftain. Raoji and Gangadhur Pant, who made us 
trandate a letter of that date from Major Walker After we had done as 
they had desired, they said that, when Kanhoji was rdeased, put on the 
masnad, and our troops had marched bade to Kak^, they woidd release 
us , using threats as Sunderji afterwards told me, and which I did not 
understand, that, unless these terms were complied with we should pensh 
Shivram address^ me and desired me not to be alarmed, and Shaikh 
said he had told the Raja he was doing wrong m detaining us, as we had 
entered his camp m peace and as vakils This latter was the only man 
of than that did not accuse the Company of perfidy in every transaction 
they ever had with the Native Princes, and that the Raja would lose his 
life rather than subnut to the Engli^ This night the European di^ more 
in my opinion from want of care than from his wounds. 

23rd March We were removed to a house in his pettah and confined 
to one room of it. the same vigilance bang observed regarding our persons . 
in other respects not <o ngorous, as Sunderji and myself were permitted 
to converse together , but it was the prevailing opmicm among our guards 
and others, whom eunosjty led to see us. that, if our troeps made an 
attempt on the canu> or gamsoo. the Raja intended saenfiong us . so much 
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SO that our sm-ants ^-ere told that thc> need apprrficnd no danger t^xn 
if w-e suffered- 

I laving no means of Keeping memorandums I cannot charge my me- 
tnoT5* wth the sc%-cral interviews I had with their principal people and 
of the liters I wrote to Major Walker At one of them Raoji, who always 
treated us with the utmost indignity, said on going away, if a letter we 
had wntten by his order did not proiice the desired cfTcct, that he would 
mipalc us. 

On the 7th of April, in the morning, the I\<ai came m and told me 
I had not wntten to Major Walker what they desired and produced a 
paper, drawn up, as lie said by the Rajx and ordered Sunderji to copy it, 
that I might sign it and send it to Major Walker It was that our troops 
had pushed thar battencs nearer to Malharraos encampment at a time 
that we were talking of peace , that if he approached nearer, tbc> woild 
put us to death I told him it was impossible that a letter of that sort 
would have any effect, and refu'ed to sign iL He replied that, if I did 
not, he had the Raja's orders to say I should be pul to death , which, 
he made no doubt, would be put in ccocutioo I then signed the letter 

In the evening the Dcsai returned apparently much agitated took the 
letter I had stfmcd from his pocket, awl said that as I had shown so much 
reluctance to sign it, the Raja did not widi to send it. and tore it to pieces. 
He then sat down, and for the first time he had ever shown a dispoeibon 
to communicate any sort of news said there had been a desperate battle 
that evening between Babaji's tit*^ and theirs whom they had beat 
1 instantly saw through the business, and from this period my apprehension 
of danger to my person vanished n ca«e of our troops making a successful 
attack . yet I bdievc the above to be the first direct communicaUon from 
the Raja that we should not be put to death 

After the amval of the ranforcaremts I am induced to believe they 
often had it m contemplation to release us. On one day we were visited 
by a joshi who said he had consulted the stars and found we would be at 
peace with the Raja that everything would end well and we should be 
rdeased in ten or twelve days The Wlowing day he came and made a 
number of absurd proposals such as withdrawing our troops etc. and said 
that, unless they were complied with he found we must suffer death He 
came also a third day and it appeared from his countenance that he was 
ready and willing to put in execution what he was then saying, which was 
a repetition of his threats of the day before. I believe this man to have 
conveyed these threats by the Raja s orders. 

Late on the evening of the 29lh of Apn! the Ministers, with Shaikh 
Abu Husambhoi the Birfira and the Desai brought me a letter the Raja 
had received the evening before from Sir William Clarke, desiring me to 
answer it. They remained until about one o clock dictating the letter 
without a Ihou^t of rtJeasing us. As the lime Sir William had given 
Malhaiiao to consider of his proposals, the first of which was to release 
us, had expired, \we were] therefore prepared and anxiously waiting for 
the commencement of the attack At length just ^ter the day broke 
on the moiTung of the 30th I counted six guns quick after each other 
when the sound of our musketry readied me I was not long left in 
doubt the silence of the battencs and no firing of canron but from the 
fort and that {the firtng] of the musKetiy approachmg close under the 
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walls convinced me our troops had earned everythmg before them. Nc«.- 
withstandmg this, one of my guards came in and whispered suffiaentJy loud 
for me to hear that the Rajas troops had taken four of our guns, and the 
English sardar a pnsoner 

About 10 o'clock Sunderji and myself were sent for by the Raja and 
conducted under a guard As we pas^ along, the inhabitants prt»trated 
themselves before us and begged ue would give them peace. On approach 
ing the fort a very different scene presented itself the street leading to 
the gateway was filled with horee and foot soldiers, guns and tumbnls they 
had drawn from the Imes, with the wounded crowding on each rther, 
and all of them ready to revenge themselves on us However we passed 
them without bemg molested further than some boys calling out to take 
off our noses, and one, whom I particularly observed to be a sort of leader, 
I found to be the son of Shivram. After entering the gateway they took 
us under the verandah of an outhouse, where Husambhoi joinrf, and said 
he was a l>nsoner as well as oursdyes , that the Raja was quite outrageous, 
that he had ordered his women to wa^, as he intended, unless our troops 
ceased finng and retired to thar encanv>nient he would saenfiee us, his 
family and himself., but if they complied he would instantly rdease us 
and agree to any terms we pne^iosed 

I replied that our troops would not retire xwthoul us , but that I had 
no doubt if the Raja would cease firing, that our troeps would not fire 
on him. They desired me to wnte to that effect , which was done and 
dispatched tmmediatdy At this time the Desai jomed to whom I observed 
that our troops had taken in one hour what he often told me could never 
be effected by all the troeps the Company had I took this opportunity 
of explaining to him the purpose for which these ladders were intended 
(he must have ohen seen in our camp) and added that, unless we were 
i^eas^ that day, that by their assistance our troops would be in possession 
of the fort before morning 

After much entreaty I was pennitfed to return to my former dwelling 
until an answer should be received to my letter 

About 3 odock we were ag^ sent for, as they said, to be rdeased , 
but on entenng the fort we found ourselves nearly in the situation we were 
in the forenoon. After waiting m the outer court more than an hour, 
surrounded by the populace, we were conducted by Husambhoi through 
a gateway td a place under the ramparts where the cattle were fed The 
guards and the mob that followed having been ordered back, here SundCTji 
and myself were left alone for near two hours, excepting the above Husain 
bhoi who returned to us occasicmaJJy saying the Raja was coming and 
at one time to desire me to send for a book, as Malharrao intended to 
swear me. I now tt^d Husambhoi that it was evident the Raja had no 
AWBrt.'CB rskasiSff Uf ihst nfght. fhaf rf way gett^Tg Iste, snd tftrC / 
could not ent«‘ our camp after it was dark and desired hum to fell the 
Raja what he had heard me relate to the Desai in the forenoon r^arduig 
the use of our ladders. I believe he must have repeated what I told hurt 
and that it made an impression , for Malharrao appeared in a few mo- 
ments after attended by his two Mini^is and three or four unarmed 
domestics He received us m the usual manner, not at all endianas^ . 
and aftCT addressing Sunderji he retired a few paces with him, where they 
ccntinued conversing for ci^t w ten minutes, and called me to them. 
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when the Raja said he was going to rdease us ; but that wc must swear that 
we would make peace with him. as there was nothing that he had more 
at heart than to be on terms of fnentUiip with the G)mpan>, and desired 
me to take the Boc^ and kiss it ; to wh^ I assented ; he went through 
the form of an oath with Sunderji also After this presents were brou^t ; 

I reccised a pair of shawls and a piece of turbnn-doth 

1 then observed to him that since my letter m the morning our troops 
had refrained from finng. and that to obtain peace it was necessary he 
should do the same. He replied that he had. notwithstanding the guns 
of the rampart just above me were then firing as fast as they could load 
He now discharged us. On our way back at the gateway we met one of 
lus brothers, who conducted us through the outer gate of the pettah. 

Sunderji on his own horse, and I wras mounted on a tattoo with a pack- 
saddle, wrhidi Husainbhoi, who accompanied us out, had prepared for him- 
self All this time and till wc reached our own camp the finng from the 
fort continued, and the shot passed over our heads in the direction of our 
battenea. 

The above is a faithful detail of the principal occurrences that happened 
dunng my detention at Kadi from the 17th of hfarch to the 30th of Apnl, 
and dduxred with as mudi accuracy as my rccdlection will admit of

Sundetfl's aeeount 

Camp at Adalaj, lOth March. 1602 This monung Major Walker SKtuicijf* 
rccaved two letters from Malhanao per Dayal Dcsai and Kub^hat, and account 
I had also one from the same person announang his amval m lus camp at 
Kalol 

These people informed us that the Raja had received a letter frean 
the Governor, wherein it was written that he might visit the Major and 
settle with him, who was authonsed to come to an agreement, which wwild 
have the same validity as the Governor's. Next morning, the 11th instant, 
our dctadiment marched and halted at Seratha where the said Desai (while 
the tents were pitching) came and delivered a message from the Raja 
to the following purport that he (the Raja) was much pleased to hear 
of the Major’s encampment at Soratha without Dabaji's army About 
two hours after this a petty jamadar named llanshanker earner accom- 
panied by Daj^ and Kub^, and presented the Raja’s compliments to 
Major Walker, and related that the Raja was ready to wait on him when- 
ever he would be pleased to order 

The Major from the heat of the sun and laUaiess of the day deferred 
the visit that day, and appointed the nort morning after breakfast to 
receive the visit in his tent 

’The messengers departed well satisfied in the afternoon The Major 
presented 1 nch turban. 1 shcla 2 pieces of dana and one of batta, as 
also 1 turban to a jasus who accompanied him. On the 12th the Major, 
according to appointment, cspectcd to see the Raja and waited for this 
purpose from 9 till 4 o’clock m the afternoon, when one of his camel 
messengers came in to the English camp and told the Major that the Raja 
was on the way to visit him. 'The Major was not pleased with this delay , 
nevertheless, accompanied by his retinue he thoight proper to go a little 
way forward to receive him It was not without much surprise that the 
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Major advanced about one kns before Jje md the Raja who was observed 
at a distance, approaching with his army We found that he had 
pitched a shamiana under a tree; near to which he left bs palanquin and 
came for\\ard followed by a crowd of pa^le The Major also dismounted 
from his horse and embraced Malharrao proposing that he sliould proceed 
on to the camp but he persisted m pj ng under the shamiana although 
the Major objected to it and msisJcd that he should remount his palanquin 
and follmv him to his tent, where he had nutters of great importance to 
discuss with him. 

He at first showed an inclination to obey but requested to refresh a 
little (and m the nuantime hi» army horse and foot about 3 or 4 OCX) 
people surrounded us like a rainbow) and wasted a Jong time in introducing 
individually the chief people about him such as his ministers, Jiva 
Rajaram, and Gungadhrr Pant his brother Hanrrtantraoi E>evrao and 
Tnmbakiao, Shivram and Shaikh Abu with others of the principal jama 
dars. Shivram and Rajaram first began to speak by observing that as it 
was near sunset it would be too late to return from our camp before the 
night wherefore the Raja should content himself with saymg at present 
that the Governor must release Kanhoji and place him on the masnad of 
Baroda and m other respects to dedare that he was ready to listen to the 
Major The Major without particularly replying to this discourse assured 
the Raja that the Governor was a person of high discernment and perfectly 
informed of the Gentoo laws and intimately acquainted with the interests 
of the Gaikwad family whose wdl wisher ht was and therefore he (Mai 
harrao) might expect to ©Main from him justice which he ere th« would 
have received had he not delayed so long m proceeding to Cambay to 
pay his respect to the Hon ble the Governor who had come thus far for 
die 8^ of an interview The Raja after attentively heanng this humbly 
begged the Major woufd do him the honour to accept his present whi^ 
the Major positively declined At this refusal the Raja 'seemed to be much 
gneved and after a good deal of l^^mrtunlty the Major consented to 
accept his nazar It consisted of a sarpech kincob shawls, turbans and 
a horse. 

When this ceremony was over the Raja himself begged the Major 
to eacuse him just now from going to his tent but promised to-morrow 
morning to repair thither aftw his meal whidv he said it was his custom 
to eat but once a day adding that about 11 o clock m the morning he 
would attend without fail and before he toi* his leave he requested the 
Major would be pleased to accept a salute from his artillery which had 
accompanied him This however the Nfajor peremptorily forbade. Then 
the Raja begged him to aJkw Sunderji (the present narrator) that night to 
accompany him and he would return ttymorrow when he made his own 
visit to camp J 

On his repeated requisition the Major consented to his request, 
although greatly dissatisfied but said if Sunderji liked he might go and 
retire. At nine o clock at night we reached Malharrao s camp where from 
his palanquin he issued orders to Shmam to fire guns and this person on 
receivmg the order called aloud to his people to fire so as to penetrate into 
Babaji s heart The Raja quitting his palanquin entered with me into his 
tent ndiere he desired me to sit down near his chair and said that he 
was very much rejoiced and his heart so exhilarated that he acfci owledetd 
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this was a golden day for him. He then ordered Gangadhar to carry me 
into his (Gangadhar s) tent and to gise me my supper and here I 
remained until next morning, the 13ih when before sunnse I had the 
honour to receive by a hatkara my honoured Masters mstructions to sig 
mfy to the Raja that he svas displeased ycstciday with his unfriendly 
manner of procetsling to visit a fnend with 2 000 troops and 2 guns, a con 
duct *o dilTerent from his own who had come with only 50 sepoys and 4 
officers. It was likewise intimated to me to view cautiously the enemy’s 
camp and give good and wholesome counal to the Raja. I was then 
very sorry that the Pant would not take me to the Rajas presence, but 
said the Raja wished me to relate all that I had to say to him. who would 
inform his Nlaster accordingly I was prevailed on to yield to this request 
About 10 o clock m the morning Captain Williams came m and mquired 
of me whether Malharrao would go according to his promise or nt^ I 
replied that I had not seen the Raja since he left me last rught A little 
time after the Raja hearing of this Gentlemans being in his tent he made 
his appearance, by whom he was informed that the Major had deputed him 
to accompany him. He seemed to be disposed to comply but the implac 
able persons about him said — Saturday is an unlucky day and there- 
fore the intended visit must be deferred 

Without listening to this advice the Raja publicly ordered his army 
to be ready wth his elephant to proceed but m the meantime a spy 
came behind him and whispered which the Raja related to us to be intelli 
gence that the Khan was m the Major’s tent, and instantly returned back 
to his chair He then bade us to go before and desire the Major to cause 
the said Khan to return to his mookam 

I endeavoured notwithstanding to impress on his mind that this person 
was the fnend of our sarkar and merdy came on a pnvate visit which he 
did frequently as he accompanied us from Bombay and therefore he (the 
Raja) need not be apprehensive on account of his bang there But this 
disloyal and obstinate man would not accept of this explanation We were 
at length obliged to leave the Raja to his own choice, and pursued our 
way to our camp and reported to the Major the Rajas reason for dis 
appomting him. 

The Major was no doubt dissatisfied with this prevancating conduct 
but while he was considering the camel harkara came with an express 
infonnation that the Raja resuming his intentiOT of paying the visit, had 
actually amved at the distance of about a kos of our camp 

Mr Parker almost at the same time made his appearance and con 
finned what the camel harkara reported 

The Major desired Captain Wtlliams and Faal uUah munshi to go 
forward in order to receive the Raja, but cautioned them not to suffer 
him to enter the camp with more than 100 people and he did not come 
with more than 200 The Major received him at his tent-door and after 
a little complimentary discourse invited the Raja to step into his pnvate 
tent to talk on some important business M^harrao answered that he 
had no other wish than to release Kanhoji and place him on the masnad 
of Baroda to which the Major rej^i^ that he knew perfectly well that 
Kanhoji was an illegitimate brother of Anandrao, and that Anandrao was 
the proper person to rule that Kanhiqi had been found in the act of 
conspiracy towards him his sovereign who accordingly ordered his person 
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to be scircd and tmpn'oncd Ncvcrtiidcss the Honble the Gcrvcmor had 
in contemplation to obtain «omc fa\t)ur for Kinljoji but by dogrees and 
through paafic means. 

The Major told MaHiarmo that he rns determined to take this 
occasion of wphininf; hin<clf lie to’d him that the Cnghsli would be 
liis friends unless ho compelled tliem to be his enemies He was informed 
that he must disband his new levies md submit to tlic Gm'cmor’s arbitra 
tion To tlus and «ome other discourse of the same tendency Malharrao 
listened attcntisrfy but* said -is the road wns long it would be night 
before he reached his camp wherefore he requested the Major to send 
Sundtrjl with him and in the iitoming his mimstciB wtxild accompany 
him back to the Major to reccii.c his further commands. To the latter only 
the Major acquicsc^ not forgctling to hmt to him not to send on this 
deputation ShitTom. Tlie Raja assented and pointed out two persons pro- 
sent as tliosc he would sn-nd Malharrao expressed himself satisfied in 
respect to all the most material points of the Major’s sentiments, but 
requested the coni’crsation might be pniatc and not pursued any further 
at present as it might create a tumult in his army 

After this the Major directed to be brought ^awls, kincobs. gold eir>- 
broidertd musl ns, a sarpcdi with jcgha and presenting wjt)j rcso-water 
and bctelnul to the Raja he di«miMcd him with the compliment of rested 
arms from a guard appointed for the purpose. The Raja walked back 
throu^ the camp holding the Major by the hand and viewed the field 
pieces and hmiUers He seemed to depart well satisfied 

The I4th instant m the morning the Major drew out a draft of 13 
articles of agreement and ordered them to be translated mto the Gentoo 
language for the better understanding of the Raja About 10 odoek Raja 
ram alias Raoji Cdihshi and Cangadhar Pant appeared to whom 
Major Sahi^ after signing the translation desired them to peruse it, and 
informed them that on (he Raja s oompliance with these requisitions, Babaji 
would proceed to mulukgiri Having read the paper these vakils said 
they could not answer but would show the propositions to the Raja and 
receive his sentiments, requesting that Sunderji might be sent with them. 
iiaVars q-Q pn^josal the Major agreed and oidercd Sunderji to wait c*i the 
"" ' Raja m the afternoon as by that time the Raja would have reflected In 

ob^ence to the Major’s commands. 1 went and saw the Raja, who appear 
ed to be tembly alarmed, and said candidly that he had been deceived 
by interested and ignorant people, who had persuaded him that Raoba 
violently conducted himsdf towards the children and women of the late 
Govindrao, and depnved them of the rights anc ently allowed for their 
subsistence that he had joined in the intngues of the Arabs, and sudd^y 
confined Kanhoji putting him in hots. He (Malhar) was the elder of the 
Gaikwad family and when these children naming Anandrao and Kanboji 
applied to him for aid and support the fewmer for the preservaticai of the 
Giukwad sovereignty and the latter for his enlargement and restoratiwi 
to hts station m such a case it was incumbent on him to undertake to 
relieve them that in the tune of the lide Raja Fatesing the amount of 
his peshkash was not more than 81 thousand Rupees, which was settled 
by the mediation of Mangal Parddi but now they demanded an exorbitant 
sum He said (here he shed tears) that white the Hon We Company inter 
fered and undertook to adjust this matter he was now convinced that he 
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fad been at!/ivn! by evt! <Ii ptwtl people. K loukrd lo llie Corrpan) to 
do hiD ju^IcL and it nas hti rtrw{.tiLn not to lilt up a n'ord (uxind) 
dSair X thtjn. 

For ny better ft toofc an ooth. and s»ore b> petting ha 

hxnd on a BraJi.’nan 4 fotx otwjMTg that he ! Jd il I gtsitJ> read the Lalam 
bandi, art to him b> lix Nb)or *i h Raoji ard Cangadhar and said he 
found cscry ore of th«. article-^ very just and proper and nould faithfully 
ol>-> them, agreung to them enlirtly The same m a/Timcd by hi» mimv 
tm (who w^Te utiirg b> him) Joa Raoji and Cangadhar and also his 
brother Ilanmantrao. lie UTKirl however that 1 would request of the 
Major to acute him from relunding the plund*r he made m Venagar 
and paying the erpense of Anandraos new * bondi As a favxjur therefore 
he r«iucsted that the Major might be pIcaJtd through my intcrctsuoo to 
talcc erff thoc two articlm. bceau)*. they were ton heavy a load or stone 
for him to lift up after defraying the diargt of his own sibandi or other 
«i^ that to a%oid tnery mconvoucncc and \-ciatioo he humbly be»xchcd 
of the Major to cnn’.Ty him under an escort, either to Itumada. Ujjain 
or Poona wlicrc by hts owm industry he would earn hts bread and to take 
immediately the po^-suon of Kadi offering men without rttuming to his 
home to cil h« children and family to accompany hun. 

The only reason he said of his taking possession of Visnapr was for 
the maintenance of eonve of the bte Can.*u)draos sons, who luse sought 
refuge under his shdter However c\cn on this occasicn from hts fidelity 
to the onginal throne or gadi of the Gailcwad he proclaimed Anandmo to 
be the soscragn in the usual manner The said two Brahmans returned 
with me with this answer also to report to Major Walker that their 
Master agrnd to lus proposal but in case he shculd refuse to alleviate 
them, to offer him posscfsion of Kadi and to requat for himself a safe 
retreat only TTic Major felt for their situation and assured them that he 
would am his influenoe to make this heavy stone as light as possible, and 
that he would the same night wntc to the Hon blc the Gov’cmor to that 
cfitsl, provided the Raja immednldy dubonded ho new levies, and that 
his former troops fell bock to Kadi and he himself runamexi either with 
500 or 1 000 people at Kalot In this case our army would march and 
halt opposite to fum. and Babaji should be desired to come and encamp 
at the village Saycj with the best disposed of hra people. To all this they 
answered in the afTirmativt; and look their kava 

The 15th this morning Major Walker ordered me to accompany Aga iLi/xtjt 
Muhammad on a visit lo Dabajt at Adalaj and instructed us in a written 
mciTUDrandum to inform Dabaji of the correspondence with Malharrao and 
that the Major apocted Babajt to move and encamp at Saycj bringing 
his best men with him only and such as would not do any mischief as the 
object was to acosmmodatc the diffcreiKa 

We first visited Kama] ud'din Khan in his own tent who sent a note 
to inform Babaji that, if he pleased we would wait on him. His answer 
was that he would aUtnd at the Khans tents and a little lime after he 
appeared with his favourites Naroshirpat, Bhawoo Dhakshi and two 
karkuns. 

On heanng our message he said he was content with this measure 
but for all the particulars that passed I refer to the report we marie on 
our return to the Major 
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We pasx Babajj a translation of the articles of aRTcernent ddiv’crcd 
ye>lcrcla> to Malharrao. Babaji and his companions seemed to be \eiy 
much satisfied with the articles. After our return into camp we related 
to the Major the particulars, Jn the csxnins the said Rajaram and Gan 
Radhar came in with the news that, «joformabl> to the Major's desire, the 
Raja had ordered hi» camp bade to Kadi and that they san the troops 
on their wa> thither Tlic Raja, they added, would remain at Kalol him- 
self to see the Afajor there next morning 

Tlie IGth our detachment marched from Seraiha and halted at KalcJ 
On am%nng here Major \Nalkcf was amaacd exceedingly at finding none 
there, nalhci the Raja nor his s-akil nor a single soul with any message 
to mform him with what intention the Raja quitted that pbcc. 

A strict inquiry was made on that subject of the jutcls and koolumbics 
of this Milage, but they all denied knowing anything about it 

The Afajor ordiTcd me to write a letter to the Raja asking what 
was his intention and nason for acting so contrary to his promise, and 
dispatched it at one odock PAi by his own jar^ar cautjofung him 
to return with an answer speedily . but this man did not return until nest 
morning and dcli%-wd his fdter when the troops were prepanng to march , 
for upon this dchy the Major issued orders to the troops to march on 
the 17th Neither did Afalharraos answer with the said jamadar afford 
any reason to prmxnt our proceeding forward About nine odock the 
detachment anned m sight of Budasan Another letter by a jasus was 
ddnered to the Major on the road complaining of Babaji having burned 
and destroyed 3 or 4 Milages. 

AVhile our tents were pitching, and the Major sharply with his retinue 
engaged m viewing the enemy s canq> Mr Parker and Dayal Desai came 
as valcils, with a letter and Kuberbhut brought another These warned 
the Major m the name of the Company not to commence hostiliUes and 
in the latter he requested him to send Sunderji The Desai also verbaUy 
rdated that the Raja was yet obedient to the orders of Walker and even 
ready to proceed to Calcutta, if required 

The Major was displeased and answoed that, ^Vhile he declines to 
go to Cambay, how can it be believed that he would go to Calcutta ’ The 
Desai was told that the Raja had deceived us by not remaming m Kalc^ 
nor did he leave a wonl there neither had he disbanded his new fenes, and 
that all the wells on the road were filled up with dirt, earth and the 
brandies of milkbush trees, and his troops had prepared for battle a 
conduct by no means fnendly when the Desai replied that the Rajas 
sibandi people prevailed on him to return to Kadi but that the Raja 
had no m<mey to pay up the arrears of fus people in order to disband 
them, and that the appearance of the tro^ standing for battle was nothing 
?s, tbiri; were on the place where they were accustomed, to idaniL to. ocdis: 
to try «ice more the Raja s fidelity the Major was pleased to order Captain 
Williams and Sunderji to go to the Raja The latter was dia^ai with 
wntten instructions to inform the Raja that he must cause his troops 
irnmediatdy to be renuaved 5 kos from Kadi in case he had no twoey 
just now to pay them. 

In obedience to the orders of Alajor Walker Captain Williams and 
I set off and we no sooner advanced about half a kos, when a body of 
horse surrounded us and abused us with iQ language and names, and said 
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ai had nude aJl thts cLiJia (dicat) Raja would blow me 
away instan-l) Irtn a cannon Uouh; I received a bnlw from Babaji and 
bfcujht hin iorward Af i-r Uaa a PbriasLesc af^^•ed on horseback, abus 
tnj Captain Williams, and 'ia>irx that the Cor'pan) was a chor or a 
Ihitl and put hn sword to Captain WiUta-ms brtast and spat upon his 
fact* At this Utv the firms bccm. and we were earned a» prisoners 
nto a small raoti whch, as ^ir iCtker irdomcd us. was pndHtl for Uit. 
purpoii of the Raja coniTfsins with us. So sa)tns hir Parker departed 
tut utttrad of the Rajas corruns tlere a piard of peons came in and 
sepa-ated Captain W illiams from mt so as to pa-stnl our communication 
With each other and snatched away all the papers that were m my 
palanquin and padcit. At abrmt 0 ockide at nii^il they conscjxd us to 
a nwqae n ihx town The guards, consistins of about 3a peons, boasted 
much and abused us da> and night. 

On the 18lh Raoji and Carigadhar came into the strttl and sent for 
me ttl mg me that it wt wanted to sast our Inx-s, Captain W illiams must 
write to the Major and eauv him to release Kanhoji from his confinement 
This person pfop»>*'d *cscfal other ndiculous articles, which I dont rccol 
lect now but we did wnte to (he Major 

On the 19th about midnight Shiviam Rajarara Gangadhar and 
Shaikh Abu paid us a suit whm tfey «aid thc> imapned the Major 
WM the CaiVwadi sersant and not tlie Company s, abusing the Companj 
and the Gosemof at the sanv: time 

On the 22nd we were rcmosxd into another house also under a strong 
guard. On the 29th when 1 was a.s usual takoi to rrccjic my dinner my 
watch which 1 had left with Captain UiHiams. was takoi to the Raja, 
Without my knowlcdga 

On the 3rd April I was taken in the name of Raja into a dismal 
place where they detained n* for 2 or 3 hours, and then sent me back 
to my former habitation E>cry day some one or other of the abme 
mentiorud pcoj^c visited and abused us. among those there was a Dcchar 
Jati and Eb>a] Desai who one day said that the Company they knew 
was capable of oommiUing tricks, as they had by (heir arts cheated the 
Nawab of Surat Tipu and many others and the same thing they wanted 
now to do with this Raja but that the Raja was drtcrrtuncd to put us 
in dordics and place us m the middle of the firing guns. 

I was only twice sent for by the Raja One tune he ordered me to 
copy from a draft of his own framing 13 articles of agreement and to send 
them to the Major and at another tune to ropy some remarks on the 
same, when they were relumed and rejected by the Major 

On this occasicsn he himself abused the C^pany in my presence, and 
said he would only obey the Poona Government and not the Company 
asking Who are they ^ f know nothing of them. 

On the 30th Apnl when the Raja saw his batteries were taken by the 
English troops, he sent for us and we came before 1 im under a guaid of 
200 sepoys, when his managers threatened us with death provided we 
did not yet prevail upon our commander to cease the finng a^ be quiet 
and that if wx could write a note to this effect and obtained an answer 
in the affirmative we might be forthwith released Captain Williams 


1 Th s dels 1 i* not mentioned by W 11 ams 
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however did write the note, and in the afternoon the Raja again sent for us, 
and immediately set us at liberty after the manner herein stated 

About 4 o clock m the afternoon of the 30th Malharrao sent to Captam 
Williams and this infonnant, and kept them waiting for a long tune 
before he made his appearance. When he came, he said that he was 
ready to cijey the Company s orders , but, as he has no money to pay his 
own sibandi the terms imposed upon him by the Company he deemed 
very hard to comply with IVherefore he wished the Company to take 
charge of Kadi and to convey him under their escort and the bhandan 
of Mir Sahdi Arabs and Smdhi jamadars, to Ujjain, Rurwada or Poona 
that tlie reason for detaining them (Captam Wiiliams and Sunderji) was 
only to save himself and his family and that he looked still only to the 
Honble Company for safety After this Malharrao swore both his pn 
soners that they would when they returned to their own camp speak 
everything that may be favourable to him so as to obtain /or him the 
goodwill of the English He represented that he was a Raja of small 
income not exceeding 2 or 3 lal^s of Rupees per annum, and dismissed 
them with a present of a pair of shawls and turban to Captain WiUrams 
and a turban and selha to myself

A man formerly an inhabitant of a village in the vianity who had 
five hundred homes in Malhairaos service, has sent to me to request 
permission to owne in whidi I have granted but he also made a tender 
of his service with one or two hundred horse for the protection of the

I have no accounts o( any supplies being near us The Europeans 
are shockingly off having no liquor nor biscuits and very little meat,

^ou will recall the troops from Kadi when the Resident apprises you 
that circumstanctsa will admit of this measure leaving Lieutenant Macke- 
son with two companies of «epo>-s and the artillery who must remain in the 
gurry during the monsoon but without eiercising any authority in the 
town. 

It will demand on >our part the utmost precaution to maintain a pro- 
per degree of harmony between the En^ish and Arab forces and you 
will therefore stnctly forbid either e/ficers or soldiers entering the town 
of Baroda.

Complaints again't or by the natives not being camp followers are 
to be preferred to a.nd redressed by the Resident but whenever an 
cfTicer or soldier has cause of oomplaint against an inhabitant he is not 
to address the Resident directly but must do this through you 

Neither the officers nor others are to visit Anandrao or Raoba or 
have any intercourse W'lth them without the erpress permission of the Re- 
sident 

You wiU direct the Resident to be received by all guards or troc^is 
with presented arms the oTicers to salute and the drums to beat a march , 
and if the officer in command of the troops should from his rank be oi 
titled to a higher compliment the same is to be paid to the Resident 
Should the Resident require a corps or the whole of the contingent 
to be under arms or to parade at any hour or tune of the day for any pub- 
lic ceremony you will comply with his requisitions You obWve the same 
regulation in regard to salutes of cannon which are not to take place 
Without hi3 knowledge and consent 

You will also direct all guards and corps to receive Anandrao Gaik

June, but owing to the hurry incident to Raoba s departure and both 
Malhar and him being then with the Governor for the purpose of his effect 
ing between them a «econd conciliatory visit the terms of this intimation 
contained m this deed were allowed by the Governor to stand or rather 
passed unobserved as neither of toese Chieftains had any objection to 
them, although they may appear perhaps to bear for Malhar rather a more 
favourable construction ihii thoM m his above-mentioned engagement of 
the 2nd instant which cannot however be regretted if he conforms to all 
the other stipulations His sacrifices have artainly been sulTiciently ample 
in parting with all his hereditary country and he has borne the whole with

up a body of horse to check and repress the marauding Kolis with whom 
it IS so peculiarly infested that c\en our troops left m garrison at its 
capital have experienced constant molestation from them within the works 
Neither Kadi nor Dehgam and Kapadvanji. the two other smaller ter- 
ritones conquered from hfalharrao, and which li^ although in a less degree, 
exposed to the same species of uitemal depredation, would suit our pur- 
pose, as possessing only infantry for their protection , and therefore our 
relinquislraent of them to Anandrao became as unobjectionable with re- 
gard to our real interest as incumbent us from the capacity in which 
they had been conquered by our arms. 

Having in return acquired m inam or free gift the valuable pargana Aegutti 
of Chikhli, wluch is about 30 miles to the southward of Surat and is of 
course as easy to manage as the rest of the athavisi, I did indeed wish to 
have procured a territory nearer to Surat than Chikhli, but local circum- 
stances opposed It , and as we had already a cr^Iecting station there on 
account of our separate moglai, and Chikhli being known to be otherwise

Lieutenant Colonel Woodington, having with a body of men marched Canjanyt 
from Kadi, has been encamped for some days past at Chhani, within 30 trm^ 
or 40 miles of Baroda, where the Raja Anandrao appears from his letters 
to the Colonel, written certainly without the pnvity of his Minister, to 
be impatient to receive our troops into cantonments , but with a view to 
guard against the jealousy of the Arabs this movement will be deferred til] 

Raoba, the Mmister’s arrival which must have taken place yesterday, since 
he left this [place] on the 8th at night (as did Major Walker on the day 
following), when, notwithstanding some obscure reports of the evil designs 
of the Arabs and the «istence, no doubt, of a considerable portion 
of the latent jealousy in the minds of these irregular mercenaries. I have

acadents Colonel Woodmgton's detachment has been reinforced from this

I preceded the detachment this morning at the request of the Diwran 
to fix on a ground for the cantonment and to examine such quarters as 
this CovemmenC base in contemplation to allot for the troops Tlicre « a 
very good ground for a cantonment on this side of a *mall rner and at a 
conscnicnt distance from the town of Oaroda but there is not much pro* 
b^ility that the barracks wnll be erected before the rams, as there are 
no maieri^s collected for building them 1 understand howeser that carts 
were two days ago sent to Broa^ to bring timber (or this purpose and 
Raoba positnely promises to have the cantonments completed in 15 days 
at farthest 

The pagas or places m which Raoba proposed eventually to quarter 
the troops in the suburbs, are not in a state to receive them immediately, 
neither are they sufTicicnUy extensive to hold them 

It IS proposed with the concurrence and full approbation of Raoba to 
bring forward the detachment (o-morrow and encamp it on the ground 
which IS intended for the cantonment The troops will m this situation 
be able to render very matcnal assistance m erecting the cantonment and 
should that work not be effected before the rains set in heavily then the 
necessity of the ease will enable Raoba to pul the pagas m our possession 
without exciting any extraordinary degree of jealousy This is his owm 
idea of the matter and adopted in consequence of his recommendation.

abusive and threatenmg words stabbed the sentry to the heart This as- 
sassin endeavoured to make his escape; but a sergeant who was present 
and who had before endeavoured by gentle means to induce him to go 
away pursued him and put him to death on the spot 

When I received information of this disagreeable acadent from Lieute 
nant Colonel Woodington the Arab jamadais happened to be assembled at 
Raoba s house which afforded me an opportunity of announcing the cir 
cumstance to him in their presence

Eiviits I have the honour to inform you that on the 15th instant 1 received 
at Kadi jhg jjqjj ^}jg Governor s letteis, a copy of which is enclosed On the 16th 
I went with a party and some officers to pay a visit to Kakaji and Vithal 
rao Babaji about nine m the rooming, ard immediately had Mr Seton’s 
letter explained to them. They had a copy in Hindi and wanted to per* 
suade me that the paragraph which says our two companies must remain in 
the gum. did not mean the inner fort but the town , but I insisted that 
they were to be in the fort , and that, unless they were to remain there, 

1 would not give up any part of the town or fort We argued the point 
till twelve o’clock, when Kakap withdrew with the jamadars of hia horse 
and left us with Vithalrao Babaji , but. after they had been absent near 
an hour, they came m again with tlie determination of writing to Babaji 
and waiting his answer In the evening he sent m a Brahman, who seems 
to be a man of consequence amongst them, to know what people 1 meant to 
leave, whether there were to be any Europeans or not I satisfied him 
that there were to be none, except officers, at which he seemed pleased ; 
he then went away I sent next morning to know whether he had any con 
veyancK for my stores, which, he said he had not I m the meantime 
used every exertion m my power but without any effect The same even 
mg the Brahman came to me again and said if I would lea\e only Hindus 
and point out a place where they would remain, they would consider of it 
I iwinted out the new zenana, where Malharraos stores were, as the only 
fit place for them, and agreed to leave all Hindus , upon which he returned 
to camp, and came back in the rooming and said it was agreed to and 
that they would take possession in the course of the day , upon which 1 
dreiv up the enclosed articles of acreement, which we mutuaIJ> signed and 
exchanged This morning I withdrew all my guards who wxrc replaced 
by his people When they caroc into the fort I ga\c them a salute of 
Iwenly-onc guns and retired to the town, where I am waiting till they 
furnish me with come)'ance. 1 require at least a hundred and twenty 
bullocks for my provisions^ tents and ammurtition without which I think 
I cannot stir, unless you are pleased to order otherwise. I have the honour 
to encioee you a statement made out b> Lieutenant Scal> of Uit nundicr of 
bullocks required for the whole of the baggage, also a riTort by a Com 
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mittte oa the state the eighteen pounder carnages are in and without re- 
pair I dont think all the conveyanre in the world would get them to 
Ahmadabad as they would certainly Wl to pieces on the road I send you 
Dr \ oung s return and Dr AJanwell s of the doolies and dooly bearers etc. 
requisite for moving the hospital I have ju t sent to Kakaji to know tl 
he has any conveyance for me He ^ays his horse has gone to the village 
and he expects to procure some in two days «o I have nothing to do 
but wait patiently 1 began several letters to you but thought it not 
worthwhile sending before I had earned the Governor s orders into effect 
All the inhabitants of property are dreadfully alarmed for their safety 
several have made applications to me for prrrtectioo but I have told them 
It IS not in my power to grant it They are going to take an inventory 
of Malharraos property which they «eem to view with a jealous eye 
though I don l think the value is much more than half of what he has 
estimated it at Poor Appaji is in a great «tew he has very little con 
veyance, not a third sufficient for the things I fear if we move his diifi 
culties will be increased 

If you Sir would send us your cattle and carts I imagine they would 
be here and ready to move forward before our allies will provide us. I 
request you will be pleased to favour me with jour orders how I am to 
act and if I get cattle now they are to be supplied with gram as the 
whole in the fort and town was given up to Malhar s people who had not 
the least scruple at saying when it reverted to them that the whole was

his shield they both fell down and in the scuffle he stabbed tlie European 
with his kris to the heart Before this he had attempted to stab a sergeant 
of the 75th who was endeavounng to get him away from the lines Im 
mediately he had stabbed the European he got up and was m the act 
of running away when the sergeant snatching a firelock from a man who 
was near him overtook him and brought him to the ground with the 
bayonet I had him moved to some distance from the line where he lay 
until he was taken awaj which was m about three hours alter this shock 
mg affray Thus Sir you have the circumstance; as I was able to procure 
them from the sergeant and other Europeans who were witnesses of the 
encounter He was armed with three kns He was breathing when I saw 
him but died soon after W^en he was removed from the line he wa® 
taken under a tree, when without my knowledge the Europeans who were 
exasperated to the highest pitch hung him up to a bough Immediately 
I knav it I ordered him to be taken down I considered it as not impro-

of the present year yet as our records c«itain more detailed information 
as to the progress of our proceedings %mot Mr Duncans departure for 
Surat on the 10th of January last we beg leave accordingly to refer to the 
consultations noted m the margin whence it will appear that after ineffcc 
tual attempts to adjust the grounds of dispute between Anandrao Gaurwad 
and his disaffected relation Malbarraoi it was at length found indispens 
able to admit of the active coKipcration of our troops with those of the 
Baroda Government 
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The advance of our troops to the number of about 1 700 men under 
the command of Major "Walker m conjunction with those of the Gaikwad 
towards Ahmadabad having excited some apprehensions on the part of Mai 
harrao for his ovm safety that Qweftain in consequence made offers ol 
accommodation which had been understood to be mutually adjusted when 
on the 17th of March a treacherous attempt was made by his troops to 
cut up our detachment a design which but for the steady gallantry evinced 
by the troops composing it, might have bean effected The result proved

William Clarke. Previously to the recommencement of hostilities, that 
Chief was summoned to surrender but this mtunation to him not produc 
mg the desired effect our trooj)s on the 30th of April stormed the lines of 
Kadi which they earned with complete success In consequence of this 
event Malharrao immediately released Captain Willjams of your military 
establishment and Sunderji a native interpreter both of whom fell into his 
hands on the occasion of the commencement of hcstiJities on the 17th of 
March while they were on a friendly visit to him on the part of Major 
Walker 

After this first success CeJond Sir William Clarke again summoned 
Malharrao to submit himself to our mercy and to currendcr the fort of 
Kadi This «ummons as far as regarded hunself he accordingly obeyed 
b> coming into the British camp on the 3rd of May on no other condi 
tion than that of safety to himself and the persons of his family and in 
two days thereafter the fort of Kadi was evacuated and quietly taken 
possession of by our troops This event terminated the war 

The expenses incurred on account of the military aid thus effectually 
afforded to the Government of the Caikwad and the future maintenance 
of a permanent subsidiary force to consist of 2 000 men are to be charged 
to the Government of Baroda according to the stipulations contained in 
the treaty concluded at Cambay on the 15th of March last between Mr 
Ehincan and Raoba (otherwise called Raoji Appaji) the Minister and 
authorized agent of Anandrao Gaikwnd and m a subsequent convention 
interchanged by the same parties on the 6lh of June. 

From these two documents (which have of course been rendered sub- 
ject to the ratification of the Supreme Government) >our Honble Court 
will observe in addition to the stipulations above adverted that provision* 
have been made for the formal cession to the Hon bic Company in pcrjic 
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luity, cf thtf pargina of Cho'a<i, of Ihe Oaikirad s share of the chauth of 
Surat, and of tfi parRUia of Chtlihli The laixfed aw^nment*. propo^ 
t(j be made m paymcrt of the subikly. ard of the expenses of tl)e war, an<i 
the proiiHion for Malharrao m Ifie patc^^ Kadiad an also spreifii'd 
in thee dced% inclusive of their particulars a^cctms the projicfced reduc 
tion of the Arab force. «hich has hitherto proved a *curce of burthwisomc 
expi.-rwe to the Caikwad. and which, in eon«t<picncc of the futeiidy rvw to 
be paid by him to the Hon'ble Cernpany. it becomes highly etpidieni to 
fid him of. To promote therefore this desirable end our consultations of 
the lUh and lEih of June will show that we have, on the grewndi of a 
dispatch from Mr. Duncan. neRotiated at this place a loan to the amount 
of ten lakhs of Rupees on the terms specified in the minute from the 
Acting President, recorded as per margin, while Major Walktc, who has 
been appointed to the office of Resident at the Darbar of Artandrao Gaik* 
wad. has been furnished with irptruaions to use t\er>’ exertion to effect 
this important object , ard the Governor still remains at Surat to afford 
him su^ cnuntfTiar.ee and a«sistance. as circuimtanci-s may render neces- 
sary.
